SEC. 4. EXPLANATORY STATEMENT.

The explanatory statement regarding this Act, printed in the
House section of the Congressional Record on or about December
This law has not been amended
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17, 2019, and submitted by the Chairwoman of the Committee on
Appropriations of the House, shall have the same effect with re-
spect to the allocation of funds and implementation of divisions A
through D of this Act as if it were a joint explanatory statement
of a committee of conference.

SEC. 5. STATEMENT OF APPROPRIATIONS.

The following sums in this Act are appropriated, out of any
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the fiscal
year ending September 30, 2020.

SEC. 6. AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.

(a) Each amount designated in this Act by the Congress as an
emergency requirement pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A)i) of the
Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985 shall
be available (or rescinded, if applicable) only if the President subse-
quently so designates all such amounts and transmits such des-
ignations to the Congress.

(b) Each amount designated in this Act by the Congress for
Overseas Contingency Operations/Global War on Terrorism pursu-
ant to section 251(b)(2)(A)(ii) of the Balanced Budget and Emer-
gency Deficit Control Act of 1985 shall be available (or rescinded,
if applicable) only if the President subsequently so designates all
such amounts and transmits such designations to the Congress.

DIVISION A—DEPARTMENT OF
DEFENSE APPROPRIATIONS ACT, 2020

TITLE I—MILITARY PERSONNEL

SEC. MILITARY PERSONNEL, ARMY.

For pay, allowances, individual clothing, subsistence, interest
on deposits, gratuities, permanent change of station travel (includ-
ing all expenses thereof for organizational movements), and ex-
penses of temporary duty travel between permanent duty stations,
for members of the Army on active duty (except members of reserve
components provided for elsewhere), cadets, and aviation cadets;
for members of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps; and for pay-
ments pursuant to section 156 of Public Law 97-377, as amended
(42 U.S.C. 402 note), and to the Department of Defense Military
Retirement Fund, $42,746,972,000.

TITLE II—OPERATION AND
MAINTENANCE

SEC. OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE, ARMY.

For expenses, not otherwise provided for, necessary for the op-
eration and maintenance of the Army, as authorized by law,
$39,597,083,000: Provided, That not to exceed $12,478,000 can be
used for emergencies and extraordinary expenses, to be expended
on the approval or authority of the Secretary of the Army, and pay-
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ments may be made on his certificate of necessity for confidential
military purposes.

TITLE III—PROCUREMENT

SEC. AIRCRAFT PROCUREMENT, ARMY.

For construction, procurement, production, modification, and
modernization of aircraft, equipment, including ordnance, ground
handling equipment, spare parts, and accessories therefor; special-
ized equipment and training devices; expansion of public and pri-
vate plants, including the land necessary therefor, for the foregoing
purposes, and such lands and interests therein, may be acquired,
and construction prosecuted thereon prior to approval of title; and
procurement and installation of equipment, appliances, and ma-
chine tools in public and private plants; reserve plant and Govern-
ment and contractor-owned equipment layaway; and other ex-
penses necessary for the foregoing purposes, $3,771,329,000, to re-
main available for obligation until September 30, 2022.

TITLE IV—RESEARCH, DEVELOPMENT,

SEC. RESEARCH, DEVELOPMENT, TEST AND EVALUATION, ARMY.

For expenses necessary for basic and applied scientific re-
search, development, test and evaluation, including maintenance,
rehabilitation, lease, and operation of facilities and equipment,
$12,543,435,000, to remain available for obligation until September
30, 2021.

SEC. DEFENSE WORKING CAPITAL FUNDS.
For the Defense Working Capital Funds, $1,564,211,000.

TITLE VI—-OTHER DEPARTMENT OF
DEFENSE PROGRAMS

SEC. DEFENSE HEALTH PROGRAM.

For expenses, not otherwise provided for, for medical and
health care programs of the Department of Defense as authorized
by law, $34,074,119,000; of which $31,321,665,000, shall be for op-
eration and maintenance, of which not to exceed one percent shall
remain available for obligation until September 30, 2021, and of
which up to $15,262,668,000 may be available for contracts entered
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into under the TRICARE program; of which $446,359,000, to re-
main available for obligation until September 30, 2022, shall be for
procurement; and of which $2,306,095,000, to remain available for
obligation until September 30, 2021, shall be for research, develop-
ment, test and evaluation: Provided, That, notwithstanding any
other provision of law, of the amount made available under this
heading for research, development, test and evaluation, not less
than $8,000,000 shall be available for HIV prevention educational
activities undertaken in connection with United States military
training, exercises, and humanitarian assistance activities con-
ducted primarily in African nations: Provided further, That of the
funds provided under this heading for research, development, test
and evaluation, not less than $1,383,500,000 shall be made avail-
able to the United States Army Medical Research and Development
Command to carry out the congressionally directed medical re-
search programs: Provided further, That the Secretary of Defense
shall submit to the Congressional defense committees quarterly re-
ports on the current status of the deployment of the electronic
health record: Provided further, That the Secretary of Defense shall
provide notice to the Congressional defense committees not later
than ten business days after delaying the proposed timeline of such
deployment if such delay is longer than one week: Provided further,
That the Comptroller General of the United States shall perform
quarterly performance reviews of such deployment.

TITLE VII—RELATED AGENCIES

SEC. CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY RETIREMENT AND DISABILITY
SYSTEM FUND.

For payment to the Central Intelligence Agency Retirement
and Disability System Fund, to maintain the proper funding level
for continuing the operation of the Central Intelligence Agency Re-
tirement and Disability System, $514,000,000.

TITLE VIII—.GENERAL PROVISIONS
SEC. 8001.

No part of any appropriation contained in this Act shall be
used for publicity or propaganda purposes not authorized by the
Congress.

SEC. 8002. [10 U.S.C. 1584 notel

During the current fiscal year, provisions of law prohibiting
the payment of compensation to, or employment of, any person not
a citizen of the United States shall not apply to personnel of the
Department of Defense: Provided, That salary increases granted to
direct and indirect hire foreign national employees of the Depart-
ment of Defense funded by this Act shall not be at a rate in excess
of the percentage increase authorized by law for civilian employees
of the Department of Defense whose pay is computed under the
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provisions of section 5332 of title 5, United States Code, or at a
rate in excess of the percentage increase provided by the appro-
priate host nation to its own employees, whichever is higher: Pro-
vided further, That this section shall not apply to Department of
Defense foreign service national employees serving at United
States diplomatic missions whose pay is set by the Department of
State under the Foreign Service Act of 1980: Provided further, That
the limitations of this provision shall not apply to foreign national
employees of the Department of Defense in the Republic of Turkey.

SEC. 8003.

No part of any appropriation contained in this Act shall remain
available for obligation beyond the current fiscal year, unless ex-
pressly so provided herein.

SEC. 8004.

No more than 20 percent of the appropriations in this Act
which are limited for obligation during the current fiscal year shall
be obligated during the last 2 months of the fiscal year: Provided,
That this section shall not apply to obligations for support of active
duty training of reserve components or summer camp training of
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps.

SEC. 8005. (TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

Upon determination by the Secretary of Defense that such ac-
tion is necessary in the national interest, he may, with the ap-
proval of the Office of Management and Budget, transfer not to ex-
ceed $4,000,000,000 of working capital funds of the Department of
Defense or funds made available in this Act to the Department of
Defense for military functions (except military construction) be-
tween such appropriations or funds or any subdivision thereof, to
be merged with and to be available for the same purposes, and for
the same time period, as the appropriation or fund to which trans-
ferred: Provided, That such authority to transfer may not be used
unless for higher priority items, based on unforeseen military re-
quirements, than those for which originally appropriated and in no
case where the item for which funds are requested has been denied
by the Congress: Provided further, That the Secretary of Defense
shall notify the Congress promptly of all transfers made pursuant
to this authority or any other authority in this Act: Provided fur-
ther, That no part of the funds in this Act shall be available to pre-
pare or present a request to the Committees on Appropriations for
reprogramming of funds, unless for higher priority items, based on
unforeseen military requirements, than those for which originally
appropriated and in no case where the item for which reprogram-
ming is requested has been denied by the Congress: Provided fur-
ther, That a request for multiple reprogrammings of funds using
authority provided in this section shall be made prior to June 30,
2020: Provided further, That transfers among military personnel
appropriations shall not be taken into account for purposes of the
limitation on the amount of funds that may be transferred under
this section.
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SEC. 8006. (a) With regard to the list of specific programs, projects, and ac-
tivities (and the dollar amounts and adjustments to budget ac-
tivities corresponding to such programs, projects, and activi-
ties) contained in the tables titled Explanation of Project
Level Adjustments in the explanatory statement regarding
this Act, the obligation and expenditure of amounts appro-
priated or otherwise made available in this Act for those pro-
grams, projects, and activities for which the amounts appro-
priated exceed the amounts requested are hereby required by
law to be carried out in the manner provided by such tables
to the same extent as if the tables were included in the text
of this Act.

(b) Amounts specified in the referenced tables described in sub-
section (a) shall not be treated as subdivisions of appropriations for
purposes of section 8005 of this Act: Provided, That section 8005
shall apply when transfers of the amounts described in subsection
(a) occur between appropriation accounts.

SEC. 8007. (a) Not later than 60 days after enactment of this Act, the De-
partment of Defense shall submit a report to the congressional
defense committees to establish the baseline for application of
reprogramming and transfer authorities for fiscal year 2020:
Provided, That the report shall include—

(1) a table for each appropriation with a separate column
to display the President’s budget request, adjustments made by
Congress, adjustments due to enacted rescissions, if appro-
priate, and the fiscal year enacted level,

(2) a delineation in the table for each appropriation both
by budget activity and program, project, and activity as de-
tailed in the Budget Appendix; and

(3) an identification of items of special congressional inter-
est.

(b) Notwithstanding section 8005 of this Act, none of the funds
provided in this Act shall be available for reprogramming or trans-
fer until the report identified in subsection (a) is submitted to the
congressional defense committees, unless the Secretary of Defense
certifies in writing to the congressional defense committees that
such reprogramming or transfer is necessary as an emergency re-
quirement: Provided, That this subsection shall not apply to trans-
fers from the following appropriations accounts:

(1) “Environmental Restoration, Army”;

(2) “Environmental Restoration, Navy”;

(3) “Environmental Restoration, Air Force”;

(4) “Environmental Restoration, Defense-Wide”;

(5) “Environmental Restoration, Formerly Used Defense

Sites”; and
(6) “Drug Interdiction and Counter-drug Activities, De-
fense”.

SEC. 8008. (TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

During the current fiscal year, cash balances in working cap-
ital funds of the Department of Defense established pursuant to
section 2208 of title 10, United States Code, may be maintained in
only such amounts as are necessary at any time for cash disburse-
ments to be made from such funds: Provided, That transfers may
be made between such funds: Provided further, That transfers may
be made between working capital funds and the “Foreign Currency
Fluctuations, Defense” appropriation and the “Operation and Main-
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tenance” appropriation accounts in such amounts as may be deter-
mined by the Secretary of Defense, with the approval of the Office
of Management and Budget, except that such transfers may not be
made unless the Secretary of Defense has notified the Congress of
the proposed transfer: Provided further, That except in amounts
equal to the amounts appropriated to working capital funds in this
Act, no obligations may be made against a working capital fund to
procure or increase the value of war reserve material inventory,
unless the Secretary of Defense has notified the Congress prior to
any such obligation.

SEC. 8009.

Funds appropriated by this Act may not be used to initiate a
special access program without prior notification 30 calendar days
in advance to the congressional defense committees.

SEC. 8010. [10 U.S.C. 2306b notel

None of the funds provided in this Act shall be available to ini-
tiate: (1) a multiyear contract that employs economic order quan-
tity procurement in excess of $20,000,000 in any one year of the
contract or that includes an unfunded contingent liability in excess
of $20,000,000; or (2) a contract for advance procurement leading
to a multiyear contract that employs economic order quantity pro-
curement in excess of $20,000,000 in any one year, unless the con-
gressional defense committees have been notified at least 30 days
in advance of the proposed contract award: Provided, That no part
of any appropriation contained in this Act shall be available to ini-
tiate a multiyear contract for which the economic order quantity
advance procurement is not funded at least to the limits of the
Government’s liability: Provided further, That no part of any appro-
priation contained in this Act shall be available to initiate
multiyear procurement contracts for any systems or component
thereof if the value of the multiyear contract would exceed
$500,000,000 unless specifically provided in this Act: Provided fur-
ther, That no multiyear procurement contract can be terminated
without 30-day prior notification to the congressional defense com-
mittees: Provided further, That the execution of multiyear author-
ity shall require the use of a present value analysis to determine
lowest cost compared to an annual procurement: Provided further,
That none of the funds provided in this Act may be used for a
multiyear contract executed after the date of the enactment of this
Act unless in the case of any such contract—

(1) the Secretary of Defense has submitted to Congress a
budget request for full funding of units to be procured through
the contract and, in the case of a contract for procurement of
aircraft, that includes, for any aircraft unit to be procured
through the contract for which procurement funds are re-
quested in that budget request for production beyond advance
procurement activities in the fiscal year covered by the budget,
full funding of procurement of such unit in that fiscal year;

(2) cancellation provisions in the contract do not include
consideration of recurring manufacturing costs of the con-
tractor associated with the production of unfunded units to be
delivered under the contract;
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(3) the contract provides that payments to the contractor
under the contract shall not be made in advance of incurred
costs on funded units; and

(4) the contract does not provide for a price adjustment
based on a failure to award a follow-on contract.

SEC. 8011.

Within the funds appropriated for the operation and mainte-
nance of the Armed Forces, funds are hereby appropriated pursu-
ant to section 401 of title 10, United States Code, for humanitarian
and civic assistance costs under chapter 20 of title 10, United
States Code. Such funds may also be obligated for humanitarian
and civic assistance costs incidental to authorized operations and
pursuant to authority granted in section 401 of chapter 20 of title
10, United States Code, and these obligations shall be reported as
required by section 401(d) of title 10, United States Code: Provided,
That funds available for operation and maintenance shall be avail-
able for providing humanitarian and similar assistance by using
Civic Action Teams in the Trust Territories of the Pacific Islands
and freely associated states of Micronesia, pursuant to the Compact
of Free Association as authorized by Public Law 99-239: Provided
further, That upon a determination by the Secretary of the Army
that such action is beneficial for graduate medical education pro-
grams conducted at Army medical facilities located in Hawaii, the
Secretary of the Army may authorize the provision of medical serv-
ices at such facilities and transportation to such facilities, on a
nonreimbursable basis, for civilian patients from American Samoa,
the Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, the Marshall
Islands, the Federated States of Micronesia, Palau, and Guam.

SEC. 8012. (a) During the current fiscal year, the civilian personnel of the
Department of Defense may not be managed on the basis of
any end-strength, and the management of such personnel dur-
ing that fiscal year shall not be subject to any constraint or
limitation (known as an end-strength) on the number of such

personnel who may be employed on the last day of such fiscal
year.

(b) The fiscal year 2021 budget request for the Department of
Defense as well as all justification material and other documenta-
tion supporting the fiscal year 2021 Department of Defense budget
request shall be prepared and submitted to the Congress as if sub-
sections (a) and (b) of this provision were effective with regard to
fiscal year 2021.

(c) As required by section 1107 of the National Defense Author-
ization Act for Fiscal Year 2014 (Public Law 113-66; 10 U.S.C. 2358
note) civilian personnel at the Department of Army Science and
Technology Reinvention Laboratories may not be managed on the
basis of the Table of Distribution and Allowances, and the manage-
ment of the workforce strength shall be done in a manner con-
sistent with the budget available with respect to such Laboratories.

(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed to apply to mili-
tary (civilian) technicians.

SEC. 8013.
None of the funds made available by this Act shall be used in

any way, directly or indirectly, to influence congressional action on
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any legislation or appropriation matters pending before the Con-
gress.

SEC. 8014.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act shall be available
for the basic pay and allowances of any member of the Army par-
ticipating as a full-time student and receiving benefits paid by the
Secretary of Veterans Affairs from the Department of Defense Edu-
cation Benefits Fund when time spent as a full-time student is
credited toward completion of a service commitment: Provided,
That this section shall not apply to those members who have reen-
listed with this option prior to October 1, 1987: Provided further,
That this section applies only to active components of the Army.

SEC. 8015. (TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

Funds appropriated in title III of this Act for the Department
of Defense Pilot Mentor-Protégé Program may be transferred to
any other appropriation contained in this Act solely for the purpose
of implementing a Mentor-Protégé Program developmental assist-
ance agreement pursuant to section 831 of the National Defense
Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 1991 (Public Law 101-510; 10
U.S.C. 2302 note), as amended, under the authority of this provi-
sion or any other transfer authority contained in this Act.

SEC. 8016.

None of the funds in this Act may be available for the purchase
by the Department of Defense (and its departments and agencies)
of welded shipboard anchor and mooring chain 4 inches in diameter
and under unless the anchor and mooring chain are manufactured
in the United States from components which are substantially
manufactured in the United States: Provided, That for the purpose
of this section, the term “manufactured” shall include cutting, heat
treating, quality control, testing of chain and welding (including
the forging and shot blasting process): Provided further, That for
the purpose of this section substantially all of the components of
anchor and mooring chain shall be considered to be produced or
manufactured in the United States if the aggregate cost of the com-
ponents produced or manufactured in the United States exceeds
the aggregate cost of the components produced or manufactured
outside the United States: Provided further, That when adequate
domestic supplies are not available to meet Department of Defense
requirements on a timely basis, the Secretary of the Service re-
sponsible for the procurement may waive this restriction on a case-
by-case basis by certifying in writing to the Committees on Appro-
priations that such an acquisition must be made in order to acquire
capability for national security purposes.

SEC. 8017.

None of the funds available in this Act to the Department of
Defense, other than appropriations made for necessary or routine
refurbishments, upgrades or maintenance activities, shall be used
to reduce or to prepare to reduce the number of deployed and non-
deployed strategic delivery vehicles and launchers below the levels
set forth in the report submitted to Congress in accordance with
section 1042 of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal
Year 2012.
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SEC. 8018.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act shall be used for
the support of any nonappropriated funds activity of the Depart-
ment of Defense that procures malt beverages and wine with non-
appropriated funds for resale (including such alcoholic beverages
sold by the drink) on a military installation located in the United
States unless such malt beverages and wine are procured within
that State, or in the case of the District of Columbia, within the
District of Columbia, in which the military installation is located:
Provided, That, in a case in which the military installation is lo-
cated in more than one State, purchases may be made in any State
in which the installation is located: Provided further, That such
local procurement requirements for malt beverages and wine shall
apply to all alcoholic beverages only for military installations in
States which are not contiguous with another State: Provided fur-
ther, That alcoholic beverages other than wine and malt beverages,
in contiguous States and the District of Columbia shall be procured
fror(rll the most competitive source, price and other factors consid-
ered.

SEC. 8019.

None of the funds available to the Department of Defense may
be used to demilitarize or dispose of M-1 Carbines, M-1 Garand ri-
fles, M-14 rifles, .22 caliber rifles, .30 caliber rifles, or M-1911 pis-
tols, or to demilitarize or destroy small arms ammunition or am-
munition components that are not otherwise prohibited from com-
mercial sale under Federal law, unless the small arms ammunition
or ammunition components are certified by the Secretary of the
Army or designee as unserviceable or unsafe for further use.

SEC. 8020.

No more than $500,000 of the funds appropriated or made
available in this Act shall be used during a single fiscal year for
any single relocation of an organization, unit, activity or function
of the Department of Defense into or within the National Capital
Region: Provided, That the Secretary of Defense may waive this re-
striction on a case-by-case basis by certifying in writing to the con-
gressional defense committees that such a relocation is required in
the best interest of the Government.

SEC. 8021.

Of the funds made available in this Act, $25,000,000 shall be
available for incentive payments authorized by section 504 of the
Indian Financing Act of 1974 (25 U.S.C. 1544): Provided, That a
prime contractor or a subcontractor at any tier that makes a sub-
contract award to any subcontractor or supplier as defined in sec-
tion 1544 of title 25, United States Code, or a small business
owned and controlled by an individual or individuals defined under
section 4221(9) of title 25, United States Code, shall be considered
a contractor for the purposes of being allowed additional compensa-
tion under section 504 of the Indian Financing Act of 1974 (25
U.S.C. 1544) whenever the prime contract or subcontract amount
is over $500,000 and involves the expenditure of funds appro-
priated by an Act making appropriations for the Department of De-
fense with respect to any fiscal year: Provided further, That not-
withstanding section 1906 of title 41, United States Code, this sec-
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tion shall be applicable to any Department of Defense acquisition
of supplies or services, including any contract and any subcontract
at any tier for acquisition of commercial items produced or manu-
factured, in whole or in part, by any subcontractor or supplier de-
fined in section 1544 of title 25, United States Code, or a small
business owned and controlled by an individual or individuals de-
fined under section 4221(9) of title 25, United States Code.

SEC. 8022.

Funds appropriated by this Act for the Defense Media Activity
shall not be used for any national or international political or psy-
chological activities.

SEC. 8023.

During the current fiscal year, the Department of Defense is
authorized to incur obligations of not to exceed $350,000,000 for
purposes specified in section 2350j(c) of title 10, United States
Code, in anticipation of receipt of contributions, only from the Gov-
ernment of Kuwait, under that section: Provided, That, upon re-
ceipt, such contributions from the Government of Kuwait shall be
credited to the appropriations or fund which incurred such obliga-
tions.

SEC. 8024. (a) Of the funds made available in this Act, not less than
$51,800,000 shall be available for the Civil Air Patrol Corpora-
tion, of which—

(1) $39,100,000 shall be available from “Operation and
Maintenance, Air Force” to support Civil Air Patrol Corpora-
tion operation and maintenance, readiness, counter-drug activi-
ties, and drug demand reduction activities involving youth pro-
grams;

(2) $11,000,000 shall be available from “Aircraft Procure-
ment, Air Force”; and

(3) $1,700,000 shall be available from “Other Procurement,
Air Force” for vehicle procurement.

(b) The Secretary of the Air Force should waive reimbursement
for any funds used by the Civil Air Patrol for counter-drug activi-
ties in support of Federal, State, and local government agencies.
SEC. 8025. (a) None of the funds appropriated in this Act are available to

establish a new Department of Defense (department) federally
funded research and development center (FFRDC), either as a
new entity, or as a separate entity administrated by an organi-
zation managing another FFRDC, or as a nonprofit member-
ship corporation consisting of a consortium of other FFRDCs
and other nonprofit entities.

(b) No member of a Board of Directors, Trustees, Overseers,
Advisory Group, Special Issues Panel, Visiting Committee, or any
similar entity of a defense FFRDC, and no paid consultant to any
defense FFRDC, except when acting in a technical advisory capac-
ity, may be compensated for his or her services as a member of
such entity, or as a paid consultant by more than one FFRDC in
a fiscal year: Provided, That a member of any such entity referred
to previously in this subsection shall be allowed travel expenses
and per diem as authorized under the Federal Joint Travel Regula-
tions, when engaged in the performance of membership duties.

(¢) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, none of the
funds available to the department from any source during the cur-
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rent fiscal year may be used by a defense FFRDC, through a fee
or other payment mechanism, for construction of new buildings not
located on a military installation, for payment of cost sharing for
projects funded by Government grants, for absorption of contract
overruns, or for certain charitable contributions, not to include em-
ployee participation in community service and/or development.

(d) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, of the funds
available to the department during fiscal year 2020, not more than
6,053 staff years of technical effort (staff years) may be funded for
defense FFRDCs: Provided, That, of the specific amount referred to
previously in this subsection, not more than 1,148 staff years may
be funded for the defense studies and analysis FFRDCs: Provided
further, That this subsection shall not apply to staff years funded
in the National Intelligence Program and the Military Intelligence
Program.

(e) The Secretary of Defense shall, with the submission of the
department’s fiscal year 2021 budget request, submit a report pre-
senting the specific amounts of staff years of technical effort to be
allocated for each defense FFRDC during that fiscal year and the
associated budget estimates.

SEC. 8026.

None of the funds appropriated or made available in this Act
shall be used to procure carbon, alloy, or armor steel plate for use
in any Government-owned facility or property under the control of
the Department of Defense which were not melted and rolled in the
United States or Canada: Provided, That these procurement re-
strictions shall apply to any and all Federal Supply Class 9515,
American Society of Testing and Materials (ASTM) or American
Iron and Steel Institute (AISI) specifications of carbon, alloy or
armor steel plate: Provided further, That the Secretary of the mili-
tary department responsible for the procurement may waive this
restriction on a case-by-case basis by certifying in writing to the
Committees on Appropriations of the House of Representatives and
the Senate that adequate domestic supplies are not available to
meet Department of Defense requirements on a timely basis and
that such an acquisition must be made in order to acquire capa-
bility for national security purposes: Provided further, That these
restrictions shall not apply to contracts which are in being as of the
date of the enactment of this Act.

SEC. 8027. [10 U.S.C. 2731 notel

For the purposes of this Act, the term “congressional defense
committees” means the Armed Services Committee of the House of
Representatives, the Armed Services Committee of the Senate, the
Subcommittee on Defense of the Committee on Appropriations of
the Senate, and the Subcommittee on Defense of the Committee on
Appropriations of the House of Representatives.

SEC. 8028.

During the current fiscal year, the Department of Defense may
acquire the modification, depot maintenance and repair of aircraft,
vehicles and vessels as well as the production of components and
other Defense-related articles, through competition between De-
partment of Defense depot maintenance activities and private
firms: Provided, That the Senior Acquisition Executive of the mili-
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tary department or Defense Agency concerned, with power of dele-

[41 U.S.C. 8304 note] (a)(1) If the Secretary of Defense, after con-
sultation with the United States Trade Representative, deter-
mines that a foreign country which is party to an agreement
described in paragraph (2) has violated the terms of the agree-
ment by discriminating against certain types of products pro-
duced in the United States that are covered by the agreement,
the Secretary of Defense shall rescind the Secretary’s blanket
waiver of the Buy American Act with respect to such types of
products produced in that foreign country.

(2) An agreement referred to in paragraph (1) is any reciprocal
defense procurement memorandum of understanding, between the
United States and a foreign country pursuant to which the Sec-
retary of Defense has prospectively waived the Buy American Act
for certain products in that country.

(c) For purposes of this section, the term “Buy American Act”
means chapter 83 of title 41, United States Code.

SEC. 8030.

During the current fiscal year, amounts contained in the De-
partment of Defense Overseas Military Facility Investment Recov-
ery Account established by section 2921(c)(1) of the National De-
fense Authorization Act of 1991 (Public Law 101-510; 10 U.S.C.
2687 note) shall be available until expended for the payments spec-
ified by section 2921(c)(2) of that Act.

SEC. 8031. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Secretary of
the Air Force may convey at no cost to the Air Force, without

(d) In this section, the term “Indian tribe” means any recog-
nized Indian tribe included on the current list published by the
Secretary of the Interior under section 104 of the Federally Recog-
nized Indian Tribe Act of 1994 (Public Law 103-454; 108 Stat.

SEC. 8032.

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Maintenance, Defense-Wide” may be transferred to appropria-
tions available for the pay of military personnel, to be merged with,
and to be available for the same time period as the appropriations
to which transferred, to be used in support of such personnel in
connection with support and services for eligible organizations and
activities outside the Department of Defense pursuant to section
2012 of title 10, United States Code.

SEC. 8055.

During the current fiscal year, in the case of an appropriation
account of the Department of Defense for which the period of avail-
ability for obligation has expired or which has closed under the pro-
visions of section 1552 of title 31, United States Code, and which
has a negative unliquidated or unexpended balance, an obligation
or an adjustment of an obligation may be charged to any current
appropriation account for the same purpose as the expired or closed
account if—

(1) the obligation would have been properly chargeable (ex-
cept as to amount) to the expired or closed account before the
end of the period of availability or closing of that account;

(2) the obligation is not otherwise properly chargeable to
any current appropriation account of the Department of De-
fense; and

(3) in the case of an expired account, the obligation is not
chargeable to a current appropriation of the Department of De-
fense under the provisions of section 1405(b)(8) of the National
Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 1991, Public Law
101-510, as amended (31 U.S.C. 1551 note): Provided, That in
the case of an expired account, if subsequent review or inves-
tigation discloses that there was not in fact a negative unliqui-
dated or unexpended balance in the account, any charge to a
current account under the authority of this section shall be re-
versed and recorded against the expired account: Provided fur-
ther, That the total amount charged to a current appropriation
under this section may not exceed an amount equal to 1 per-
cent of the total appropriation for that account: Provided, That
the Under Secretary of Defense (Comptroller) shall include
with the budget of the President for fiscal year 2021 (as sub-
mitted to Congress pursuant to ection 1105 of title 31, United
States Code) a statement describing each instance if any, dur-
ing each of the fiscal years 2015 through 2020 in which the au-
thority in this section was exercised.

SEC. 8056. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Chief of the
National Guard Bureau may permit the use of equipment of
the National Guard Distance Learning Project by any person
or entity on a space-available, reimbursable basis. The Chief of
the National Guard Bureau shall establish the amount of reim-
bursement for such use on a case-by-case basis.

(b) Amounts collected under subsection (a) shall be credited to
funds available for the National Guard Distance Learning Project
and be available to defray the costs associated with the use of
equipment of the project under that subsection. Such funds shall
be available for such purposes without fiscal year limitation.
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SEC. 8057. INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

Of the funds appropriated in this Act under the heading “Op-

None of the funds appropriated in title IV of this Act may be
used to procure end-items for delivery to military forces for oper-
ational training, operational use or inventory requirements: Pro-
vided, That this restriction does not apply to end-items used in de-
velopment, prototyping, and test activities preceding and leading to
acceptance for operational use: Provided further, That the Sec-
retary of Defense shall, at the time of the submittal to Congress
of the budget of the President for fiscal year 2021 pursuant to sec-
tion 1105 of title 31, United States Code, submit to the congres-
sional defense committees a report detailing the use of funds re-
quested in research, development, test and evaluation accounts for
end-items used in development, prototyping and test activities pre-
ceding and leading to acceptance for operational use: Provided fur-
ther, That the report shall set forth, for each end-item covered by
the preceding proviso, a detailed list of the statutory authorities
under which amounts in the accounts described in that proviso
were used for such item: Provided further, That this restriction
does not apply to programs funded within the National Intelligence
Program: Provided further, That the Secretary of Defense may
waive this restriction on a case-by-case basis by certifying in writ-
ing to the Committees on Appropriations of the House of Rep-
resentatives and the Senate that it is in the national security inter-
est to do so.

SEC. 8059. (a) The Secretary of Defense may, on a case-by-case basis, waive
with respect to a foreign country each limitation on the pro-
curement of defense items from foreign sources provided in
law if the Secretary determines that the application of the lim-
itation with respect to that country would invalidate coopera-
tive programs entered into between the Department of De-

(2) options for the procurement of items that are exercised
after such date under contracts that are entered into before
such date if the option prices are adjusted for any reason other

than the application of a waiver granted under subsection (a).
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(c) Subsection (a) does not apply to a limitation regarding con-
struction of public vessels, ball and roller bearings, food, and cloth-
ing or textile materials as defined by section XI (chapters 50-65) of
the Harmonized Tariff Schedule of the United States and products
classified under headings 4010, 4202, 4203, 6401 through 6406,
6505, 7019, 7218 through 7229, 7304.41 through 7304.49, 7306.40,

SEC. 8060.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by
this or other Department of Defense Appropriations Acts may be
obligated or expended for the purpose of performing repairs or
maintenance to military family housing units of the Department of
Defense, including areas in such military family housing units that
may be used for the purpose of conducting official Department of
Defense business.

SEC. 8061.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, funds appro-
priated in this Act under the heading “Research, Development,
Test and Evaluation, Defense-Wide” for any new start ad-
vanced concept technology demonstration project or joint capability
demonstration project may only be obligated 45 days after a report,
including a description of the project, the planned acquisition and
transition strategy and its estimated annual and total cost, has
been provided in writing to the congressional defense committees.

SEC. 8062.

The Secretary of Defense shall continue to provide a classified
quarterly report to the House and Senate Appropriations Commit-
tees, Subcommittees on Defense on certain matters as directed in
the classified annex accompanying this Act.

ganization specified in section 508(d) of title 32, United States
Code, or any other youth, social, or fraternal nonprofit organization
as may be approved by the Chief of the National Guard Bureau,
or his designee, on a case-by-case basis.

esses. Such study shall include a comprehensive counterintelligence
risk assessment to ensure that none of the alternative processes
will adversely affect counterintelligence.

(d) Upon development of the detailed proposals defined under
subsection (c), the Director of National Intelligence and the Sec-
retary of Defense shall—

(2) take any action to enforce any provision of an existing
agreement with an employee or independent contractor that
mandates that the employee or independent contractor resolve
through arbitration any claim under title VII of the Civil
Rights Act of 1964 or any tort related to or arising out of sex-
ual assault or harassment, including assault and battery, in-
tentional infliction of emotional distress, false imprisonment,
or negligent hiring, supervision, or retention.
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(b) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
by this Act may be expended for any Federal contract unless the
contractor certifies that it requires each covered subcontractor to
agree not to enter into, and not to take any action to enforce any
provision of, any agreement as described in paragraphs (1) and (2)
of subsection (a), with respect to any employee or independent con-
tractor performing work related to such subcontract. For purposes
of this subsection, a “covered subcontractor” is an entity that has
a subcontract in excess of $1,000,000 on a contract subject to sub-
section (a).

(c) The prohibitions in this section do not apply with respect
to a contractor’s or subcontractor’s agreements with employees or
independent contractors that may not be enforced in a court of the
United States.

(d) The Secretary of Defense may waive the application of sub-
section (a) or (b) to a particular contractor or subcontractor for the
purposes of a particular contract or subcontract if the Secretary or
the Deputy Secretary personally determines that the waiver is nec-
essary to avoid harm to national security interests of the United
States, and that the term of the contract or subcontract is not
longer than necessary to avoid such harm. The determination shall
set forth with specificity the grounds for the waiver and for the
contract or subcontract term selected, and shall state any alter-
natives considered in lieu of a waiver and the reasons each such
alternative would not avoid harm to national security interests of
the United States. The Secretary of Defense shall transmit to Con-
gress, and simultaneously make public, any determination under
this subsection not less than 15 business days before the contract
or subcontract addressed in the determination may be awarded.

SEC. 8094. (INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

From within the funds appropriated for operation and mainte-
nance for the Defense Health Program in this Act, up to
$127,000,000, shall be available for transfer to the Joint Depart-
ment of Defense-Department of Veterans Affairs Medical Facility
Demonstration Fund in accordance with the provisions of section
1704 of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year
2010, Public Law 111-84: Provided, That for purposes of section
1704(b), the facility operations funded are operations of the inte-
grated Captain James A. Lovell Federal Health Care Center, con-
sisting of the North Chicago Veterans Affairs Medical Center, the
Navy Ambulatory Care Center, and supporting facilities designated
as a combined Federal medical facility as described by section 706
of Public Law 110-417: Provided further,That additional funds may
be transferred from funds appropriated for operation and mainte-
nance for the Defense Health Program to the Joint Department of
Defense-Department of Veterans Affairs Medical Facility Dem-
onstration Fund upon written notification by the Secretary of De-
fense to the Committees on Appropriations of the House of Rep-
resentatives and the Senate.

SEC. 8095.
None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by

this Act may be used by the Department of Defense or a component
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thereof in contravention of the provisions of section 130h of title 10,
United States Code.

SEC. 8096.

Appropriations available to the Department of Defense may be
used for the purchase of heavy and light armored vehicles for the
physical security of personnel or for force protection purposes up to
a limit of $450,000 per vehicle, notwithstanding price or other limi-
tations applicable to the purchase of passenger carrying vehicles.

SEC. 8097. INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

Upon a determination by the Director of National Intelligence
that such action is necessary and in the national interest, the Di-
rector may, with the approval of the Office of Management and
Budget, transfer not to exceed $1,500,000,000 of the funds made
available in this Act for the National Intelligence Program: Pro-
vided, That such authority to transfer may not be used unless for
higher priority items, based on unforeseen intelligence require-
ments, than those for which originally appropriated and in no case
where the item for which funds are requested has been denied by
the Congress: Provided further,That a request for multiple
reprogrammings of funds using authority provided in this section
shall be made prior to June 30, 2020.

SEC. 8098.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available in
this or any other Act may be used to transfer, release, or assist in
the transfer or release to or within the United States, its terri-
tories, or possessions Khalid Sheikh Mohammed or any other de-
tainee who—

(1) is not a United States citizen or a member of the

Armed Forces of the United States; and

(2) is or was held on or after June 24, 2009, at United

States Naval Station, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, by the Depart-

ment of Defense.

SEC. 8099.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available in
this Act may be used to transfer any individual detained at United
States Naval Station Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, to the custody or
control of the individual’s country of origin, any other foreign coun-
try, or any other foreign entity except in accordance with section
1034 of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year
2016 (Public Law 114-92) and section 1035 of the John S. McCain
National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2019 (Public
Law 115-232).

SEC. 8100.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be used in
contravention of the War Powers Resolution (50 U.S.C. 1541 et
seq.).

Sec. 8101 Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2020 34

SEC. 8101. (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
by this or any other Act may be used by the Secretary of De-
fense, or any other official or officer of the Department of De-
fense, to enter into a contract, memorandum of under-
standing, or cooperative agreement with, or make a grant to,
or provide a loan or loan guarantee to Rosoboronexport or
any subsidiary of Rosoboronexport.

(b) The Secretary of Defense may waive the limitation in sub-
section (a) if the Secretary, in consultation with the Secretary of
State and the Director of National Intelligence, determines that it
is in the vital national security interest of the United States to do
so, and certifies in writing to the congressional defense committees
that, to the best of the Secretary’s knowledge:

(1) Rosoboronexport has ceased the transfer of lethal mili-

tary equipment to, and the maintenance of existing lethal mili-

tary equipment for, the Government of the Syrian Arab Repub-

lic;

(2) The armed forces of the Russian Federation have with-

drawn from Crimea, other than armed forces present on mili-

tary bases subject to agreements in force between the Govern-

ment of the Russian Federation and the Government of

Ukraine; and

(3) Agents of the Russian Federation have ceased taking
active measures to destabilize the control of the Government of

Ukraine over eastern Ukraine.

(c) The Inspector General of the Department of Defense shall
conduct a review of any action involving Rosoboronexport with re-
spect to a waiver issued by the Secretary of Defense pursuant to
subsection (b), and not later than 90 days after the date on which
such a waiver is issued by the Secretary of Defense, the Inspector
General shall submit to the congressional defense committees a re-
port containing the results of the review conducted with respect to
such waiver.

SEC. 8102.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used for
the purchase or manufacture of a flag of the United States unless
such flags are treated as covered items under section 2533a(b) of
title 10, United States Code.

SEC. 8103. (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
in this or any other Act may be used to construct, acquire, or
modify any facility in the United States, its territories, or pos-
sessions to house any individual described in subsection (c)
for the purposes of detention or imprisonment in the custody
or under the effective control of the Department of Defense.

(b) The prohibition in subsection (a) shall not apply to any
modification of facilities at United States Naval Station,
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba.

(¢) An individual described in this subsection is any individual
who, as of June 24, 2009, is located at United States Naval Station,
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and who—

(1) is not a citizen of the United States or a member of the

Armed Forces of the United States; and

(2) is—
(A) in the custody or under the effective control of the
Department of Defense; or
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(B) otherwise under detention at United States Naval

Station, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba.

SEC. 8104. [10 U.S.C. 2731 note] (a) Of the funds appropriated in this Act
for the Department of Defense, amounts should be made avail-
able, under such regulations as the Secretary of Defense may
prescribe, to local military commanders appointed by the Sec-
retary, or by an officer or employee designated by the Sec-
retary, to provide at their discretion ex gratia payments in
amounts consistent with subsection (d) of this section for dam-
age, personal injury, or death that is incident to combat oper-
ations of the Armed Forces in a foreign country.

(b) An ex gratia payment under this section may be provided
only if—

(1) the prospective foreign civilian recipient is determined
by the local military commander to be friendly to the United
States;

(d) If the Secretary of Defense determines a program under
subsection (a) to be appropriate in a particular setting, the
amounts of payments, if any, to be provided to civilians determined
to have suffered harm incident to combat operations of the Armed
Forces under the program should be determined pursuant to regu-
lations prescribed by the Secretary and based on an assessment,
which should include such factors as cultural appropriateness and
prevailing economic conditions.

(e) Local military commanders shall receive legal advice before
making ex gratia payments under this subsection. The legal advi-
sor, under regulations of the Department of Defense, shall advise
on whether an ex gratia payment is proper under this section and
applicable Department of Defense regulations.

(f) A written record of any ex gratia payment offered or denied
shall be kept by the local commander and on a timely basis sub-
mitted to the appropriate office in the Department of Defense as
determined by the Secretary of Defense.

(g) The Secretary of Defense shall report to the congressional
defense committees on an annual basis the efficacy of the ex gratia
payment program including the number of types of cases consid-
ered, amounts offered, the response from ex gratia payment recipi-
ents, and any recommended modifications to the program.

SEC. 8105.

The Secretary of Defense shall post grant awards on a public
website in a searchable format.

SEC. 8106.

The Secretary of each military department, in reducing each
research, development, test and evaluation and procurement ac-
count of the military department as required under paragraph (1)
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of section 828(d) of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fis-
cal Year 2016 (Public Law 114-92; 10 U.S.C. 2430 note), as amend-

SEC. 8107.
None of the funds made available by this Act may be used by
the National Security Agency to—

(1) conduct an acquisition pursuant to section 702 of the
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act of 1978 for the purpose
of targeting a United States person; or

(2) acquire, monitor, or store the contents (as such term is
defined in section 2510(8) of title 18, United States Code) of
any electronic communication of a United States person from
a provider of electronic communication services to the public
pursuant to section 501 of the Foreign Intelligence Surveil-
lance Act of 1978.

SEC. 8108.

None of the funds made available in this or any other Act may
be used to pay the salary of any officer or employee of any agency
funded by this Act who approves or implements the transfer of ad-
ministrative responsibilities or budgetary resources of any pro-
gram, project, or activity financed by this Act to the jurisdiction of
another Federal agency not financed by this Act without the ex-
press authorization of Congress: Provided, That this limitation
shall not apply to transfers of funds expressly provided for in De-
fense Appropriations Acts, or provisions of Acts providing supple-
mental appropriations for the Department of Defense.

SEC. 8109.

Of the amounts appropriated in this Act for “Operation and
Maintenance, Navy”, $352,044,000, to remain available until ex-
pended, may be used for any purposes related to the National De-
fense Reserve Fleet established under section 11 of the Merchant
Ship Sales Act of 1946 (46 U.S.C. 57100): Provided, That such
amounts are available for reimbursements to the Ready Reserve
Force, Maritime Administration account of the United States De-
partment of Transportation for programs, projects, activities, and
expenses related to the National Defense Reserve Fleet.

SEC. 8110.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be obligated
for activities authorized under section 1208 of the Ronald W.
Reagan National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2005
(Public Law 112-81; 125 Stat. 1621) to initiate support for, or ex-
pand support to, foreign forces, irregular forces, groups, or individ-
uals unless the congressional defense committees are notified in ac-
cordance with the direction contained in the classified annex ac-
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companying this Act, not less than 15 days before initiating such
support: Provided, That none of the funds made available in this
Act may be used under section 1208 for any activity that is not in
support of an ongoing military operation being conducted by United

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TITLE IX—OVERSEAS CONTINGENCY
OPERATIONS

SEC. 9001. GENERAL PROVISIONS—THIS TITLE.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, funds made avail-
able in this title are in addition to amounts appropriated or other-
wise made available for the Department of Defense for fiscal year
2020.

SEC. 9002. (INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

Upon the determination of the Secretary of Defense that such
action is necessary in the national interest, the Secretary may,
with the approval of the Office of Management and Budget, trans-
fer up to $2,000,000,000 between the appropriations or funds made
available to the Department of Defense in this title: Provided, That
the Secretary shall notify the Congress promptly of each transfer
made pursuant to the authority in this section: Provided further,
That the authority provided in this section is in addition to any
other transfer authority available to the Department of Defense
and is subject to the same terms and conditions as the authority
provided in section 8005 of this Act.

SEC. 9003.

Supervision and administration costs and costs for design dur-
ing construction associated with a construction project funded with
appropriations available for operation and maintenance or the “Af-
ghanistan Security Forces Fund” provided in this Act and executed
in direct support of overseas contingency operations in Afghani-
stan, may be obligated at the time a construction contract is
awarded: Provided, That, for the purpose of this section, super-
vision and administration costs and costs for design during con-
struction include all in-house Government costs.

SEC. 9004.

From funds made available in this title, the Secretary of De-
fense may purchase for use by military and civilian employees of
the Department of Defense in the United States Central Command
area of responsibility: (1) passenger motor vehicles up to a limit of
$75,000 per vehicle; and (2) heavy and light armored vehicles for
the physical security of personnel or for force protection purposes
up to a limit of $450,000 per vehicle, notwithstanding price or
other limitations applicable to the purchase of passenger carrying
vehicles.
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SEC. 9005.

Not to exceed $5,000,000 of the amounts appropriated by this
title under the heading “Operation and Maintenance, Army”
may be used, notwithstanding any other provision of law, to fund
the Commanders’ Emergency Response Program (CERP), for the
purpose of enabling military commanders in Afghanistan to re-
spond to urgent, small-scale, humanitarian relief and reconstruc-
tion requirements within their areas of responsibility: Provided,
That each project (including any ancillary or related elements in
connection with such project) executed under this authority shall
not exceed $2,000,000: Provided further, That not later than 45
days after the end of each 6 months of the fiscal year, the Sec-
retary of Defense shall submit to the congressional defense commit-
tees a report regarding the source of funds and the allocation and
use of funds during that 6-month period that were made available
pursuant to the authority provided in this section or under any
other provision of law for the purposes described herein: Provided
further, That, not later than 30 days after the end of each fiscal
year quarter, the Army shall submit to the congressional defense
committees quarterly commitment, obligation, and expenditure
data for the CERP in Afghanistan: Provided further, That, not less
than 15 days before making funds available pursuant to the au-
thority provided in this section or under any other provision of law
for the purposes described herein for a project with a total antici-
pated cost for completion of $500,000 or more, the Secretary shall
submit to the congressional defense committees a written notice
containing each of the following:

(1) The location, nature and purpose of the proposed
project, including how the project is intended to advance the
military campaign plan for the country in which it is to be car-
ried out.

(2) The budget, implementation timeline with milestones,
and completion date for the proposed project, including any
other CERP funding that has been or is anticipated to be con-
tributed to the completion of the project.

(3) A plan for the sustainment of the proposed project, in-
cluding the agreement with either the host nation, a non-De-
partment of Defense agency of the United States Government
or a third-party contributor to finance the sustainment of the
activities and maintenance of any equipment or facilities to be
provided through the proposed project.

SEC. 9006.

Funds available to the Department of Defense for operation
and maintenance may be used, notwithstanding any other provi-
sion of law, to provide supplies, services, transportation, including
airlift and sealift, and other logistical support to allied forces par-
ticipating in a combined operation with the armed forces of the
United States and coalition forces supporting military and stability
operations in Afghanistan and to counter the Islamic State of Iraq
and Syria: Provided, That the Secretary of Defense shall provide
quarterly reports to the congressional defense committees regard-
ing support provided under this section.
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SEC. 9007.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by
this or any other Act shall be obligated or expended by the United
States Government for a purpose as follows:

(1) To establish any military installation or base for the
purpose of providing for the permanent stationing of United
States Armed Forces in Iraq.

(2) To exercise United States control over any oil resource
of Iraq.

(3) To establish any military installation or base for the
purpose of providing for the permanent stationing of United
States Armed Forces in Afghanistan.

SEC. 9008.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used in
contravention of the following laws enacted or regulations promul-
gated to implement the United Nations Convention Against Tor-
ture and Other Cruel, Inhuman or Degrading Treatment or Pun-
ishment (done at New York on December 10, 1984):

(1) Section 2340A of title 18, United States Code.

(2) Section 2242 of the Foreign Affairs Reform and Re-
structuring Act of 1998 (division G of Public Law 105-277; 112
Stat. 2681-822; 8 U.S.C. 1231 note) and regulations prescribed
thereto, including regulations under part 208 of title 8, Code
of Federal Regulations, and part 95 of title 22, Code of Federal
Regulations.

(3) Sections 1002 and 1003 of the Department of Defense,
Emergency Supplemental Appropriations to Address Hurri-
canes in the Gulf of Mexico, and Pandemic Influenza Act, 2006
(Public Law 109-148).

SEC. 9009.

None of the funds provided for the “Afghanistan Security
Forces Fund” (ASFF) may be obligated prior to the approval of a
financial and activity plan by the Afghanistan Resources Oversight
Council (AROC) of the Department of Defense: Provided, That the
AROC must approve the requirement and acquisition plan for any
service requirements in excess of $50,000,000 annually and any
non-standard equipment requirements in excess of $100,000,000
using ASFF: Provided further, That the Department of Defense
must certify to the congressional defense committees that the
AROC has convened and approved a process for ensuring compli-
ance with the requirements in the preceding proviso and accom-
panying report language for the ASFF.

SEC. 9010.

Funds made available in this title to the Department of De-
fense for operation and maintenance may be used to purchase
items having an investment unit cost of not more than $250,000:
Provided, That, upon determination by the Secretary of Defense
that such action is necessary to meet the operational requirements
of a Commander of a Combatant Command engaged in contingency
operations overseas, such funds may be used to purchase items
having an investment item unit cost of not more than $500,000.
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SEC. 9011.

Up to $500,000,000 of funds appropriated by this Act for the
Defense Security Cooperation Agency in “Operation and Mainte-
nance, Defense-Wide” may be used to provide assistance to the
Government of Jordan to support the armed forces of Jordan and
to enhance security along its borders.

SEC. 9012.

None of the funds made available by this Act under the head-
ing “Counter-ISIS Train and Equip Fund” may be used to pro-
cure or transfer man-portable air defense systems.

SEC. 9013.

Of the amounts appropriated in this title under the heading
“Operation and Maintenance, Defense-Wide”, for the Defense
Security Cooperation Agency, $250,000,000, of which $125,000,000,
to remain available until September 30, 2020, shall be for the
Ukraine Security Assistance Initiative: Provided, That such funds
shall be available to the Secretary of Defense, in coordination with
the Secretary of State, to provide assistance, including training;
equipment; lethal assistance; logistics support, supplies and serv-
ices; sustainment; and intelligence support to the military and na-
tional security forces of Ukraine, and for replacement of any weap-
ons or articles provided to the Government of Ukraine from the in-
ventory of the United States: Provided further, That of the amounts
made available in this section, $50,000,000 shall be available only
for lethal assistance described in paragraphs (2) and (3) of section
1250(b) of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year
2016 (Public Law 114-92): Provided further, That the Secretary of
Defense shall, not less than 15 days prior to obligating funds pro-
vided under this heading, notify the congressional defense commit-
tees in writing of the details of any such obligation: Provided fur-
ther, That the Secretary of Defense shall, not less than 90 days
after such notification is made, inform such committees if such
funds have not been obligated and the reasons therefor: Provided
further, That the United States may accept equipment procured
using funds provided under this heading in this or prior Acts that
was transferred to the security forces of Ukraine and returned by
such forces to the United States: Provided further, That equipment
procured using funds provided under this heading in this or prior
Acts, and not yet transferred to the military or National Security
Forces of Ukraine or returned by such forces to the United States,
may be treated as stocks of the Department of Defense upon writ-
ten notification to the congressional defense committees: Provided
further, That amounts made available by this section are des-
ignated by the Congress for Overseas Contingency Operations/
Global War on Terrorism pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A)(ii) of the
Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985.

SEC. 9014.

Funds appropriated in this title shall be available for replace-
ment of funds for items provided to the Government of Ukraine
from the inventory of the United States to the extent specifically
provided for in section 9013 of this Act.
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SEC. 9015.

None of the funds made available by this Act under section
9013 may be used to procure or transfer man-portable air defense
systems.

SEC. 9016.

Equipment procured using funds provided in prior Acts under
the heading “Counterterrorism Partnerships Fund” for the
program authorized by section 1209 of the Carl Levin and Howard
P. “Buck”cKeon National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal
Year 2015 (Public Law 113-291), and not yet transferred to author-
ized recipients may be transferred to foreign security forces, irreg-
ular forces, groups, or individuals, authorized to receive assistance
using amounts provided under the heading “Counter-ISIS Train
and Equip Fund” in this Act: Provided, That such equipment
may be transferred 15 days following written notification to the
congressional defense committees.

SEC. 9017. (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
by this Act under the heading “Operation and Maintenance,
Defense-Wide” for payments under section 1233 of Public Law 110-
181 for reimbursement to the Government of Pakistan may be made
available unless the Secretary of Defense, in coordination with the
Secretary of State, certifies to the congressional defense committees
that the Government of Pakistan is—

(1) cooperating with the United States in counterterrorism
efforts against the Haqqani Network, the Quetta Shura
Taliban, Lashkar e-Tayyiba, Jaish-e-Mohammed, Al Qaeda,
and other domestic and foreign terrorist organizations, includ-
ing taking steps to end support for such groups and prevent
them from basing and operating in Pakistan and carrying out
cross border attacks into neighboring countries;

(2) not supporting terrorist activities against United States
or coalition forces in Afghanistan, and Pakistan’s military and
intelligence agencies are not intervening extra-judicially into
political and judicial processes in Pakistan;

(3) dismantling improvised explosive device (IED) net-
works and interdicting precursor chemicals used in the manu-
facture of IEDs;

(4) preventing the proliferation of nuclear-related material
and expertise;

(5) implementing policies to protect judicial independence
and due process of law;

(6) issuing visas in a timely manner for United States visi-
tors engaged in counterterrorism efforts and assistance pro-
grams in Pakistan; and

(7) providing humanitarian organizations access to detain-
ees, internally displaced persons, and other Pakistani civilians
affected by the conflict.

(b) The Secretary of Defense, in coordination with the Sec-
retary of State, may waive the restriction in subsection (a) on a
case-by-case basis by certifying in writing to the congressional de-
fense committees that it is in the national security interest to do
so: Provided, That if the Secretary of Defense, in coordination with
the Secretary of State, exercises such waiver authority, the Secre-
taries shall report to the congressional defense committees on both
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the justification for the waiver and on the requirements of this sec-
tion that the Government of Pakistan was not able to meet: Pro-
vided further, That such report may be submitted in classified form
if necessary.

SEC. 9018. INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

In addition to amounts otherwise made available in this Act,
$250,000,000 is hereby appropriated to the Department of Defense
and made available for transfer only to the operation and mainte-
nance, military personnel, and procurement accounts, to improve
near-term intelligence, surveillance, and reconnaissance capabili-
ties and related processing, exploitation, and dissemination func-
tions of the Department of Defense: Provided, That the transfer au-
thority provided in this section is in addition to any other transfer
authority provided elsewhere in this Act: Provided further, That
not later than 30 days prior to exercising the transfer authority
provided in this section, the Secretary of Defense shall submit a re-
port to the congressional defense committees on the proposed uses
of these funds: Provided further, That the funds provided in this
section may not be transferred to any program, project, or activity
specifically limited or denied by this Act: Provided further, That
such funds may not be obligated for new start efforts: Provided fur-
ther, That amounts made available by this section are designated
by the Congress for Overseas Contingency Operations/Global War
on Terrorism pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A)(ii) of the Balanced
Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985: Provided fur-
ther, That the authority to provide funding under this section shall
terminate on September 30, 2020.

SEC. 9019.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be used with
respect to Syria in contravention of the War Powers Resolution (50
U.S.C. 1541 et seq.), including for the introduction of United States
armed or military forces into hostilities in Syria, into situations in
Syria where imminent involvement in hostilities is clearly indi-
cated by the circumstances, or into Syrian territory, airspace, or
waters while equipped for combat, in contravention of the congres-
sional consultation and reporting requirements of sections 3 and 4
of that law (50 U.S.C. 1542 and 1543).

SEC. 9020.

None of the funds in this Act may be made available for the
transfer of additional C-130 cargo aircraft to the Afghanistan Na-
tional Security Forces or the Afghanistan Air Force until the De-
partment of Defense provides a report to the congressional defense
committees of the Afghanistan Air Force’s medium airlift require-
ments. The report should identify Afghanistan’s ability to utilize
and maintain existing medium lift aircraft in the inventory and the
best alternative platform, if necessary, to provide additional sup-
port to the Afghanistan Air Force’s current medium airlift capacity.
SEC. 9021.

Funds available for the Afghanistan Security Forces Fund may
be used to provide limited training, equipment, and other assist-
ance that would otherwise be prohibited by 10 U.S.C. 362 to a unit
of the security forces of Afghanistan only if the Secretary certifies
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to the congressional defense committees, within 30 days of a deci-
sion to provide such assistance, that (1) a denial of such assistance
would present significant risk to U.S. or coalition forces or signifi-
cantly undermine United States national security objectives in Af-
ghanistan; and (2) the Secretary has sought a commitment by the
Government of Afghanistan to take all necessary corrective steps:
Provided, That such certification shall be accompanied by a report
describing: (1) the information relating to the gross violation of
human rights; (2) the circumstances that necessitated the provision
of such assistance; (3) the Afghan security force unit involved; (4)
the assistance provided and the assistance withheld; and (5) the
corrective steps to be taken by the Government of Afghanistan:
Provided further, That every 120 days after the initial report an
additional report shall be submitted detailing the status of any cor-
rective steps taken by the Government of Afghanistan: Provided
further, That if the Government of Afghanistan has not initiated
necessary corrective steps within one year of the certification, the
authority under this section to provide assistance to such unit shall
no longer apply: Provided further, That the Secretary shall submit
a report to such committees detailing the final disposition of the
case by the Government of Afghanistan.

SEC. 9022.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be made
available for any member of the Taliban except to support a rec-
onciliation activity that includes the participation of members of
the Government of Afghanistan, does not restrict the participation
of women, and is authorized by section 1218 of the National De-
fense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2020.

SEC. 9023. (RESCISSIONS).

Of the funds appropriated in Department of Defense Appro-
priations Acts, the following funds are hereby rescinded from the
following accounts and programs in the specified amounts: Pro-
vided, That such amounts are designated by the Congress for Over-
seas Contingency Operations/Global War on Terrorism pursuant to
section 251(b)(2)(A)(ii) of the Balanced Budget and Emergency Def-
icit Control Act of 1985:

TITLE I—DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE

SEC. INTERNATIONAL TRADE ADMINISTRATION.OPERATIONS AND ADMINIS-
TRATION

For necessary expenses for international trade activities of the
Department of Commerce provided for by law, to carry out activi-
ties associated with facilitating, attracting, and retaining business
investment in the United States, and for engaging in trade pro-
motional activities abroad, including expenses of grants and cooper-

States Code; employment of citizens of the United States and
aliens by contract for services; rental of space abroad for periods
not exceeding 10 years, and expenses of alteration, repair, or im-
provement; purchase or construction of temporary demountable ex-
hibition structures for use abroad; payment of tort claims, in the
manner authorized in the first paragraph of section 2672 of title
28, United States Code, when such claims arise in foreign coun-
tries; not to exceed $294,300 for official representation expenses
abroad; purchase of passenger motor vehicles for official use
abroad, not to exceed $45,000 per vehicle; obtaining insurance on
official motor vehicles; and rental of tie lines, $521,250,000, of
which $70,000,000 shall remain available until September 30,
2021: Provided, That $11,000,000 is to be derived from fees to be
retained and used by the International Trade Administration, not-
withstanding section 3302 of title 31, United States Code: Provided
further, That, of amounts provided under this heading, not less
than $16,400,000 shall be for China antidumping and counter-
vailing duty enforcement and compliance activities: Provided fur-
ther, That the provisions of the first sentence of section 105(f) and
all of section 108(c) of the Mutual Educational and Cultural Ex-
change Act of 1961 (22 U.S.C. 2455(f) and 2458(c)) shall apply in
carrying out these activities; and that for the purpose of this Act,
contributions under the provisions of the Mutual Educational and
Cultural Exchange Act of 1961 shall include payment for assess-
ments for services provided as part of these activities.

SEC. 101. AINCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

During the current fiscal year, applicable appropriations and
funds made available to the Department of Commerce by this Act
shall be available for the activities specified in the Act of October
26, 1949 (15 U.S.C. 1514), to the extent and in the manner pre-
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scribed by the Act, and, notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3324, may be
used for advanced payments not otherwise authorized only upon
the certification of officials designated by the Secretary of Com-
merce that such payments are in the public interest.

SEC. 102.

During the current fiscal year, appropriations made available
to the Department of Commerce by this Act for salaries and ex-
penses shall be available for hire of passenger motor vehicles as
authorized by 31 U.S.C. 1343 and 1344; services as authorized by
5 U.S.C. 3109; and uniforms or allowances therefor, as authorized
by law (5 U.S.C. 5901-5902).

SEC. 103.

Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropriation made available
for the current fiscal year for the Department of Commerce in this
Act may be transferred between such appropriations, but no such
appropriation shall be increased by more than 10 percent by any
such transfers: Provided, That any transfer pursuant to this section
shall be treated as a reprogramming of funds under section 505 of
this Act and shall not be available for obligation or expenditure ex-
cept in compliance with the procedures set forth in that section:
Provided further, That the Secretary of Commerce shall notify the
Committees on Appropriations at least 15 days in advance of the
acquisition or disposal of any capital asset (including land, struc-
tures, and equipment) not specifically provided for in this Act or
any other law appropriating funds for the Department of Com-
merce.

SEC. 104. [33 U.S.C. 878a notel

The requirements set forth by section 105 of the Commerce,
Justice, Science, and Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 2012
(Public Law 112-55), as amended by section 105 of title I of division
B of Public Law 113-6, are hereby adopted by reference and made
applicable with respect to fiscal year 2020: Provided, That the life
cycle cost for the Joint Polar Satellite System is $11,322,125,000
and the life cycle cost for the Geostationary Operational Environ-
mental Satellite R-Series Program is $10,828,059,000.

SEC. 105.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Secretary may
furnish services (including but not limited to utilities, telecommuni-
cations, and security services) necessary to support the operation,
maintenance, and improvement of space that persons, firms, or or-
ganizations are authorized, pursuant to the Public Buildings Coop-
erative Use Act of 1976 or other authority, to use or occupy in the
Herbert C. Hoover Building, Washington, DC, or other buildings,
the maintenance, operation, and protection of which has been dele-
gated to the Secretary from the Administrator of General Services
pursuant to the Federal Property and Administrative Services Act
of 1949 on a reimbursable or non-reimbursable basis. Amounts re-
ceived as reimbursement for services provided under this section or
the authority under which the use or occupancy of the space is au-
thorized, up to $200,000, shall be credited to the appropriation or
fund which initially bears the costs of such services.
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SEC. 106.

Nothing in this title shall be construed to prevent a grant re-
cipient from deterring child pornography, copyright infringement,
or any other unlawful activity over its networks.

SEC. 107.

The Administrator of the National Oceanic and Atmospheric
Administration is authorized to use, with their consent, with reim-
bursement and subject to the limits of available appropriations, the
land, services, equipment, personnel, and facilities of any depart-
ment, agency, or instrumentality of the United States, or of any
State, local government, Indian tribal government, Territory, or
possession, or of any political subdivision thereof, or of any foreign
government or international organization, for purposes related to
carrying out the responsibilities of any statute administered by the
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration.

SEC. 108.

The National Technical Information Service shall not charge
any customer for a copy of any report or document generated by
the Legislative Branch unless the Service has provided information
to the customer on how an electronic copy of such report or docu-
ment may be accessed and downloaded for free online. Should a
customer still require the Service to provide a printed or digital
copy of the report or document, the charge shall be limited to recov-
ering the Service’s cost of processing, reproducing, and delivering
such report or document.

SEC. 109.

To carry out the responsibilities of the National Oceanic and
Atmospheric Administration (NOAA), the Administrator of NOAA
is authorized to: (1) enter into grants and cooperative agreements
with; (2) use on a non-reimbursable basis land, services, equip-
ment, personnel, and facilities provided by; and (3) receive and ex-
pend funds made available on a consensual basis from: a Federal
agency, State or subdivision thereof, local government, tribal gov-
ernment, territory, or possession or any subdivisions thereof: Pro-
vided, That funds received for permitting and related regulatory
activities pursuant to this section shall be deposited under the
heading “National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administra-
tion—Operations, Research, and Facilities” and shall remain
available until September 30, 2022, for such purposes: Provided
further, That all funds within this section and their corresponding
uses are subject to section 505 of this Act.

SEC. 110.

Amounts provided by this Act or by any prior appropriations
Act that remain available for obligation, for necessary expenses of
the programs of the Economics and Statistics Administration of the
Department of Commerce, including amounts provided for pro-
grams of the Bureau of Economic Analysis and the Bureau of the
Census, shall be available for expenses of cooperative agreements
with appropriate entities, including any Federal, State, or local
governmental unit, or institution of higher education, to aid and
promote statistical, research, and methodology activities which fur-
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ther the purposes for which such amounts have been made avail-
able.

SEC. 111. [15 U.S.C. 1521a] (a) There is hereby established in the Treasury
of the United States a fund to be known as the “Department
of Commerce Nonrecurring Expenses Fund” (the Fund): Pro-
vided, That unobligated balances of expired discretionary funds ap-
propriated for this or any succeeding fiscal year from the General
Fund of the Treasury to the Department of Commerce by this or any
other Act may be transferred (not later than the end of the fifth fiscal
year after the last fiscal year for which such funds are available for

(1) publish in the Federal Register the report on the find-
ings of the investigation into the effect on national security of
imports of automobiles and automotive parts that the Sec-
retary initiated on May 23, 2018, under section 232(b) of the
Trade Expansion Act of 1962 (19 U.S.C. 1862(b)), as required
under paragraph (3)(B) of that section; and

(2) submit to Congress any portion of the report that con-
tains classified information, which may be viewed only by
Members of Congress and their staff with appropriate security
clearances.

TITLE II—DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE

SEC. GENERAL ADMINISTRATION.SALARIES AND EXPENSES
For expenses necessary for the administration of the Depart-
ment of Justice, $114,740,000, of which not to exceed $4,000,000 for
security and construction of Department of Justice facilities shall
remain available until expended.JUSTICE INFORMATION SHARING
TECHNOLOGY
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)For necessary expenses
for information sharing technology, including planning, devel-
opment, deployment and departmental direction, $33,875,000,
to remain available until expended: Provided, That the Attor-
ney General may transfer up to $40,000,000 to this account,
from funds available to the Department of Justice for informa-
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tion technology, to remain available until expended, for enter-
prise-wide information technology initiatives: Provided further,
That the transfer authority in the preceding proviso is in addi-
tion to any other transfer authority contained in this Act: Pro-
vided further, That any transfer pursuant to the first proviso
shall be treated as a reprogramming under section 505 of this
Act and shall not be available for obligation or expenditure ex-
cept in compliance with the procedures set forth in that sec-
tion.

SEC. 201. INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

In addition to amounts otherwise made available in this title
for official reception and representation expenses, a total of not to
exceed $50,000 from funds appropriated to the Department of Jus-
tice in this title shall be available to the Attorney General for offi-
cial reception and representation expenses.

SEC. 202.

None of the funds appropriated by this title shall be available
to pay for an abortion, except where the life of the mother would
be endangered if the fetus were carried to term, or in the case of
rape or incest: Provided, That should this prohibition be declared
unconstitutional by a court of competent jurisdiction, this section
shall be null and void.

SEC. 203.

None of the funds appropriated under this title shall be used
to require any person to perform, or facilitate in any way the per-
formance of, any abortion.

SEC. 204.

Nothing in the preceding section shall remove the obligation of
the Director of the Bureau of Prisons to provide escort services nec-
essary for a female inmate to receive such service outside the Fed-
eral facility: Provided, That nothing in this section in any way di-
minishes the effect of section 203 intended to address the philo-
sophical beliefs of individual employees of the Bureau of Prisons.

SEC. 205.

Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropriation made available
for the current fiscal year for the Department of Justice in this Act
may be transferred between such appropriations, but no such ap-
propriation, except as otherwise specifically provided, shall be in-
creased by more than 10 percent by any such transfers: Provided,
That any transfer pursuant to this section shall be treated as a re-
programming of funds under section 505 of this Act and shall not
be available for obligation except in compliance with the procedures
set forth in that section.

SEC. 206.

None of the funds made available under this title may be used
by the Federal Bureau of Prisons or the United States Marshals
Service for the purpose of transporting an individual who is a pris-
oner pursuant to conviction for crime under State or Federal law
and is classified as a maximum or high security prisoner, other
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than to a prison or other facility certified by the Federal Bureau

of Prisons as appropriately secure for housing such a prisoner.

SEC. 207. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used by
Federal prisons to purchase cable television services, or to
rent or purchase audiovisual or electronic media or equip-
ment used primarily for recreational purposes.

(b) Subsection (a) does not preclude the rental, maintenance, or
purchase of audiovisual or electronic media or equipment for in-
mate training, religious, or educational programs.

SEC. 208.
None of the funds made available under this title shall be obli-
gated or expended for any new or enhanced information technology
rogram having total estimated development costs in excess of
5100,000,000, unless the Deputy Attorney General and the invest-
ment review board certify to the Committees on Appropriations of
the House of Representatives and the Senate that the information
technology program has appropriate program management controls
and contractor oversight mechanisms in place, and that the pro-
gram is compatible with the enterprise architecture of the Depart-
ment of Justice.

SEC. 209.

The notification thresholds and procedures set forth in section
505 of this Act shall apply to deviations from the amounts des-
ignated for specific activities in this Act and in the explanatory
statement described in section 4 (in the matter preceding division
A of this consolidated Act), and to any use of deobligated balances
of funds provided under this title in previous years.

SEC. 210.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used to
plan for, begin, continue, finish, process, or approve a public-pri-
vate competition under the Office of Management and Budget Cir-
cular A-76 or any successor administrative regulation, directive, or
policy for work performed by employees of the Bureau of Prisons
or of Federal Prison Industries, Incorporated.

SEC. 211.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no funds shall be
available for the salary, benefits, or expenses of any United States
Attorney assigned dual or additional responsibilities by the Attor-
ney General or his designee that exempt that United States Attor-
ney from the residency requirements of section 545 of title 28,
United States Code.

SEC. 212.

At the discretion of the Attorney General, and in addition to
any amounts that otherwise may be available (or authorized to be
made available) by law, with respect to funds appropriated by this
title under the headings “Research, Evaluation and Statistics”,
“State and Local Law Enforcement Assistance”, and “Juvenile Jus-
tice Programs”—

(1) up to 2 percent of funds made available to the Office
of Justice Programs for grant or reimbursement programs may
be used by such Office to provide training and technical assist-
ance; and
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(2) up to 2 percent of funds made available for grant or re-
imbursement programs under such headings, except for
amounts appropriated specifically for research, evaluation, or
statistical programs administered by the National Institute of
Justice and the Bureau of Justice Statistics, shall be trans-
ferred to and merged with funds provided to the National In-
stitute of Justice and the Bureau of Justice Statistics, to be
used by them for research, evaluation, or statistical purposes,
without regard to the authorizations for such grant or reim-
bursement programs.

SEC. 213.

Upon request by a grantee for whom the Attorney General has
determined there is a fiscal hardship, the Attorney General may,
with respect to funds appropriated in this or any other Act making
appropriations for fiscal years 2017 through 2020 for the following
programs, waive the following requirements:

(2) For grants to protect inmates and safeguard commu-
nities as authorized by section 6 of the Prison Rape Elimi-
nation Act of 2003 (34 U.S.C. 30305(c)(3)), the requirements of
section 6(c)(3) of such Act.

SEC. 214.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, section 20109(a) of
subtitle A of title II of the Violent Crime Control and Law Enforce-
ment Act of 1994 (34 U.S.C. 12109(a)) shall not apply to amounts
made available by this or any other Act.

SEC. 215.

None of the funds made available under this Act, other than
for the national instant criminal background check system estab-
lished under section 103 of the Brady Handgun Violence Preven-
tion Act (34 U.S.C. 40901), may be used by a Federal law enforce-
ment officer to facilitate the transfer of an operable firearm to an
individual if the Federal law enforcement officer knows or suspects
that the individual is an agent of a drug cartel, unless law enforce-
ment personnel of the United States continuously monitor or con-
trol the firearm at all times.

SEC. 216. (a) None of the income retained in the Department of Justice
Working Capital Fund pursuant to title I of Public Law 102-
140 (105 Stat. 784; 28 U.S.C. 527 note) shall be available for ob-
ligation during fiscal year 2020, except up to $12,000,000 may

be obligated for implementation of a unified Department of
Justice financial management system.

(b) Not to exceed $30,000,000 of the unobligated balances
transferred to the capital account of the Department of Justice
Working Capital Fund pursuant to title I of Public Law 102-140
(105 Stat. 784; 28 U.S.C. 527 note) shall be available for obligation
in fiscal year 2020, and any use, obligation, transfer or allocation
of such funds shall be treated as a reprogramming of funds under
section 505 of this Act.

For necessary expenses of the Commission on Civil Rights, in-
cluding hire of passenger motor vehicles, $10,500,000: Provided,
That none of the funds appropriated in this paragraph may be used
to employ any individuals under Schedule C of subpart C of part

TITLE V—GENERAL PROVI-

SEC. 501.

No part of any appropriation contained in this Act shall be
used for publicity or propaganda purposes not authorized by the
Congress.

SEC. 502.

No part of any appropriation contained in this Act shall remain
available for obligation beyond the current fiscal year unless ex-
pressly so provided herein.

SEC. 503.

The expenditure of any appropriation under this Act for any
consulting service through procurement contract, pursuant to sec-
tion 3109 of title 5, United States Code, shall be limited to those
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contracts where such expenditures are a matter of public record
and available for public inspection, except where otherwise pro-
vided under existing law, or under existing Executive order issued
pursuant to existing law.

SEC. 504.

If any provision of this Act or the application of such provision
to any person or circumstances shall be held invalid, the remainder
of the Act and the application of each provision to persons or cir-
cumstances other than those as to which it is held invalid shall not
be affected thereby.

SEC. 505.

funded by this Act, shall be available for obligation or expenditure
through a reprogramming of funds that: (1) creates or initiates a
new program, project, or activity; (2) eliminates a program, project,
or activity; (3) increases funds or personnel by any means for any
project or activity for which funds have been denied or restricted;
(4) relocates an office or employees; (5) reorganizes or renames of-
fices, programs, or activities; (6) contracts out or privatizes any
functions or activities presently performed by Federal employees;
(7) augments existing programs, projects, or activities in excess of
$500,000 or 10 percent, whichever is less, or reduces by 10 percent
funding for any program, project, or activity, or numbers of per-
sonnel by 10 percent; or (8) results from any general savings, in-
cluding savings from a reduction in personnel, which would result
in a change in existing programs, projects, or activities as approved
by Congress; unless the House and Senate Committees on Appro-
priations are notified 15 days in advance of such reprogramming of
funds.

SEC. 506. (a) If it has been finally determined by a court or Federal agency
that any person intentionally affixed a label bearing a “Made
in America” inscription, or any inscription with the same
meaning, to any product sold in or shipped to the United
States that is not made in the United States, the person shall
be ineligible to receive any contract or subcontract made with
funds made available in this Act, pursuant to the debarment,
suspension, and ineligibility procedures described in sections
9.400 through 9.409 of title 48, Code of Federal Regulations.

(b)(1) To the extent practicable, with respect to authorized pur-
chases of promotional items, funds made available by this Act shall
be used to purchase items that are manufactured, produced, or as-
sembled in the United States, its territories or possessions.

(2) The term “promotional items” has the meaning given the
term in OMB Circular A-87, Attachment B, Item (1)(f)(3).
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SEC. 507. (a) The Departments of Commerce and Justice, the National

Administration shall provide to the Committees on Appropria-
tions of the House of Representatives and the Senate a quar-
terly report on the status of balances of appropriations at the
account level.

the same type.

SEC. 510. [34 U.S.C. 20101 notel

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, amounts deposited
or available in the Fund established by section 1402 of chapter XIV
of title II of Public Law 98-473 (34 U.S.C. 20101) in any fiscal year
in excess of $2,641,000,000 shall not be available for obligation
until the following fiscal year: Provided, That notwithstanding sec-
tion 1402(d) of such Act, of the amounts available from the Fund
for obligation: (1) $10,000,000 shall be transferred to the Depart-
ment of Justice Office of Inspector General and remain available
until expended for oversight and auditing purposes associated with

None of the funds made available in this Act may be trans-
ferred to any department, agency, or instrumentality of the United
States Government, except pursuant to a transfer made by, or

transfer authority provided in, this Act or any other appropriations
Act.

SEC. 513. (a) The Inspectors General of the Department of Commerce, the
Department of Justice, the National Aeronautics and Space
Administration, the National Science Foundation, and the
Legal Services Corporation shall conduct audits, pursuant to
the Inspector General Act (5 U.S.C. App.), of grants or con-
tracts for which funds are appropriated by this Act, and shall
submit reports to Congress on the progress of such audits,
which may include preliminary findings and a description of
areas of particular interest, within 180 days after initiating
such an audit and every 180 days thereafter until any such
audit is completed.

(b) Within 60 days after the date on which an audit described
in subsection (a) by an Inspector General is completed, the Sec-
retary, Attorney General, Administrator, Director, or President, as
appropriate, shall make the results of the audit available to the
public on the Internet website maintained by the Department, Ad-
ministration, Foundation, or Corporation, respectively. The results
shall be made available in redacted form to exclude—

(1) any matter described in section 552(b) of title 5, United

States Code; and

(2) sensitive personal information for any individual, the
public access to which could be used to commit identity theft
or for other inappropriate or unlawful purposes.

(c) Any person awarded a grant or contract funded by amounts
appropriated by this Act shall submit a statement to the Secretary
of Commerce, the Attorney General, the Administrator, Director, or
President, as appropriate, certifying that no funds derived from the
grant or contract will be made available through a subcontract or
in any other manner to another person who has a financial interest
in the person awarded the grant or contract.

(d) The provisions of the preceding subsections of this section
shall take effect 30 days after the date on which the Director of the
Office of Management and Budget, in consultation with the Direc-
tor of the Office of Government Ethics, determines that a uniform
set of rules and requirements, substantially similar to the require-
ments in such subsections, consistently apply under the executive
branch ethics program to all Federal departments, agencies, and
entities.
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SEC. 514. (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
under this Act may be used by the Departments of Commerce
and Justice, the National Aeronautics and Space Administra-
tion, or the National Science Foundation to acquire a high-im-
pact or moderate-impact information system, as defined for se-
curity categorization in the National Institute of Standards
and Technology’s (NIST) Federal Information Processing
Standard Publication 199, “Standards for Security Categoriza-
tion of Federal Information and Information Systems” unless
the agency has—

(1) reviewed the supply chain risk for the information sys-
tems against criteria developed by NIST and the Federal Bu-
reau of Investigation (FBI) to inform acquisition decisions for
high-impact and moderate-impact information systems within
the Federal Government;

(2) reviewed the supply chain risk from the presumptive
awardee against available and relevant threat information pro-
vided by the FBI and other appropriate agencies; and

(3) in consultation with the FBI or other appropriate Fed-
eral entity, conducted an assessment of any risk of cyber-espio-
nage or sabotage associated with the acquisition of such sys-
tem, including any risk associated with such system being pro-
duced, manufactured, or assembled by one or more entities
identified by the United States Government as posing a cyber
threat, including but not limited to, those that may be owned,
directed, or subsidized by the People’s Republic of China, the
Islamic Republic of Iran, the Democratic People’s Republic of
Korea, or the Russian Federation.

(b) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
under this Act may be used to acquire a high-impact or moderate-
impact information system reviewed and assessed under subsection
(a) unless the head of the assessing entity described in subsection
(a) has—

(1) developed, in consultation with NIST, the FBI, and
supply chain risk management experts, a mitigation strategy
for any identified risks;

(2) determined, in consultation with NIST and the FBI,
that the acquisition of such system is in the national interest
of the United States; and

(3) reported that determination to the Committees on Ap-
propriations of the House of Representatives and the Senate
and the agency Inspector General.

SEC. 515.

None of the funds made available in this Act shall be used in
any way whatsoever to support or justify the use of torture by any
official or contract employee of the United States Government.

SEC. 516.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
includfe in any new bilateral or multilateral trade agreement the
text of—

(1) paragraph 2 of article 16.7 of the United States-Singa-
pore Free Trade Agreement;
(2) paragraph 4 of article 17.9 of the United States-Aus-
tralia Free Trade Agreement; or
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(3) paragraph 4 of article 15.9 of the United States-Mo-
rocco Free Trade Agreement.

SEC. 517.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
authorize or issue a national security letter in contravention of any
of the following laws authorizing the Federal Bureau of Investiga-
tion to issue national security letters: The Right to Financial Pri-
vacy Act of 1978; The Electronic Communications Privacy Act of
1986; The Fair Credit Reporting Act; The National Security Act of
1947; USA PATRIOT Act; USA FREEDOM Act of 2015; and the
laws amended by these Acts.

SEC. 518.

If at any time during any quarter, the program manager of a
project within the jurisdiction of the Departments of Commerce or
Justice, the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, or the
National Science Foundation totaling more than $75,000,000 has
reasonable cause to believe that the total program cost has in-
creased by 10 percent or more, the program manager shall imme-
diately inform the respective Secretary, Administrator, or Director.
The Secretary, Administrator, or Director shall notify the House
and Senate Committees on Appropriations within 30 days in writ-
ing of such increase, and shall include in such notice: the date on
which such determination was made; a statement of the reasons for
such increases; the action taken and proposed to be taken to con-
trol future cost growth of the project; changes made in the perform-
ance or schedule milestones and the degree to which such changes
have contributed to the increase in total program costs or procure-
ment costs; new estimates of the total project or procurement costs;
and a statement validating that the project’s management struc-
ture is adequate to control total project or procurement costs.

SEC. 519.

Funds appropriated by this Act, or made available by the
transfer of funds in this Act, for intelligence or intelligence related
activities are deemed to be specifically authorized by the Congress
for purposes of section 504 of the National Security Act of 1947 (50
U.S.C. 3094) during fiscal year 2020 until the enactment of the In-
telligence Authorization Act for fiscal year 2020.

SEC. 520.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by
this Act may be used to enter into a contract in an amount greater
than $5,000,000 or to award a grant in excess of such amount un-
less the prospective contractor or grantee certifies in writing to the
agency awarding the contract or grant that, to the best of its
knowledge and belief, the contractor or grantee has filed all Fed-
eral tax returns required during the three years preceding the cer-
tification, has not been convicted of a criminal offense under the In-
ternal Revenue Code of 1986, and has not, more than 90 days prior
to certification, been notified of any unpaid Federal tax assessment
for which the liability remains unsatisfied, unless the assessment
is the subject of an installment agreement or offer in compromise
that has been approved by the Internal Revenue Service and is not
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in default, or the assessment is the subject of a non-frivolous ad-

ministrative or judicial proceeding.

SEC. 521. (RESCISSIONS). (a) Of the unobligated balances from prior year
appropriations available to the Department of Commerce, the
following funds are hereby rescinded, not later than Sep-
tember 30, 2020, from the following accounts in the specified
amounts—

(1) “Economic Development Administration, Economic De-
velopment Assistance Programs”, $17,000,000; and

(2) “National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration,
Fisheries Enforcement Asset Forfeiture Fund”, $5,000,000.

(b) Of the unobligated balances available to the Department of
Justice, the following funds are hereby rescinded, not later than
September 30, 2020, from the following accounts in the specified
amounts—

(1) “Working Capital Fund”, $107,000,000;

(2) “Federal Bureau of Investigation, Salaries and Ex-
penses”, $71,974,000 including from, but not limited to, fees
collected to defray expenses for the automation of fingerprint
identification and criminal justice information services and as-
sociated costs;

(3) “Drug Enforcement Administration, Salaries and Ex-
penses”, $10,000,000;

(4) “State and Local Law Enforcement Activities, Office of
Justice Programs”, $70,000,000; and

(5) “State and Local Law Enforcement Activities, Commu-
nity Oriented Policing Services”, $13,000,000.

(c) Of the unobligated balances available to the National Aero-
nautics and Space Administration from prior year appropriations
under the heading “Science”, $70,000,000 is hereby rescinded.

(d) The Departments of Commerce and Justice and the Na-
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration shall submit to the
Committees on Appropriations of the House of Representatives and
the Senate a report no later than September 1, 2020, specifying the
amount of each rescission made pursuant to subsections (a), (b),
and (c).

(e) The amounts rescinded in subsections (a), (b), and (c) shall
not be from amounts that were designated by the Congress as an
emergency or disaster relief requirement pursuant to the concur-
rent resolution on the budget or the Balanced Budget and Emer-
gency Deficit Control Act of 1985.

SEC. 522.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
purchase first class or premium airline travel in contravention of
sections 301-10.122 through 301-10.124 of title 41 of the Code of
Federal Regulations.

SEC. 523.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
send or otherwise pay for the attendance of more than 50 employ-
ees from a Federal department or agency, who are stationed in the
United States, at any single conference occurring outside the
United States unless—
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(1) such conference is a law enforcement training or oper-
ational conference for law enforcement personnel and the ma-
jority of Federal employees in attendance are law enforcement
personnel stationed outside the United States; or

(2) such conference is a scientific conference and the de-
partment or agency head determines that such attendance is
in the national interest and notifies the Committees on Appro-
priations of the House of Representatives and the Senate with-
in at least 15 days of that determination and the basis for that
determination.

SEC. 524.

The Director of the Office of Management and Budget shall in-
struct any department, agency, or instrumentality of the United
States receiving funds appropriated under this Act to track
undisbursed balances in expired grant accounts and include in its
annual performance plan and performance and accountability re-
ports the following:

(1) Details on future action the department, agency, or in-
strumentality will take to resolve undisbursed balances in ex-
pired grant accounts.

(2) The method that the department, agency, or instru-
mentality uses to track undisbursed balances in expired grant
accounts.

(3) Identification of undisbursed balances in expired grant
accounts that may be returned to the Treasury of the United
States.

(4) In the preceding 3 fiscal years, details on the total
number of expired grant accounts with undisbursed balances
(on the first day of each fiscal year) for the department, agen-
¢y, or instrumentality and the total finances that have not
been obligated to a specific project remaining in the accounts.

SEC. 525.

To the extent practicable, funds made available in this Act
should be used to purchase light bulbs that are “Energy Star”
qualified or have the “Federal Energy Management Program” des-
ignation.

SEC. 526. (a) None of the funds made available by this Act may be used for
the National Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA),
the Office of Science and Technology Policy (OSTP), or the Na-
tional Space Council (NSC) to develop, design, plan, promul-
gate, implement, or execute a bilateral policy, program, order,
or contract of any kind to participate, collaborate, or coordi-
nate bilaterally in any way with China or any Chinese-owned
company unless such activities are specifically authorized by
a law enacted after the date of enactment of this Act.

(b) None of the funds made available by this Act may be used
to effectuate the hosting of official Chinese visitors at facilities be-
longing to or utilized by NASA.

(c) The limitations described in subsections (a) and (b) shall not
apply to activities which NASA, OSTP, or NSC, after consultation
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation, have certified—

(1) pose no risk of resulting in the transfer of technology,
data, or other information with national security or economic
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security implications to China or a Chinese-owned company;
and

(2) will not involve knowing interactions with officials who
have been determined by the United States to have direct in-
volvement with violations of human rights.

(d) Any certification made under subsection (¢) shall be sub-
mitted to the Committees on Appropriations of the House of Rep-
resentatives and the Senate, and the Federal Bureau of Investiga-
tion, no later than 30 days prior to the activity in question and
shall include a description of the purpose of the activity, its agen-
da, its major participants, and its location and timing.

SEC. 527. (a) None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to

maintain or establish a computer network unless such net-
work blocks the viewing, downloading, and exchanging of por-

nography.

(b) Nothing in subsection (a) shall limit the use of funds nec-
essary for any Federal, State, tribal, or local law enforcement agen-
cy or any other entity carrying out criminal investigations, prosecu-
tion, adjudication, or other law enforcement- or victim assistance-
related activity.

SEC. 528.

The Departments of Commerce and Justice, the National Aero-
nautics and Space Administration, the National Science Founda-
tion, the Commission on Civil Rights, the Equal Employment Op-
portunity Commission, the International Trade Commission, the
Legal Services Corporation, the Marine Mammal Commission, the
Offices of Science and Technology Policy and the United States
Trade Representative, the National Space Council, and the State
Justice Institute shall submit spending plans, signed by the respec-
tive department or agency head, to the Committees on Appropria-
tions of the House of Representatives and the Senate within 45
days after the date of enactment of this Act.

SEC. 529.

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act, none of the
funds appropriated or otherwise made available by this Act may be
used to pay award or incentive fees for contractor performance that
has been judged to be below satisfactory performance or for per-
formance that does not meet the basic requirements of a contract.

SEC. 530.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be used in
contravention of section 7606 (“Legitimacy of Industrial Hemp Re-
search”) of the Agricultural Act of 2014 (Public Law 113-79) by the
Department of Justice or the Drug Enforcement Administration.

SEC. 531.

None of the funds made available under this Act to the Depart-
ment of Justice may be used, with respect to any of the States of
Alabama, Alaska, Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, Con-
necticut, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, Hawaii, Illinois, Indiana,
Towa, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts,
Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, Montana, Nevada,
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, New York, North Caro-
lina, North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode
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Island, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Vermont, Virginia,
Washington, West Virginia, Wisconsin, and Wyoming, or with re-
spect to the District of Columbia, the Commonwealth of the North-
ern Mariana Islands, the United States Virgin Islands, Guam, or
Puerto Rico, to prevent any of them from implementing their own
laws that authorize the use, distribution, possession, or cultivation
of medical marijuana.

SEC. 532.

The Department of Commerce, the National Aeronautics and
Space Administration, and the National Science Foundation shall
provide a quarterly report to the Committees on Appropriations of
the House of Representatives and the Senate on any official travel
to China by any employee of such Department or agency, including
the purpose of such travel.

SEC. 533.

Of the amounts made available by this Act, not less than 10
percent of each total amount provided, respectively, for Public
Works grants authorized by the Public Works and Economic Devel-
opment Act of 1965 and grants authorized by section 27 of the Ste-
venson-Wydler Technology Innovation Act of 1980 (15 U.S.C. 3722)
shall be allocated for assistance in persistent poverty counties: Pro-
vided, That for purposes of this section, the term “persistent pov-
erty counties” means any county that has had 20 percent or more
of its population living in poverty over the past 30 years, as meas-
ured by the 1990 and 2000 decennial censuses and the most recent
Small Area Income and Poverty Estimates, or any territory or pos-
session of the United States.

SEC. 534.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available in
this or any other Act may be used to transfer, release, or assist in
the transfer or release to or within the United States, its terri-
tories, or possessions Khalid Sheikh Mohammed or any other de-
tainee who—

(1) is not a United States citizen or a member of the

Armed Forces of the United States; and

(2) is or was held on or after June 24, 2009, at the United

States Naval Station, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, by the Depart-

ment of Defense.

SEC. 535. (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
in this or any other Act may be used to construct, acquire, or
modify any facility in the United States, its territories, or pos-
sessions to house any individual described in subsection (c)
for the purposes of detention or imprisonment in the custody
or under the effective control of the Department of Defense.

(b) The prohibition in subsection (a) shall not apply to any
modification of facilities at United States Naval Station, Guanta-
namo Bay, Cuba.

(¢) An individual described in this subsection is any individual
who, as of June 24, 2009, is located at United States Naval Station,
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and who—

(1) is not a citizen of the United States or a member of the

Armed Forces of the United States; and

(2) is—
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(A) in the custody or under the effective control of the
Department of Defense; or

(B) otherwise under detention at United States Naval
Station, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba.

SEC. 536.

None of the funds provided in this Act shall be available for
obligation for the James Webb Space Telescope (JWST) after De-
cember 31, 2020, if the individual identified under subsection
(c)(2)(E) of section 30104 of title 51, United States Code, as respon-
sible for JWST determines that the formulation and development
costs (with development cost as defined under section 30104 of title
51, United States Code) are likely to exceed $8,802,700,000, unless
the program is modified so that the costs do not exceed
$8,802,700,000.

SEC. 537. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law or treaty, none
of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available under
this Act or any other Act may be expended or obligated by a
department, agency, or instrumentality of the United States to
pay administrative expenses or to compensate an officer or
employee of the United States in connection with requiring an
export license for the export to Canada of components, parts,
accessories or attachments for firearms listed in Category I,
section 121.1 of title 22, Code of Federal Regulations (Inter-
national Trafficking in Arms Regulations (ITAR), part 121, as
it existed on April 1, 2005) with a total value not exceeding
$500 wholesale in any transaction, provided that the condi-
tions of subsection (b) of this section are met by the exporting
party for such articles.

(b) The foregoing exemption from obtaining an export license—

(1) does not exempt an exporter from filing any Shipper’s

Export Declaration or notification letter required by law, or

from being otherwise eligible under the laws of the United

States to possess, ship, transport, or export the articles enu-

merated in subsection (a); and

(2) does not permit the export without a license of—

(A) fully automatic firearms and components and parts
for such firearms, other than for end use by the Federal
Government, or a Provincial or Municipal Government of
Canada;

(B) barrels, cylinders, receivers (frames) or complete
breech mechanisms for any firearm listed in Category I,
other than for end use by the Federal Government, or a
Provincial or Municipal Government of Canada; or

(C) articles for export from Canada to another foreign
destination.

(¢) In accordance with this section, the District Directors of
Customs and postmasters shall permit the permanent or temporary
export without a license of any unclassified articles specified in
subsection (a) to Canada for end use in Canada or return to the
United States, or temporary import of Canadian-origin items from
Canada for end use in the United States or return to Canada for
a Canadian citizen.

(d) The President may require export licenses under this sec-
tion on a temporary basis if the President determines, upon publi-
cation first in the Federal Register, that the Government of Canada
has implemented or maintained inadequate import controls for the
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articles specified in subsection (a), such that a significant diversion
of such articles has and continues to take place for use in inter-
national terrorism or in the escalation of a conflict in another na-
tion. The President shall terminate the requirements of a license
when reasons for the temporary requirements have ceased.

SEC. 538.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no department,
agency, or instrumentality of the United States receiving appro-
priated funds under this Act or any other Act shall obligate or ex-
pend in any way such funds to pay administrative expenses or the
compensation of any officer or employee of the United States to
deny any application submitted pursuant to 22 U.S.C. 2778(b)(1)(B)
and qualified pursuant to 27 CFR section 478.112 or .113, for a
permit to import United States origin “curios or relics” firearms,
parts, or ammunition.

SEC. 539.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be used to
pay the salaries or expenses of personnel to deny, or fail to act on,
an application for the importation of any model of shotgun if—

(1) all other requirements of law with respect to the pro-
posed importation are met; and

(2) no application for the importation of such model of
shotgun, in the same configuration, had been denied by the At-
torney General prior to January 1, 2011, on the basis that the
shotgun was not particularly suitable for or readily adaptable
to sporting purposes.

SEC. 540.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be obligated
or expended to implement the Arms Trade Treaty until the Senate
approves a resolution of ratification for the Treaty.

This division may be cited as the “Commerce, Justice, Science,
and Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 2020”.

(1) not to exceed $350,000 is for official reception and rep-
resentation expenses;

(2) not to exceed $258,000 is for unforeseen emergencies of
a confidential nature to be allocated and expended under the
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury and to be accounted
for solely on the Secretary’s certificate; and

(3) not to exceed $24,000,000 shall remain available until
September 30, 2021, for—

(A) the Treasury-wide Financial Statement Audit and
Internal Control Program;

(B) information technology modernization require-
ments;

(C) the audit, oversight, and administration of the
Gulf Coast Restoration Trust Fund,;

(D) the development and implementation of programs
within the Office of Critical Infrastructure Protection and
Compliance Policy, including entering into cooperative
agreements;

(E) operations and maintenance of facilities; and

(F) international operations.COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN
INVESTMENT IN THE UNITED STATES FUND
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)For necessary expenses of

the Committee on Foreign Investment in the United States,
$20,000,000, to remain available until expended: Provided,
That the chairperson of the Committee may transfer such
amounts to any department or agency represented on the Com-
mittee (including the Department of the Treasury) subject to
advance notification to the Committees on Appropriations of
the House of Representatives and the Senate: Provided further,
That amounts so transferred shall remain available until ex-
pended for expenses of implementing section 721 of the De-
fense Production Act of 1950, as amended (50 U.S.C. 4565),
and shall be available in addition to any other funds available
to any department or agency: Provided further, That fees au-
thorized by section 721(p) of such Act shall be credited to this
appropriation as offsetting collections: Provided further, That
the total amount appropriated under this heading from the
general fund shall be reduced as such offsetting collections are
received during fiscal year 2020, so as to result in a total ap-
ropriation from the general fund estimated at not more than

SALARIES AND EXPENSESFor the necessary expenses of the
Office of Terrorism and Financial Intelligence to safeguard the
financial system against illicit use and to combat rogue na-
tions, terrorist facilitators, weapons of mass destruction
proliferators, human rights abusers, money launderers, drug
kingpins, and other national security threats, $169,712,000, of
which not less than $3,000,000 shall be available for address-
ing human rights violations and corruption, including activities
authorized by the Global Magnitsky Human Rights Account-
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ability Act (22 U.S.C. 2656 note): Provided, That of the
amounts appropriated under this heading, up to $10,000,000
shall remain available until September 30,
2021.CYBERSECURITY ENHANCEMENT ACCOUNT
For salaries and expenses for enhanced cybersecurity for sys-
tems operated by the Department of the Treasury, $18,000,000, to
remain available until September 30, 2022: Provided, That such
funds shall supplement and not supplant any other amounts made
available to the Treasury offices and bureaus for cybersecurity:
Provided further, That of the total amount made available under
this heading $1,000,000 shall be available for administrative ex-
penses for the Treasury Chief Information Officer to provide over-
sight of the investments made under this heading: Provided fur-
ther, That such funds shall supplement and not supplant any other
amounts made available to the Treasury Chief Information Offi-
cer.DEPARTMENT-WIDE SYSTEMS AND CAPITAL INVESTMENTS PRO-
GRAMS
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)For development and ac-
quisition of automatic data processing equipment, software,
and services and for repairs and renovations to buildings
owned by the Department of the Treasury, $6,118,000, to re-
main available until September 30, 2022: Provided, That these
funds shall be transferred to accounts and in amounts as nec-
essary to satisfy the requirements of the Department’s offices,
bureaus, and other organizations: Provided further, That this
transfer authority shall be in addition to any other transfer au-
thority provided in this Act: Provided further, That none of the
funds appropriated under this heading shall be used to support
or supplement “Internal Revenue Service, Operations Support”
or “Internal Revenue Service, Business Systems Moderniza-
tion”.OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL
SALARIES AND EXPENSESFor necessary expenses of the Of-
fice of Inspector General in carrying out the provisions of the
Inspector General Act of 1978, $41,044,000, including hire of
passenger motor vehicles; of which not to exceed $100,000 shall
be available for unforeseen emergencies of a confidential na-

SEC. 101. AINCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

Not to exceed 4 percent of the appropriation made available in
this Act to the Internal Revenue Service under the “Enforcement”
heading, and not to exceed 5 percent of any other appropriation
made available in this Act to the Internal Revenue Service, may be
transferred to any other Internal Revenue Service appropriation
upon the advance approval of the Committees on Appropriations of
the House of Representatives and the Senate.

SEC. 102.

The Internal Revenue Service shall maintain an employee
training program, which shall include the following topics: tax-
payers’ rights, dealing courteously with taxpayers, cross-cultural
relations, ethics, and the impartial application of tax law.

SEC. 103.

The Internal Revenue Service shall institute and enforce poli-
cies and procedures that will safeguard the confidentiality of tax-
payer information and protect taxpayers against identity theft.

SEC. 104.

Funds made available by this or any other Act to the Internal
Revenue Service shall be available for improved facilities and in-
creased staffing to provide sufficient and effective 1-800 help line
service for taxpayers. The Commissioner shall continue to make
improvements to the Internal Revenue Service 1-800 help line serv-
ice a priority and allocate resources necessary to enhance the re-
sponse time to taxpayer communications, particularly with regard
to victims of tax-related crimes.

SEC. 105.

The Internal Revenue Service shall issue a notice of confirma-
tion of any address change relating to an employer making employ-
ment tax payments, and such notice shall be sent to both the em-
ployer’s former and new address and an officer or employee of the
Internal Revenue Service shall give special consideration to an
offer-in-compromise from a taxpayer who has been the victim of
fraud by a third party payroll tax preparer.

None of funds made available by this Act to the Internal Rev-
enue Service shall be obligated or expended on conferences that do
not adhere to the procedures, verification processes, documentation
requirements, and policies issued by the Chief Financial Officer,
Human Capital Office, and Agency-Wide Shared Services as a re-
sult of the recommendations in the report published on May 31,
2013, by the Treasury Inspector General for Tax Administration
entitled “Review of the August 2010 Small Business/Self-Employed
Division’s Conference in Anaheim, California” (Reference Number
2013-10-037).

SEC. 109.

None of the funds made available in this Act to the Internal
Revenue Service may be obligated or expended—

(1) to make a payment to any employee under a bonus,
award, or recognition program; or

(2) under any hiring or personnel selection process with re-
spect to re-hiring a former employee;unless such program or
process takes into account the conduct and Federal tax compli-
ance of such employee or former employee.

SEC. 110.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be used in
contravention of section 6103 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986
(relating to confidentiality and disclosure of returns and return in-
formation).

SEC. 111.

Appropriations to the Department of the Treasury in this Act
shall be available for uniforms or allowances therefor, as author-
ized by law (56 U.S.C. 5901), including maintenance, repairs, and
cleaning; purchase of insurance for official motor vehicles operated
in foreign countries; purchase of motor vehicles without regard to
the general purchase price limitations for vehicles purchased and
used overseas for the current fiscal year; entering into contracts
with the Department of State for the furnishing of health and med-
ical services to employees and their dependents serving in foreign
countries; and services authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109.

SEC. 112.

Not to exceed 2 percent of any appropriations in this title made
available under the headings “Departmental Offices—Salaries and

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by
this or any other Act or source to the Department of the Treasury,
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, and the United States Mint,
individually or collectively, may be used to consolidate any or all
functions of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing and the United
States Mint without the explicit approval of the House Committee
on Financial Services; the Senate Committee on Banking, Housing,
and Urban Affairs; and the Committees on Appropriations of the
House of Representatives and the Senate.

SEC. 118.

Funds appropriated by this Act, or made available by the
transfer of funds in this Act, for the Department of the Treasury’s
intelligence or intelligence related activities are deemed to be spe-
cifically authorized by the Congress for purposes of section 504 of
the National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 414) during fiscal year
2020 until the enactment of the Intelligence Authorization Act for
Fiscal Year 2020.

SEC. 119.

Not to exceed $5,000 shall be made available from the Bureau
of Engraving and Printing’s Industrial Revolving Fund for nec-
essary official reception and representation expenses.
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SEC. 120.

The Secretary of the Treasury shall submit a Capital Invest-
ment Plan to the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and
the House of Representatives not later than 30 days following the
submission of the annual budget submitted by the President: Pro-
vided, That such Capital Investment Plan shall include capital in-
vestment spending from all accounts within the Department of the
Treasury, including but not limited to the Department-wide Sys-
tems and Capital Investment Programs account, Treasury Fran-
chise Fund account, and the Treasury Forfeiture Fund account:

ception and representation expenses, to be available for allocation
within the Executive Office of the President; and for necessary ex-
penses of the Office of Policy Development, including services as
authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109 and 3 U.S.C. 107, $55,000,000.

SEC. 201. INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).

From funds made available in this Act under the headings
“The White House”, “Executive Residence at the White House”,

“Office of Administration”, “Special Assistance to the President”,
and “Official Residence of the Vice President”, the Director of the

(c) If an Executive order or Presidential memorandum is issued
during fiscal year 2020 due to a national emergency, the Director
of the Office of Management and Budget may issue the statement
required by subsection (a) not later than 15 days after the date
that such order or memorandum is issued.

(d) The requirement for cost estimates for Presidential memo-
randa shall only apply for Presidential memoranda estimated to
have a regulatory cost in excess of $100,000,000.

SEC. 203.

Not later than 45 days after the date of enactment of this Act,
the Director of the Office of Management and Budget shall issue
a memorandum to all Federal departments, agencies, and corpora-

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia, to be depos-
ited into a dedicated account, for a nationwide program to be ad-
ministered by the Mayor, for District of Columbia resident tuition
support, $40,000,000, to remain available until expended: Provided,
That such funds, including any interest accrued thereon, may be
used on behalf of eligible District of Columbia residents to pay an
amount based upon the difference between in-State and out-of-
State tuition at public institutions of higher education, or to pay up

penses; and $34,250,000, to remain available until September 30,
2021, for capital improvements for District of Columbia courthouse
facilities: Provided, That funds made available for capital improve-
ments shall be expended consistent with the District of Columbia
Courts master plan study and facilities condition assessment: Pro-
vided further, That, in addition to the amounts appropriated here-
in, fees received by the District of Columbia Courts for admin-
istering bar examinations and processing District of Columbia bar
admissions may be retained and credited to this appropriation, to
remain available until expended, for salaries and expenses associ-
ated with such activities, notwithstanding section 450 of the Dis-
trict of Columbia Home Rule Act (D.C. Official Code, sec. 1-204.50):

For salaries and expenses, including the transfer and hire of
motor vehicles, of the Court Services and Offender Supervision
Agency for the District of Columbia, as authorized by the National
Capital Revitalization and Self-Government Improvement Act of
1997, $248,524,000, of which not to exceed $2,000 is for official re-
ception and representation expenses related to Community Super-
vision and Pretrial Services Agency programs, and of which not to
exceed $25,000 is for dues and assessments relating to the imple-
mentation of the Court Services and Offender Supervision Agency
Interstate Supervision Act of 2002: Provided, That, of the funds ap-
propriated under this heading, $181,065,000 shall be for necessary
expenses of Community Supervision and Sex Offender Registration,
to include expenses relating to the supervision of adults subject to
protection orders or the provision of services for or related to such
persons, of which $3,818,000 shall remain available until Sep-
tember 30, 2022 for costs associated with relocation under a re-
placement lease for headquarters offices, field offices, and related
facilities: Provided further, That, of the funds appropriated under
this heading, $67,459,000 shall be available to the Pretrial Services
Agency, of which $998,000 shall remain available until September
30, 2022 for costs associated with relocation under a replacement
lease for headquarters offices, field offices, and related facilities:
Provided further, That notwithstanding any other provision of law,
all amounts under this heading shall be apportioned quarterly by

For salaries and expenses, including the transfer and hire of
motor vehicles, of the District of Columbia Public Defender Service,
as authorized by the National Capital Revitalization and Self-Gov-
ernment Improvement Act of 1997, $44,011,000, of which $344,000
shall remain available until September 30, 2022 for costs associ-
ated with relocation under a replacement lease for headquarters of-
fices, field offices, and related facilities: Provided, That notwith-
standing any other provision of law, all amounts under this head-
ing shall be apportioned quarterly by the Office of Management
and Budget and obligated and expended in the same manner as
funds appropriated for salaries and expenses of Federal agencies:
Provided further, That the District of Columbia Public Defender
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Service may establish for employees of the District of Columbia

For a Federal payment, to remain available until September
30, 2021, to the Commission on Judicial Disabilities and Tenure,

$275,000.FEDERAL PAYMENT FOR SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT

For a Federal payment for a school improvement program in
the District of Columbia, $52,500,000, to remain available until ex-
pended, for payments authorized under the Scholarships for Oppor-
tunity and Results Act (division C of Public Law 112-10): Provided,
That, to the extent that funds are available for opportunity scholar-
ships and following the priorities included in section 3006 of such
Act, the Secretary of Education shall make scholarships available
to students eligible under section 3013(3) of such Act (Public Law
112-10; 125 Stat.

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia National

ING AND TREATMENT OF HIV/AIDS

For a Federal payment to the District of Columbia for the test-
ing of individuals for, and the treatment of individuals with,
human immunodeficiency virus and acquired immunodeficiency
syndrome in the District of Columbia, $4,000,000.FEDERAL PAY-
MENT TO THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITY

SEC. 501. ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISION—CONSUMER PRODUCT SAFE-
TY COMMISSION.

During fiscal year 2020, none of the amounts made available
by this Act may be used to finalize or implement the Safety Stand-
ard for Recreational Off-Highway Vehicles published by the Con-
sumer Product Safety Commission in the Federal Register on No-
vember 19, 2014 (79 Fed. Reg. 68964) until after—

(1) the National Academy of Sciences, in consultation with
the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration and the
Department of Defense, completes a study to determine—

(A) the technical validity of the lateral stability and
vehicle handling requirements proposed by such standard
for purposes of reducing the risk of Recreational Off-High-
way Vehicle (referred to in this section as “ROV”) rollovers
in the off-road environment, including the repeatability
and reproducibility of testing for compliance with such re-
quirements;

(B) the number of ROV rollovers that would be pre-
vented if the proposed requirements were adopted;

(C) whether there is a technical basis for the proposal
to provide information on a point-of-sale hangtag about a
ROV’s rollover resistance on a progressive scale; and

(D) the effect on the utility of ROVs used by the
United States military if the proposed requirements were
adopted; and
(2) a report containing the results of the study completed

under paragraph (1) is delivered to—

(A) the Committee on Commerce, Science, and Trans-
portation of the Senate;

(B) the Committee on Energy and Commerce of the
House of Representatives;

(C) the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate;

and

(D) the Committee on Appropriations of the House of
Representatives.

SEC. 510. ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS—FEDERAL COMMUNICA-
TIONS COMMISSION.

Section 302 of the Universal Service Antideficiency Temporary
Suspension Actis amended by striking “December 31, 2019” each
place it appears and inserting “December 31, 2020”.
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SEC. 511.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used by the
Federal Communications Commission to modify, amend, or change
its rules or regulations for universal service support payments to
implement the February 27, 2004, recommendations of the Federal-
State Joint Board on Universal Service regarding single connection
or primary line restrictions on universal service support payments.

SEC. 520. INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS).
Funds available to the General Services Administration shall
be available for the hire of passenger motor vehicles.

SEC. 521.

Funds in the Federal Buildings Fund made available for fiscal
year 2020 for Federal Buildings Fund activities may be transferred
between such activities only to the extent necessary to meet pro-
gram requirements: Provided, That any proposed transfers shall be
approved in advance by the Committees on Appropriations of the
House of Representatives and the Senate.

SEC. 522.

Except as otherwise provided in this title, funds made avail-
able by this Act shall be used to transmit a fiscal year 2021 request
for United States Courthouse construction only if the request: (1)
meets the design guide standards for construction as established
and approved by the General Services Administration, the Judicial
Conference of the United States, and the Office of Management
and Budget; (2) reflects the priorities of the Judicial Conference of
the United States as set out in its approved Courthouse Project
Priorities plan; and (3) includes a standardized courtroom utiliza-
tion study of each facility to be constructed, replaced, or expanded.

SEC. 523.

None of the funds provided in this Act may be used to increase
the amount of occupiable square feet, provide cleaning services, se-
curity enhancements, or any other service usually provided through
the Federal Buildings Fund, to any agency that does not pay the
rate per square foot assessment for space and services as deter-
mined by the General Services Administration in consideration of
the Public Buildings Amendments Act of 1972 (Public Law 92-313).

From funds made available under the heading Federal Build-
ings Fund, Limitations on Availability of Revenue, claims against
the Government of less than $250,000 arising from direct construc-
tion projects and acquisition of buildings may be liquidated from
savings effected in other construction projects with prior notifica-
tion to the Committees on Appropriations of the House of Rep-
resentatives and the Senate.

(B) the compensation of board members and executive
staff;

(2) whether board member and executive staff compensa-
tion is commensurate with that of State and local public fi-
nance officials, including State treasurers and municipal fi-
nance directors; and

(3) whether the current board member selection process
ensures adequate representation of municipal securities stake-
holders and accountability to local governments and municipal
bondholders.

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SEC. 540.

Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropriation made available
for the current fiscal year for the Small Business Administration
in this Act may be transferred between such appropriations, but no
such appropriation shall be increased by more than 10 percent by
any such transfers: Provided, That any transfer pursuant to this
paragraph shall be treated as a reprogramming of funds under sec-
tion 608 of this Act and shall not be available for obligation or ex-
penditure except in compliance with the procedures set forth in
that section.

SEC. 541.

Not to exceed 3 percent of any appropriation made available in

TITLE VI—GENERAL PROVISIONS

SEC. 601. INCLUDING RESCISSION OF FUNDS).

None of the funds in this Act shall be used for the planning
or execution of any program to pay the expenses of, or otherwise
compensate, non-Federal parties intervening in regulatory or adju-
dicatory proceedings funded in this Act.

SEC. 602.

None of the funds appropriated in this Act shall remain avail-
able for obligation beyond the current fiscal year, nor may any be
transferred to other appropriations, unless expressly so provided
herein.

SEC. 603.

The expenditure of any appropriation under this Act for any
consulting service through procurement contract pursuant to 5
U.S.C. 3109, shall be limited to those contracts where such expend-
itures are a matter of public record and available for public inspec-
tion, except where otherwise provided under existing law, or under
existing Executive order issued pursuant to existing law.

SEC. 604.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be trans-
ferred to any department, agency, or instrumentality of the United
States Government, except pursuant to a transfer made by, or
transfer authority provided in, this Act or any other appropriations
Act.
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SEC. 605.

None of the funds made available by this Act shall be available
for any activity or for paying the salary of any Government em-
ployee where funding an activity or paying a salary to a Govern-
ment employee would result in a decision, determination, rule, reg-
ulation, or policy that would prohibit the enforcement of section
307 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1307).

SEC. 606.

No funds appropriated pursuant to this Act may be expended
by an entity unless the entity agrees that in expending the assist-
ance the entity will comply with chapter 83 of title 41, United
States Code.

SEC. 607.

No funds appropriated or otherwise made available under this
Act shall be made available to any person or entity that has been
convicted of violating chapter 83 of title 41, United States Code.

SEC. 608.

Except as otherwise provided in this Act, none of the funds
provided in this Act, provided by previous appropriations Acts to
the agencies or entities funded in this Act that remain available for
obligation or expenditure in fiscal year 2020, or provided from any
accounts in the Treasury derived by the collection of fees and avail-
able to the agencies funded by this Act, shall be available for obli-
gation or expenditure through a reprogramming of funds that: (1)
creates a new program; (2) eliminates a program, project, or activ-
ity; (3) increases funds or personnel for any program, project, or ac-
tivity for which funds have been denied or restricted by the Con-
gress; (4) proposes to use funds directed for a specific activity by
the Committee on Appropriations of either the House of Represent-
atives or the Senate for a different purpose; (5) augments existing
programs, projects, or activities in excess of $5,000,000 or 10 per-
cent, whichever is less; (6) reduces existing programs, projects, or
activities by $5,000,000 or 10 percent, whichever is less; or (7) cre-
ates or reorganizes offices, programs, or activities unless prior ap-
proval is received from the Committees on Appropriations of the
House of Representatives and the Senate: Provided, That prior to
any significant reorganization, restructuring, relocation, or closing
of offices, programs, or activities, each agency or entity funded in
this Act shall consult with the Committees on Appropriations of the
House of Representatives and the Senate: Provided further, That
not later than 60 days after the date of enactment of this Act, each
agency funded by this Act shall submit a report to the Committees
on Appropriations of the House of Representatives and the Senate
to establish the baseline for application of reprogramming and
transfer authorities for the current fiscal year: Provided further,
That at a minimum the report shall include: (1) a table for each
appropriation, detailing both full-time employee equivalents and
budget authority, with separate columns to display the prior year
enacted level, the President’s budget request, adjustments made by
Congress, adjustments due to enacted rescissions, if appropriate,
and the fiscal year enacted level; (2) a delineation in the table for
each appropriation and its respective prior year enacted level by
object class and program, project, and activity as detailed in this
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Act, in the accompanying report, or in the budget appendix for the
respective appropriation, whichever is more detailed, and which
shall apply to all items for which a dollar amount is specified and
to all programs for which new budget authority is provided, as well
as to discretionary grants and discretionary grant allocations; and
(3) an identification of items of special congressional interest: Pro-
vided further, That the amount appropriated or limited for salaries
and expenses for an agency shall be reduced by $100,000 per day
for each day after the required date that the report has not been
submitted to the Congress.

SEC. 609.

Except as otherwise specifically provided by law, not to exceed
50 percent of unobligated balances remaining available at the end
of fiscal year 2020 from appropriations made available for salaries
and expenses for fiscal year 2020 in this Act, shall remain available
through September 30, 2021, for each such account for the pur-
poses authorized: Provided, That a request shall be submitted to
the Committees on Appropriations of the House of Representatives
and the Senate for approval prior to the expenditure of such funds:
Provided further, That these requests shall be made in compliance
with reprogramming guidelines.
SEC. 610. (a) None of the funds made available in this Act may be used by

the Executive Office of the President to request—

(1) any official background investigation report on any in-
dividual from the Federal Bureau of Investigation; or

(2) a determination with respect to the treatment of an or-
ganization as described in section 501(c) of the Internal Rev-
enue Code of 1986 and exempt from taxation under section
501(a) of such Code from the Department of the Treasury or
the Internal Revenue Service.

(b) Subsection (a) shall not apply—

(1) in the case of an official background investigation re-
port, if such individual has given express written consent for
such request not more than 6 months prior to the date of such
request and during the same presidential administration; or

(2) if such request is required due to extraordinary cir-
cumstances involving national security.

SEC. 611.

The cost accounting standards promulgated under chapter 15
of title 41, United States Code shall not apply with respect to a
contract under the Federal Employees Health Benefits Program es-
tablished under chapter 89 of title 5, United States Code.

SEC. 612.

For the purpose of resolving litigation and implementing any
settlement agreements regarding the nonforeign area cost-of-living
allowance program, the Office of Personnel Management may ac-
cept and utilize (without regard to any restriction on unanticipated
travel expenses imposed in an Appropriations Act) funds made
available to the Office of Personnel Management pursuant to court
approval.
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SEC. 613.

No funds appropriated by this Act shall be available to pay for
an abortion, or the administrative expenses in connection with any
health plan under the Federal employees health benefits program
which provides any benefits or coverage for abortions.

SEC. 614.

The provision of section 613 shall not apply where the life of
the mother would be endangered if the fetus were carried to term,
or the pregnancy is the result of an act of rape or incest.

SEC. 615.

In order to promote Government access to commercial informa-
tion technology, the restriction on purchasing nondomestic articles,
materials, and supplies set forth in chapter 83 of title 41, United
States Code (popularly known as the Buy American Act), shall not
apply to the acquisition by the Federal Government of information
technology (as defined in section 11101 of title 40, United States
Code), that is a commercial item (as defined in section 103 of title
41, United States Code).

SEC. 616.

Notwithstanding section 1353 of title 31, United States Code,
no officer or employee of any regulatory agency or commission
funded by this Act may accept on behalf of that agency, nor may
such agency or commission accept, payment or reimbursement from
a non-Federal entity for travel, subsistence, or related expenses for
the purpose of enabling an officer or employee to attend and par-
ticipate in any meeting or similar function relating to the official
duties of the officer or employee when the entity offering payment
or reimbursement is a person or entity subject to regulation by
such agency or commission, or represents a person or entity subject
to regulation by such agency or commission, unless the person or
entity is an organization described in section 501(c)(3) of the Inter-
nal Revenue Code of 1986 and exempt from tax under section
501(a) of such Code.

SEC. 617.

Notwithstanding section 708 of this Act, funds made available
to the Commodity Futures Trading Commission and the Securities
and Exchange Commission by this or any other Act may be used
for the interagency funding and sponsorship of a joint advisory
committee to advise on emerging regulatory issues.

SEC. 618. (a)(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, an Executive
agency covered by this Act otherwise authorized to enter into
contracts for either leases or the construction or alteration of
real property for office, meeting, storage, or other space must
consult with the General Services Administration before
issuing a solicitation for offers of new leases or construction
contracts, and in the case of succeeding leases, before enter-
ing into negotiations with the current lessor.

(2) Any such agency with authority to enter into an emergency
lease may do so during any period declared by the President to re-
quire emergency leasing authority with respect to such agency.

(b) For purposes of this section, the term “Executive agency
covered by this Act” means any Executive agency provided funds
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by this Act, but does not include the General Services Administra-
tion or the United States Postal Service.

SEC. 619. (a) There are appropriated for the following activities the
amounts required under current law:

(1) Compensation of the President (3 U.S.C. 102).

(2) Payments to—

(A) the Judicial Officers’ Retirement Fund (28 U.S.C.
377(0));

(B) the Judicial Survivors’ Annuities Fund (28 U.S.C.
376(c)); and

(C) the United States Court of Federal Claims Judges’
Retirement Fund (28 U.S.C. 178(1)).

(3) Payment of Government contributions—

(A) with respect to the health benefits of retired em-
ployees, as authorized by chapter 89 of title 5, United
States Code, and the Retired Federal Employees Health
Benefits Act (74 Stat. 849); and

(B) with respect to the life insurance benefits for em-
ployees retiring after December 31, 1989 (5 U.S.C. ch. 87).
(4) Payment to finance the unfunded liability of new and

increased annuity benefits under the Civil Service Retirement

and Disability Fund (5 U.S.C. 8348).

(5) Payment of annuities authorized to be paid from the
Civil Service Retirement and Disability Fund by statutory pro-
visions other than subchapter III of chapter 83 or chapter 84
of title 5, United States Code.

(b) Nothing in this section may be construed to exempt any
amount appropriated by this section from any otherwise applicable
limitation on the use of funds contained in this Act.

SEC. 620. (a) In addition to amounts made available in prior fiscal years,
the Public Company Accounting Oversight Board (Board)
shall have authority to obligate funds for the scholarship pro-
gram established by section 109(c)(2) of the Sarbanes-Oxley
Act of 2002 (Public Law 107-204) in fiscal year 2020 in an ag-
gregate amount not exceeding the amount of funds collected
by the Board between January 1, 2019, and September 30,
2019, including accrued interest, and between October 1, 2019,
and September 30, 2020, including accrued interest, as a result
of the assessment of monetary penalties. Funds available for

obligation in fiscal year 2020 shall remain available until ex-
pended.

(b) [15 U.S.C. 7219 note] Beginning in fiscal year 2021 and for
each fiscal year thereafter, the Board shall have authority to obli-
gate funds for the scholarship program established by section
109(c)(2) of the Sarbanes-Oxley Act of 2002 (Public Law 107-204)
in such fiscal year in an aggregate amount not exceeding the
amounts of funds collected by the Board between October 1 and
September 30 of such fiscal year, including accrued interest, as a
result of the assessment of monetary penalties. Funds made avail-
able for obligation in any fiscal year shall be in addition to
amounts made available in prior fiscal years and shall remain
available until expended.

SEC. 621.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used by
the Federal Trade Commission to complete the draft report entitled
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“Interagency Working Group on Food Marketed to Children: Pre-
liminary Proposed Nutrition Principles to Guide Industry Self-Reg-
ulatory Efforts” unless the Interagency Working Group on Food
Marketed to Children complies with Executive Order No. 13563.

SEC. 622. (a) The head of each executive branch agency funded by this Act
shall ensure that the Chief Information Officer of the agency
has the authority to participate in decisions regarding the
budget planning process related to information technology.

(b) Amounts appropriated for any executive branch agency
funded by this Act that are available for information technology
shall be allocated within the agency, consistent with the provisions
of appropriations Acts and budget guidelines and recommendations
from the Director of the Office of Management and Budget, in such
manner as specified by, or approved by, the Chief Information Offi-
cer of the agency in consultation with the Chief Financial Officer
of the agency and budget officials.

SEC. 623.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used in
contravention of chapter 29, 31, or 33 of title 44, United States
Code.

SEC. 624.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used by
a governmental entity to require the disclosure by a provider of
electronic communication service to the public or remote computing
service of the contents of a wire or electronic communication that
is in electronic storage with the provider (as such terms are defined
in sections 2510 and 2711 of title 18, United States Code) in a
manner that violates the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution of
the United States.

SEC. 625.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used by the
Federal Communications Commission to modify, amend, or change
the rules or regulations of the Commission for universal service
high-cost support for competitive eligible telecommunications car-
riers in a way that is inconsistent with paragraph (e)(5) or (e)(6)
of section 54.307 of title 47, Code of Federal Regulations, as in ef-
fect on July 15, 2015: Provided, That this section shall not prohibit
the Commission from considering, developing, or adopting other
support mechanisms as an alternative to Mobility Fund Phase II.

SEC. 626.

No funds provided in this Act shall be used to deny an Inspec-
tor General funded under this Act timely access to any records,
documents, or other materials available to the department or agen-
cy over which that Inspector General has responsibilities under the
Inspector General Act of 1978, or to prevent or impede that Inspec-
tor General’s access to such records, documents, or other materials,
under any provision of law, except a provision of law that expressly
refers to the Inspector General and expressly limits the Inspector
General’s right of access. A department or agency covered by this
section shall provide its Inspector General with access to all such
records, documents, and other materials in a timely manner. Each
Inspector General shall ensure compliance with statutory limita-
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tions on disclosure relevant to the information provided by the es-

tablishment over which that Inspector General has responsibilities

under the Inspector General Act of 1978. Each Inspector General
covered by this section shall report to the Committees on Appro-

priations of the House of Representatives and the Senate within 5

calendar days any failures to comply with this requirement.

SEC. 627. (a) None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
maintain or establish a computer network unless such net-
work blocks the viewing, downloading, and exchanging of por-
nography.

(b) Nothing in subsection (a) shall limit the use of funds nec-
essary for any Federal, State, tribal, or local law enforcement agen-
cy or any other entity carrying out criminal investigations, prosecu-
tion, adjudication activities, or other law enforcement- or victim as-
sistance-related activity.

SEC. 628.

None of the funds appropriated or other-wise made available
by this Act may be used to pay award or incentive fees for contrac-
tors whose performance has been judged to be below satisfactory,
behind schedule, over budget, or has failed to meet the basic re-
quirements of a contract, unless the Agency determines that any
such deviations are due to unforeseeable events, government-driven
scope changes, or are not significant within the overall scope of the
project and/or program and unless such awards or incentive fees
are consistent with 16.401(e)(2) of the Federal Acquisition Regula-
tion.

SEC. 629. (a) None of the funds made available under this Act may be used
to pay for travel and conference activities that result in a total
cost to an Executive branch department, agency, board or
commission funded by this Act of more than $500,000 at any
single conference unless the agency or entity determines that
such attendance is in the national interest and advance notice
is transmitted to the Committees on Appropriations of the
House of Representatives and the Senate that includes the
basis of that determination.

(b) None of the funds made available under this Act may be
used to pay for the travel to or attendance of more than 50 employ-
ees, who are stationed in the United States, at any single con-
ference occurring outside the United States unless the agency or
entity determines that such attendance is in the national interest
and advance notice is transmitted to the Committees on Appropria-
tions of the House of Representatives and the Senate that includes
the basis of that determination.

SEC. 630.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be used for
first-class or business-class travel by the employees of executive
branch agencies funded by this Act in contravention of sections
301-10.122 through 301-10.125 of title 41, Code of Federal Regula-
tions.

SEC. 631.

In addition to any amounts appropriated or otherwise made
available for expenses related to enhancements to
www.oversight.gov, $1,000,000, to remain available until expended,
shall be provided for an additional amount for such purpose to the
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Inspectors General Council Fund established pursuant to Section
11(c)(3)(B) of the Inspector General Act of 1978 (5 U.S.C. App.):
Provided, That these amounts shall be in addition to any amounts
or any authority available to the Council of the Inspectors General
on Integrity and Efficiency under section 11 of the Inspector Gen-
eral Act of 1978 (5 U.S.C. App.).

SEC. 632.

Of the unobligated balances from prior year appropriations
available under the heading “Small Business Administration—
Business Loans Program Account” heading, $16,369,000 are
hereby permanently rescinded: Provided, That no amounts may be
rescinded under this section from amounts that were designated by
the Congress as an emergency requirement pursuant to a concur-
rent resolution on the budget or the Balanced Budget and Emer-
gency Deficit Control Act of 1985.

SEC. 633.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be obligated
on contracts in excess of $5,000 for public relations, as that term
is defined in Office and Management and Budget Circular A-87 (re-
vised May 10, 2004), unless advance notice of such an obligation
is transmitted to the Committees on Appropriations of the House
of Representatives and the Senate.

SEC. 634.

None of the funds made available by this Act shall be used by
the Securities and Exchange Commission to finalize, issue, or im-
plement any rule, regulation, or order regarding the disclosure of
political contributions, contributions to tax exempt organizations,
or dues paid to trade associations.

SEC. 635.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used to en-
force section 540 of Public Law 110-329 (122 Stat. 3688) or section
538 of Public Law 112-74 (125 Stat. 976; 6 U.S.C. 190 note).

TITLE VII—GENERAL
PROVISIONSDepartments, Agencies, and
Corporations(including transfer of
funds)

SEC. 701.

No department, agency, or instrumentality of the United
States receiving appropriated funds under this or any other Act for
fiscal year 2020 shall obligate or expend any such funds, unless
such department, agency, or instrumentality has in place, and will
continue to administer in good faith, a written policy designed to
ensure that all of its workplaces are free from the illegal use, pos-
session, or distribution of controlled substances (as defined in the
Controlled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 802)) by the officers and em-
ployees of such department, agency, or instrumentality.
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SEC. 702. [31 U.S.C. 1343 notel

Unless otherwise specifically provided, the maximum amount
allowable during the current fiscal year in accordance with sub-
section 1343(c) of title 31, United States Code, for the purchase of
any passenger motor vehicle (exclusive of buses, ambulances, law
enforcement vehicles, protective vehicles, and undercover surveil-
lance vehicles), is hereby fixed at $19,947 except station wagons for
which the maximum shall be $19,997: Provided, That these limits
may be exceeded by not to exceed $7,250 for police-type vehicles:
Provided further, That the limits set forth in this section may not
be exceeded by more than 5 percent for electric or hybrid vehicles
purchased for demonstration under the provisions of the Electric
and Hybrid Vehicle Research, Development, and Demonstration
Act of 1976: Provided further, That the limits set forth in this sec-
tion may be exceeded by the incremental cost of clean alternative
fuels vehicles acquired pursuant to Public Law 101-549 over the
cost of comparable conventionally fueled vehicles: Provided further,
That the limits set forth in this section shall not apply to any vehi-
cle that is a commercial item and which operates on alternative
fuel, including but not limited to electric, plug-in hybrid electric,
and hydrogen fuel cell vehicles.

SEC. 703.

Appropriations of the executive departments and independent
establishments for the current fiscal year available for expenses of
travel, or for the expenses of the activity concerned, are hereby
made available for quarters allowances and cost-of-living allow-
ances, in accordance with 5 U.S.C. 5922-5924.

SEC. 704. [53 U.S.C. 3101 notel

Unless otherwise specified in law during the current fiscal
year, no part of any appropriation contained in this or any other
Act shall be used to pay the compensation of any officer or em-
ployee of the Government of the United States (including any agen-
cy the majority of the stock of which is owned by the Government
of the United States) whose post of duty is in the continental
United States unless such person: (1) is a citizen of the United
States; (2) is a person who is lawfully admitted for permanent resi-
dence and is seeking citizenship as outlined in 8 U.S.C.
1324b(a)(3)(B); (3) is a person who 1s admitted as a refugee under
8 U.S.C. 1157 or is granted asylum under 8 U.S.C. 1158 and has
filed a declaration of intention to become a lawful permanent resi-
dent and then a citizen when eligible; or (4) is a person who owes
allegiance to the United States: Provided, That for purposes of this
section, affidavits signed by any such person shall be considered
prima facie evidence that the requirements of this section with re-
spect to his or her status are being complied with: Provided further,
That for purposes of subsections (2) and (3) such affidavits shall be
submitted prior to employment and updated thereafter as nec-
essary: Provided further, That any person making a false affidavit
shall be guilty of a felony, and upon conviction, shall be fined no
more than $4,000 or imprisoned for not more than 1 year, or both:
Provided further, That the above penal clause shall be in addition
to, and not in substitution for, any other provisions of existing law:
Provided further, That any payment made to any officer or em-
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ployee contrary to the provisions of this section shall be recoverable
in action by the Federal Government: Provided further, That this
section shall not apply to any person who is an officer or employee
of the Government of the United States on the date of enactment
of this Act, or to international broadcasters employed by the Broad-
casting Board of Governors, or to temporary employment of trans-
lators, or to temporary employment in the field service (not to ex-
ceed 60 days) as a result of emergencies: Provided further, That
this section does not apply to the employment as Wildland fire-
fighters for not more than 120 days of nonresident aliens employed
by the Department of the Interior or the USDA Forest Service pur-
suant to an agreement with another country.

SEC. 705.

Appropriations available to any department or agency during
the current fiscal year for necessary expenses, including mainte-
nance or operating expenses, shall also be available for payment to
the General Services Administration for charges for space and serv-
ices and those expenses of renovation and alteration of buildings
and facilities which constitute public improvements performed in
accordance with the Public Buildings Act of 1959 (73 Stat. 479), the
Public Buildings Amendments of 1972 (86 Stat. 216), or other ap-
plicable law.

SEC. 706.

In addition to funds provided in this or any other Act, all Fed-
eral agencies are authorized to receive and use funds resulting
from the sale of materials, including Federal records disposed of
pursuant to a records schedule recovered through recycling or
waste prevention programs. Such funds shall be available until ex-
pended for the following purposes:

(1) Acquisition, waste reduction and prevention, and recy-

cling programs as described in Executive Order No. 13834

(May 17, 2018), including any such programs adopted prior to

the effective date of the Executive order.

(2) Other Federal agency environmental management pro-

grams, including, but not limited to, the development and im-

plementation of hazardous waste management and pollution

prevention programs.
(3) Other employee programs as authorized by law or as
deemed appropriate by the head of the Federal agency.

SEC. 707.

Funds made available by this or any other Act for administra-
tive expenses in the current fiscal year of the corporations and
agencies subject to chapter 91 of title 31, United States Code, shall
be available, in addition to objects for which such funds are other-
wise available, for rent in the District of Columbia; services in ac-
cordance with 5 U.S.C. 3109; and the objects specified under this
head, all the provisions of which shall be applicable to the expendi-
ture of such funds unless otherwise specified in the Act by which
they are made available: Provided, That in the event any functions
budgeted as administrative expenses are subsequently transferred
to or paid from other funds, the limitations on administrative ex-
penses shall be correspondingly reduced.
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SEC. 708.

No part of any appropriation contained in this or any other Act
shall be available for interagency financing of boards (except Fed-
eral Executive Boards), commissions, councils, committees, or simi-
lar groups (whether or not they are interagency entities) which do
not have a prior and specific statutory approval to receive financial
support from more than one agency or instrumentality.

SEC. 709.

None of the funds made available pursuant to the provisions
of this or any other Act shall be used to implement, administer, or
enforce any regulation which has been disapproved pursuant to a
joint resolution duly adopted in accordance with the applicable law
of the United States.

SEC. 710.

During the period in which the head of any department or
agency, or any other officer or civilian employee of the Federal Gov-
ernment appointed by the President of the United States, holds of-
fice, no funds may be obligated or expended in excess of $5,000 to
furnish or redecorate the office of such department head, agency
head, officer, or employee, or to purchase furniture or make im-
provements for any such office, unless advance notice of such fur-
nishing or redecoration is transmitted to the Committees on Appro-
priations of the House of Representatives and the Senate. For the
purposes of this section, the term “office” shall include the entire
suite of offices assigned to the individual, as well as any other
space used primarily by the individual or the use of which is di-
rectly controlled by the individual.

SEC. 711.

Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 1346, or section 708 of this Act,
funds made available for the current fiscal year by this or any
other Act shall be available for the interagency funding of national
security and emergency preparedness telecommunications initia-
tives which benefit multiple Federal departments, agencies, or enti-
ties, as provided by Executive Order No. 13618 (July 6, 2012).

SEC. 712. (a) None of the funds made available by this or any other Act may
be obligated or expended by any department, agency, or other
instrumentality of the Federal Government to pay the salaries
or expenses of any individual appointed to a position of a con-
fidential or policy-determining character that is excepted
from the competitive service under section 3302 of title 5,
United States Code, (pursuant to schedule C of subpart C of
part 213 of title 5 of the Code of Federal Regulations) unless
the head of the applicable department, agency, or other in-
strumentality employing such schedule C individual certifies
to the Director of the Office of Personnel Management that
the schedule C position occupied by the individual was not
created solely or primarily in order to detail the individual to
the White House.

(b) The provisions of this section shall not apply to Federal em-
ployees or members of the armed forces detailed to or from an ele-
ment of the intelligence community (as that term is defined under
section 3(4) of the National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C.
3003(4))).
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SEC. 713.

No part of any appropriation contained in this or any other Act
shall be available for the payment of the salary of any officer or
employee of the Federal Government, who—

(1) prohibits or prevents, or attempts or threatens to pro-
hibit or prevent, any other officer or employee of the Federal
Government from having any direct oral or written commu-
nication or contact with any Member, committee, or sub-
committee of the Congress in connection with any matter per-
taining to the employment of such other officer or employee or
pertaining to the department or agency of such other officer or
employee in any way, irrespective of whether such communica-
tion or contact is at the initiative of such other officer or em-
ployee or in response to the request or inquiry of such Member,
committee, or subcommittee; or

(2) removes, suspends from duty without pay, demotes, re-
duces in rank, seniority, status, pay, or performance or effi-
ciency rating, denies promotion to, relocates, reassigns, trans-
fers, disciplines, or discriminates in regard to any employment
right, entitlement, or benefit, or any term or condition of em-
ployment of, any other officer or employee of the Federal Gov-
ernment, or attempts or threatens to commit any of the fore-
going actions with respect to such other officer or employee, by
reason of any communication or contact of such other officer or
employee with any Member, committee, or subcommittee of the
Congress as described in paragraph (1).

SEC. 714. (a) None of the funds made available in this or any other Act may
be obligated or expended for any employee training that—

(1) does not meet identified needs for knowledge, skills,
and abilities bearing directly upon the performance of official
duties;

(2) contains elements likely to induce high levels of emo-
tional response or psychological stress in some participants;

(3) does not require prior employee notification of the con-
tent and methods to be used in the training and written end
of course evaluation;

(4) contains any methods or content associated with reli-
gious or quasi-religious belief systems or “new age” belief sys-
tems as defined in Equal Employment Opportunity Commis-
sion Notice N-915.022, dated September 2, 1988; or

(5) is offensive to, or designed to change, participants’ per-
sonal values or lifestyle outside the workplace.

(b) Nothing in this section shall prohibit, restrict, or otherwise
preclude an agency from conducting training bearing directly upon
the performance of official duties.

SEC. 715.

No part of any funds appropriated in this or any other Act
shall be used by an agency of the executive branch, other than for
normal and recognized executive-legislative relationships, for pub-
licity or propaganda purposes, and for the preparation, distribution
or use of any kit, pamphlet, booklet, publication, radio, television,
or film presentation designed to support or defeat legislation pend-
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ing before the Congress, except in presentation to the Congress
itself.

SEC. 716.

None of the funds appropriated by this or any other Act may
be used by an agency to provide a Federal employee’s home address
to any labor organization except when the employee has authorized
such disclosure or when such disclosure has been ordered by a
court of competent jurisdiction.

SEC. 717.

None of the funds made available in this or any other Act may
be used to provide any non-public information such as mailing,
telephone, or electronic mailing lists to any person or any organiza-
tion outside of the Federal Government without the approval of the
Committees on Appropriations of the House of Representatives and
the Senate.

SEC. 718.

No part of any appropriation contained in this or any other Act
shall be used directly or indirectly, including by private contractor,
for publicity or propaganda purposes within the United States not
heretofore authorized by Congress.

SEC. 719. (a) In this section, the term “agency”—
(1) means an Executive agency, as defined under 5 U.S.C.

105; and

(2) includes a military department, as defined under sec-
tion 102 of such title, the United States Postal Service, and the

Postal Regulatory Commission.

(b) Unless authorized in accordance with law or regulations to
use such time for other purposes, an employee of an agency shall
use official time in an honest effort to perform official duties. An
employee not under a leave system, including a Presidential ap-
pointee exempted under 5 U.S.C. 6301(2), has an obligation to ex-
pend an honest effort and a reasonable proportion of such employ-
ee’s time in the performance of official duties.

SEC. 720.

Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 1346 and section 708 of this Act,
funds made available for the current fiscal year by this or any
other Act to any department or agency, which is a member of the
Federal Accounting Standards Advisory Board (FASAB), shall be
available to finance an appropriate share of FASAB administrative
costs.

SEC. 721.

Notwithstanding31 U.S.C. 1346 and section 708 of this Act, the
head of each Executive department and agency is hereby author-
ized to transfer to or reimburse “General Services Administration,
Government-wide Policy” with the approval of the Director of the
Office of Management and Budget, funds made available for the
current fiscal year by this or any other Act, including rebates from
charge card and other contracts: Provided, That these funds shall
be administered by the Administrator of General Services to sup-
port Government-wide and other multi-agency financial, informa-
tion technology, procurement, and other management innovations,
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initiatives, and activities, including improving coordination and re-
ducing duplication, as approved by the Director of the Office of
Management and Budget, in consultation with the appropriate
interagency and multi-agency groups designated by the Director
(including the President’s Management Council for overall manage-
ment improvement initiatives, the Chief Financial Officers Council
for financial management initiatives, the Chief Information Offi-
cers Council for information technology initiatives, the Chief
Human Capital Officers Council for human capital initiatives, the
Chief Acquisition Officers Council for procurement initiatives, and
the Performance Improvement Council for performance improve-
ment initiatives): Provided further, That the total funds transferred
or reimbursed shall not exceed $15,000,000 to improve coordina-
tion, reduce duplication, and for other activities related to Federal
Government Priority Goals established by 31 U.S.C. 1120, and not
to exceed $17,000,000 for Government-Wide innovations, initia-
tives, and activities: Provided further, That the funds transferred
to or for reimbursement of “General Services Administration, Gov-
ernment-wide Policy” during fiscal year 2020 shall remain avail-
able for obligation through September 30, 2021: Provided further,
That such transfers or reimbursements may only be made after 15
days following notification of the Committees on Appropriations of
the House of Representatives and the Senate by the Director of the
Office of Management and Budget.

SEC. 722.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a woman may
breastfeed her child at any location in a Federal building or on
Federal property, if the woman and her child are otherwise author-
ized to be present at the location.

SEC. 723.

Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 1346, or section 708 of this Act,
funds made available for the current fiscal year by this or any
other Act shall be available for the interagency funding of specific
projects, workshops, studies, and similar efforts to carry out the
purposes of the National Science and Technology Council (author-
ized by Executive Order No. 12881), which benefit multiple Federal
departments, agencies, or entities: Provided, That the Office of
Management and Budget shall provide a report describing the
budget of and resources connected with the National Science and
Technology Council to the Committees on Appropriations, the
House Committee on Science, Space, and Technology, and the Sen-
ate Committee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation 90 days
after enactment of this Act.

SEC. 724.

Any request for proposals, solicitation, grant application, form,
notification, press release, or other publications involving the dis-
tribution of Federal funds shall comply with any relevant require-
ments in part 200 of title 2, Code of Federal Regulations: Provided,
That this section shall apply to direct payments, formula funds,
and grants received by a State receiving Federal funds.
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SEC. 725. (a) PROHIBITION OF FEDERAL AGENCY MONITORING OF INDIVIDUALS’
INTERNET USE.—None of the funds made available in this or any
other Act may be used by any Federal agency—

(1) to collect, review, or create any aggregation of data, de-
rived from any means, that includes any personally identifiable
information relating to an individual’s access to or use of any
Federal Government Internet site of the agency; or

(2) to enter into any agreement with a third party (includ-
ing another government agency) to collect, review, or obtain
any aggregation of data, derived from any means, that includes
any personally identifiable information relating to an individ-
ual’s access to or use of any nongovernmental Internet site.

(b) EXCEPTIONS.—The limitations established in subsection (a)
shall not apply to—

(1) any record of aggregate data that does not identify par-
ticular persons;

(2) any voluntary submission of personally identifiable in-
formation;

(3) any action taken for law enforcement, regulatory, or su-
pervisory purposes, in accordance with applicable law; or

(4) any action described in subsection (a)(1) that is a sys-
tem security action taken by the operator of an Internet site
and is necessarily incident to providing the Internet site serv-
ices or to protecting the rights or property of the provider of
the Internet site.

(c) DEFINITIONS.—For the purposes of this section:

(1) The term “regulatory” means agency actions to imple-
ment, interpret or enforce authorities provided in law.

(2) The term “supervisory” means examinations of the
agency’s supervised institutions, including assessing safety and
soundness, overall financial condition, management practices
and policies and compliance with applicable standards as pro-
vided in law.

SEC. 726. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used to
enter into or renew a contract which includes a provision pro-
viding prescription drug coverage, except where the contract
also includes a provision for contraceptive coverage.

(b) Nothing in this section shall apply to a contract with—

(1) any of the following religious plans:

(A) Personal Care’s HMO; and
(B) OSF HealthPlans, Inc.; and

(2) any existing or future plan, if the carrier for the plan
objects to such coverage on the basis of religious beliefs.

(¢) In implementing this section, any plan that enters into or
renews a contract under this section may not subject any indi-
vidual to discrimination on the basis that the individual refuses to
prescribe or otherwise provide for contraceptives because such ac-
tivities would be contrary to the individual’s religious beliefs or
moral convictions.

(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed to require cov-
erage of abortion or abortion-related services.

SEC. 727.
The United States is committed to ensuring the health of its
Olympic, Pan American, and Paralympic athletes, and supports the
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strict adherence to anti-doping in sport through testing, adjudica-
tion, education, and research as performed by nationally recognized
oversight authorities.

SEC. 728.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, funds appro-
priated for official travel to Federal departments and agencies may
be used by such departments and agencies, if consistent with Office
of Management and Budget Circular A-126 regarding official travel
for Government personnel, to participate in the fractional aircraft
ownership pilot program.

SEC. 729.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, none of the funds
appropriated or made available under this or any other appropria-
tions Act may be used to implement or enforce restrictions or limi-
tations on the Coast Guard Congressional Fellowship Program, or
to implement the proposed regulations of the Office of Personnel
Management to add sections 300.311 through 300.316 to part 300
of title 5 of the Code of Federal Regulations, published in the Fed-
eral Register, volume 68, number 174, on September 9, 2003 (relat-
ing to the detail of executive branch employees to the legislative
branch).

SEC. 730.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no executive
branch agency shall purchase, construct, or lease any additional fa-
cilities, except within or contiguous to existing locations, to be used
for the purpose of conducting Federal law enforcement training
without the advance approval of the Committees on Appropriations
of the House of Representatives and the Senate, except that the
Federal Law Enforcement Training Center is authorized to obtain
the temporary use of additional facilities by lease, contract, or
other agreement for training which cannot be accommodated in ex-
isting Center facilities.

SEC. 731.

Unless otherwise authorized by existing law, none of the funds
provided in this or any other Act may be used by an executive
branch agency to produce any prepackaged news story intended for
broadcast or distribution in the United States, unless the story in-
cludes a clear notification within the text or audio of the pre-
packaged news story that the prepackaged news story was pre-
pared or funded by that executive branch agency.

SEC. 732.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used in
contravention of section 552a of title 5, United States Code (popu-
larly known as the Privacy Act), and regulations implementing that
section.

SEC. 733. (a) IN GENERAL.—None of the funds appropriated or otherwise
made available by this or any other Act may be used for any
Federal Government contract with any foreign incorporated
entity which is treated as an inverted domestic corporation
under section 835(b) of the Homeland Security Act of 2002 (6

U.S.C. 395(b)) or any subsidiary of such an entity.

(b) WAIVERS.—
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Any Secretary shall waive subsection (a)
with respect to any Federal Government contract under the au-
thority of such Secretary if the Secretary determines that the
waiver is required in the interest of national security.

(2) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Any Secretary issuing a waiver
under paragraph (1) shall report such issuance to Congress.

(¢) EXCEPTION.—This section shall not apply to any Federal
Government contract entered into before the date of the enactment
of this Act, or to any task order issued pursuant to such contract.

SEC. 734.

During fiscal year 2020, for each employee who—

(1) retires under section 8336(d)(2) or 8414(b)(1)(B) of title
5, United States Code; or

(2) retires under any other provision of subchapter III of
chapter 83 or chapter 84 of such title 5 and receives a payment
as an incentive to separate, the separating agency shall remit
to the Civil Service Retirement and Disability Fund an amount
equal to the Office of Personnel Management’s average unit
cost of processing a retirement claim for the preceding fiscal
year. Such amounts shall be available until expended to the
Office of Personnel Management and shall be deemed to be an
administrative expense under section 8348(a)(1)(B) of title 5,
United States Code.

SEC. 735. (a) None of the funds made available in this or any other Act may
be used to recommend or require any entity submitting an
offer for a Federal contract to disclose any of the following in-
formation as a condition of submitting the offer:

(1) Any payment consisting of a contribution, expenditure,
independent expenditure, or disbursement for an electioneering
communication that is made by the entity, its officers or direc-
tors, or any of its affiliates or subsidiaries to a candidate for
election for Federal office or to a political committee, or that
?s otherwise made with respect to any election for Federal of-
ice.

(2) Any disbursement of funds (other than a payment de-
scribed in paragraph (1)) made by the entity, its officers or di-
rectors, or any of its affiliates or subsidiaries to any person
with the intent or the reasonable expectation that the person
will use the funds to make a payment described in paragraph
(1).

(b) In this section, each of the terms “contribution”, “expendi-
ture”, “independent expenditure”, “electioneering communication”,
“candidate”, “election”, and “Federal office” has the meaning given
such term in the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971 (52 U.S.C.
30101 et seq.).

SEC. 736.

None of the funds made available in this or any other Act may
be used to pay for the painting of a portrait of an officer or em-
ployee of the Federal government, including the President, the Vice
President, a member of Congress (including a Delegate or a Resi-
dent Commissioner to Congress), the head of an executive branch
agency (as defined in section 133 of title 41, United States Code),
or the head of an office of the legislative branch.
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SEC. 737. (a)(1) [5 U.S.C. 5343 note] Notwithstanding any other provision
of law, and except as otherwise provided in this section, no
part of any of the funds appropriated for fiscal year 2020, by
this or any other Act, may be used to pay any prevailing rate
employee described in section 5342(a)(2)(A) of title 5, United
States Code—

(A) during the period from the date of expiration of the
limitation imposed by the comparable section for the previous
fiscal years until the normal effective date of the applicable
wage survey adjustment that is to take effect in fiscal year
2020, in an amount that exceeds the rate payable for the appli-
cable grade and step of the applicable wage schedule in accord-
ance with such section; and

(B) during the period consisting of the remainder of fiscal
year 2020, in an amount that exceeds, as a result of a wage
survey adjustment, the rate payable under subparagraph (A)
by more than the sum of—

(i) the percentage adjustment taking effect in fiscal
year 2020 under section 5303 of title 5, United States

Code, in the rates of pay under the General Schedule; and

(i1) the difference between the overall average percent-
age of the locality-based comparability payments taking ef-
fect in fiscal year 2020 under section 5304 of such title

(whether by adjustment or otherwise), and the overall av-

erage percentage of such payments which was effective in

the previous fiscal year under such section.

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no prevailing
rate employee described in subparagraph (B) or (C) of section
5342(a)(2) of title 5, United States Code, and no employee covered
by section 5348 of such title, may be paid during the periods for
which paragraph (1) is in effect at a rate that exceeds the rates
that would be payable under paragraph (1) were paragraph (1) ap-
plicable to such employee.

(3) For the purposes of this subsection, the rates payable to an
employee who is covered by this subsection and who is paid from
a schedule not in existence on September 30, 2019, shall be deter-
mined under regulations prescribed by the Office of Personnel
Management.

(4) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, rates of pre-
mium pay for employees subject to this subsection may not be
changed from the rates in effect on September 30, 2019, except to
the extent determined by the Office of Personnel Management to
be consistent with the purpose of this subsection.

(5) This subsection shall apply with respect to pay for service
performed after September 30, 2019.

(6) For the purpose of administering any provision of law (in-
cluding any rule or regulation that provides premium pay, retire-
ment, life insurance, or any other employee benefit) that requires
any deduction or contribution, or that imposes any requirement or
limitation on the basis of a rate of salary or basic pay, the rate of
salary or basic pay payable after the application of this subsection
shall be treated as the rate of salary or basic pay.

(7) Nothing in this subsection shall be considered to permit or
require the payment to any employee covered by this subsection at
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a rate in excess of the rate that would be payable were this sub-

section not in effect.

(8) The Office of Personnel Management may provide for excep-
tions to the limitations imposed by this subsection if the Office de-
termines that such exceptions are necessary to ensure the recruit-
ment or retention of qualified employees.

(b) Notwithstanding subsection (a), the adjustment in rates of
basic pay for the statutory pay systems that take place in fiscal
year 2020 under sections 5344 and 5348 of title 5, United States
Code, shall be—

(1) not less than the percentage received by employees in
the same location whose rates of basic pay are adjusted pursu-

ant to the statutory pay systems under sections 5303 and 5304

of title 5, United States Code: Provided, That prevailing rate

employees at locations where there are no employees whose

pay is increased pursuant to sections 5303 and 5304 of title 5,

United States Code, and prevailing rate employees described in

section 5343(a)(5) of title 5, United States Code, shall be con-

sidered to be located in the pay locality designated as “Rest of

United States” pursuant to section 5304 of title 5, United

States Code, for purposes of this subsection; and

(2) effective as of the first day of the first applicable pay

period beginning after September 30, 2019.

SEC. 738. (a) The head of any Executive branch department, agency, board,
commission, or office funded by this or any other appropria-
tions Act shall submit annual reports to the Inspector General
or senior ethics official for any entity without an Inspector
General, regarding the costs and contracting procedures re-
lated to each conference held by any such department, agency,
board, commission, or office during fiscal year 2020 for which
the cost to the United States Government was more than
$100,000.

(b) Each report submitted shall include, for each conference de-
scribed in subsection (a) held during the applicable period—

(1) a description of its purpose;
(2) the number of participants attending;
(3) a detailed statement of the costs to the United States

Government, including—

(A) the cost of any food or beverages;

(B) the cost of any audio-visual services;

(C) the cost of employee or contractor travel to and
from the conference; and

(D) a discussion of the methodology used to determine
which costs relate to the conference; and
(4) a description of the contracting procedures used includ-

ing—

(A) whether contracts were awarded on a competitive
basis; and

(B) a discussion of any cost comparison conducted by
the departmental component or office in evaluating poten-
tial contractors for the conference.

(c) Within 15 days after the end of a quarter, the head of any
such department, agency, board, commission, or office shall notify
the Inspector General or senior ethics official for any entity without
an Inspector General, of the date, location, and number of employ-
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ees attending a conference held by any Executive branch depart-
ment, agency, board, commission, or office funded by this or any
other appropriations Act during fiscal year 2020 for which the cost
to the United States Government was more than $20,000.

(d) A grant or contract funded by amounts appropriated by this
or any other appropriations Act may not be used for the purpose
of defraying the costs of a conference described in subsection (c)
that is not directly and programmatically related to the purpose for
which the grant or contract was awarded, such as a conference held
in connection with planning, training, assessment, review, or other
routine purposes related to a project funded by the grant or con-
tract.

(e) None of the funds made available in this or any other ap-
propriations Act may be used for travel and conference activities
that are not in compliance with Office of Management and Budget
Memorandum M-12-12 dated May 11, 2012 or any subsequent revi-
sions to that memorandum.

SEC. 739.

None of the funds made available in this or any other appro-
priations Act may be used to increase, eliminate, or reduce funding
for a program, project, or activity as proposed in the President’s
budget request for a fiscal year until such proposed change is sub-
sequently enacted in an appropriation Act, or unless such change
is made pursuant to the reprogramming or transfer provisions of
this or any other appropriations Act.

SEC. 740.

None of the funds made available by this or any other Act may
be used to implement, administer, enforce, or apply the rule enti-
tled “Competitive Area” published by the Office of Personnel Man-
agement in the Federal Register on April 15, 2008 (73 Fed. Reg.
20180 et seq.).

SEC. 741.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by
this or any other Act may be used to begin or announce a study
or public-private competition regarding the conversion to contractor
performance of any function performed by Federal employees pur-
suant to Office of Management and Budget Circular A-76 or any
other administrative regulation, directive, or policy.

SEC. 742. (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
by this or any other Act may be available for a contract, grant,
or cooperative agreement with an entity that requires employ-
ees or contractors of such entity seeking to report fraud,
waste, or abuse to sign internal confidentiality agreements or
statements prohibiting or otherwise restricting such employ-
ees or contractors from lawfully reporting such waste, fraud,
or abuse to a designated investigative or law enforcement rep-
resentative of a Federal department or agency authorized to
receive such information.

(b) The limitation in subsection (a) shall not contravene re-
quirements applicable to Standard Form 312, Form 4414, or any
other form issued by a Federal department or agency governing the
nondisclosure of classified information.
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SEC. 743. (a) No funds appropriated in this or any other Act may be used
to implement or enforce the agreements in Standard Forms
312 and 4414 of the Government or any other nondisclosure
policy, form, or agreement if such policy, form, or agreement
does not contain the following provisions: “These provisions
are consistent with and do not supersede, conflict with, or oth-
erwise alter the employee obligations, rights, or liabilities cre-
ated by existing statute or Executive order relating to (1) clas-
sified information, (2) communications to Congress, (3) the re-
porting to an Inspector General of a violation of any law, rule,
or regulation, or mismanagement, a gross waste of funds, an
abuse of authority, or a substantial and specific danger to
public health or safety, or (4) any other whistleblower protec-
tion. The definitions, requirements, obligations, rights, sanc-
tions, and liabilities created by controlling Executive orders
and statutory provisions are incorporated into this agreement
and are controlling.”: Provided, That notwithstanding the pre-
ceding provision of this section, a nondisclosure policy form or agree-
ment that is to be executed by a person connected with the conduct
of an intelligence or intelligence-related activity, other than an em-
ployee or officer of the United States Government, may contain provi-
sions appropriate to the particular activity for which such document
is to be used. Such form or agreement shall, at a minimum, require
that the person will not disclose any classified information received
in the course of such activity unless specifically authorized to do so
by the United States Government. Such nondisclosure forms shall
also make it clear that they do not bar disclosures to Congress, or to
an authorized official of an executive agency or the Department of
Justice, that are essential to reporting a substantial violation of law.

(b) A nondisclosure agreement may continue to be imple-
mented and enforced notwithstanding subsection (a) if it complies
with the requirements for such agreement that were in effect when
the agreement was entered into.

(c) No funds appropriated in this or any other Act may be used
to implement or enforce any agreement entered into during fiscal
year 2014 which does not contain substantially similar language to
that required in subsection (a).

SEC. 744.

None of the funds made available by this or any other Act may
be used to enter into a contract, memorandum of understanding, or
cooperative agreement with, make a grant to, or provide a loan or
loan guarantee to, any corporation that has any unpaid Federal tax
liability that has been assessed, for which all judicial and adminis-
trative remedies have been exhausted or have lapsed, and that is
not being paid in a timely manner pursuant to an agreement with
the authority responsible for collecting the tax liability, where the
awarding agency is aware of the unpaid tax liability, unless a Fed-
eral agency has considered suspension or debarment of the corpora-
tion and has made a determination that this further action is not
necessary to protect the interests of the Government.

SEC. 745.

None of the funds made available by this or any other Act may
be used to enter into a contract, memorandum of understanding, or
cooperative agreement with, make a grant to, or provide a loan or
loan guarantee to, any corporation that was convicted of a felony
criminal violation under any Federal law within the preceding 24
months, where the awarding agency is aware of the conviction, un-
less a Federal agency has considered suspension or debarment of
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the corporation and has made a determination that this further ac-

tion is not necessary to protect the interests of the Government.

SEC. 746. (a) During fiscal year 2020, on the date on which a request is
made for a transfer of funds in accordance with section 1017
of Public Law 111-203, the Bureau of Consumer Financial Pro-
tection shall notify the Committees on Appropriations of the
House of Representatives and the Senate, the Committee on
Financial Services of the House of Representatives, and the
Committee on Banking, Housing, and Urban Affairs of the Sen-
ate of such request.

(b) Any notification required by this section shall be made
available on the Bureau’s public Web site.

SEC. 747.

If, for fiscal year 2020, new budget authority provided in ap-
propriations Acts exceeds the discretionary spending limit for any
category set forth in section 251(c) of the Balanced Budget and
Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985 due to estimating dif-
ferences with the Congressional Budget Office, an adjustment to
the discretionary spending limit in such category for fiscal year
2020 shall be made by the Director of the Office of Management
and Budget in the amount of the excess but the total of all such
adjustments shall not exceed 0.2 percent of the sum of the adjusted
discretionary spending limits for all categories for that fiscal year.
SEC. 748. (a) [5 U.S.C. 5303 note] The adjustment in rates of basic pay for

employees under the statutory pay systems that takes effect in
fiscal year 2020 under section 5303 of title 5, United States
Code, shall be an increase of 2.6 percent, and the overall aver-
age percentage of the adjustments taking effect in such fiscal
year under sections 5304 and 5304a of such title 5 shall be an
increase of 0.5 percent (with comparability payments to be de-
termined and allocated among pay localities by the President).
All adjustments under this subsection shall be effective as of
the first day of the first applicable pay period beginning on or
after January 1, 2020.

(b) Notwithstanding section 737, the adjustment in rates of
basic pay for the statutory pay systems that take place in fiscal
year 2020 under sections 5344 and 5348 of title 5, United States
Code, shall be no less than the percentages in subsection (a) as em-
ployees in the same location whose rates of basic pay are adjusted
pursuant to the statutory pay systems under section 5303, 5304,
and 5304a of title 5, United States Code. Prevailing rate employees
at locations where there are no employees whose pay is increased
pursuant to sections 5303, 5304, and 5304a of such title 5 and pre-
vailing rate employees described in section 5343(a)(5) of such title
5 shall be considered to be located in the pay locality designated
as “Rest of U.S.” pursuant to section 5304 of such title 5 for pur-
poses of this subsection.

(c) Funds used to carry out this section shall be paid from ap-
propriations, which are made to each applicable department or
agency for salaries and expenses for fiscal year 2020.
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SEC. 749. (a) [5 U.S.C. 5303 note] Notwithstanding the official rate adjusted
under section 104 of title 3, United States Code, the rate pay-
able to the Vice President during calendar year 2020 shall be
the rate payable to the Vice President on December 31, 2019,
by operation of section 749 of division D of Public Law 116-6.

(b) Notwithstanding the official rate adjusted under section
5318 of title 5, United States Code, or any other provision of law,
the payable rate during calendar year 2020 for an employee serving
in an Executive Schedule position, or in a position for which the
rate of pay is fixed by statute at an Executive Schedule rate, shall
be the rate payable for the applicable Executive Schedule level on
December 31, 2019, by operation of section 749 of division D of
Public Law 116-6. Such an employee may not receive a pay rate in-
crease during calendar year 2020, except as provided in subsection
).

(c) Notwithstanding section 401 of the Foreign Service Act of
1980 (Public Law 96-465) or any other provision of law, a chief of
mission or ambassador at large is subject to subsection (b) in the
same manner as other employees who are paid at an Executive
Schedule rate.

(d)(1) This subsection applies to—

(A) a noncareer appointee in the Senior Executive
Service paid a rate of basic pay at or above the official rate
for level IV of the Executive Schedule; or

(B) a limited term appointee or limited emergency ap-
pointee in the Senior Executive Service serving under a
political appointment and paid a rate of basic pay at or
above the official rate for level IV of the Executive Sched-
ule.

(2) Notwithstanding sections 5382 and 5383 of title 5,

United States Code, an employee described in paragraph (1)

may not receive a pay rate increase during calendar year 2020,

except as provided in subsection (i).

(e) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, any employee
paid a rate of basic pay (including any locality- based payments
under section 5304 of title 5, United States Code, or similar author-
ity) at or above the official rate for level IV of the Executive Sched-
ule who serves under a political appointment may not receive a pay
rate increase during calendar year 2020, except as provided in sub-
section (i). This subsection does not apply to employees in the Gen-
eral Schedule pay system or the Foreign Service pay system, to em-
ployees appointed under section 3161 of title 5, United States Code,
or to employees in another pay system whose position would be
classified at GS-15 or below if chapter 51 of title 5, United States
Code, applied to them.

(f) Nothing in subsections (b) through (e) shall prevent employ-
ees who do not serve under a political appointment from receiving
pay increases as otherwise provided under applicable law.

(g) This section does not apply to an individual who makes an
election to retain Senior Executive Service basic pay under section
3392(c) of title 5, United States Code, for such time as that election
is in effect.

(h) This section does not apply to an individual who makes an
election to retain Senior Foreign Service pay entitlements under
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section 302(b) of the Foreign Service Act of 1980 (Public Law 96-
465) for such time as that election is in effect.

(i) Notwithstanding subsections (b) through (e), an employee in
a covered position may receive a pay rate increase upon an author-
ized movement to a different covered position only if that new posi-
tion has higher-level duties and a pre-established level or range of
pay higher than the level or range for the position held imme-
diately before the movement. Any such increase must be based on
the rates of pay and applicable limitations on payable rates of pay
in effect on December 31, 2019, by operation of section 749 of divi-
sion D of Public Law 116-6.

(j) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, for an indi-
vidual who is newly appointed to a covered position during the pe-
riod of time subject to this section, the initial pay rate shall be
based on the rates of pay and applicable limitations on payable
rates of pay in effect on December 31, 2019, by operation of section
749 of division D of Public Law 116-6.

(k) If an employee affected by this section is subject to a bi-
weekly pay period that begins in calendar year 2020 but ends in
calendar year 2021, the bar on the employee’s receipt of pay rate
increases shall apply through the end of that pay period.

(1) For the purpose of this section, the term “covered position”
means a position occupied by an employee whose pay is restricted
under this section.

(m) This section takes effect on the first day of the first appli-
cable pay period beginning on or after January 1, 2020.

SEC. 750.

Except as expressly provided otherwise, any reference to “this
Act” contained in any title other than title IV or VIII shall not
apply to such title IV or VIII.

TITLE VIII—.GENERAL
PROVISIONS(including transfers of funds)

SEC. 801.

There are appropriated from the applicable funds of the Dis-
trict of Columbia such sums as may be necessary for making re-
funds and for the payment of legal settlements or judgments that
have been entered against the District of Columbia government.

SEC. 802.

None of the Federal funds provided in this Act shall be used
for publicity or propaganda purposes or implementation of any pol-
icy including boycott designed to support or defeat legislation pend-
ing before Congress or any State legislature.

SEC. 803. (a) None of the Federal funds provided under this Act to the
agencies funded by this Act, both Federal and District govern-
ment agencies, that remain available for obligation or expend-
iture in fiscal year 2020, or provided from any accounts in the
Treasury of the United States derived by the collection of fees
available to the agencies funded by this Act, shall be available
for obligation or expenditures for an agency through a re-
programming of funds which—

(1) creates new programs;
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(2) eliminates a program, project, or responsibility center;

(3) establishes or changes allocations specifically denied,
limited or increased under this Act;

(4) increases funds or personnel by any means for any pro-
gram, project, or responsibility center for which funds have
been denied or restricted;

(5) re-establishes any program or project previously de-
ferred through reprogramming;

(6) augments any existing program, project, or responsi-
bility center through a reprogramming of funds in excess of
$3,000,000 or 10 percent, whichever is less; or

(7) increases by 20 percent or more personnel assigned to
a specific program, project or responsibility center,unless prior
approval is received from the Committees on Appropriations of
the House of Representatives and the Senate.

(b) The District of Columbia government is authorized to ap-
prove and execute reprogramming and transfer requests of local
funds under this title through November 7, 2020.

SEC. 804.

None of the Federal funds provided in this Act may be used
by the District of Columbia to provide for salaries, expenses, or
other costs associated with the offices of United States Senator or
United States Representative under section 4(d) of the District of
Columbia Statehood Constitutional Convention Initiatives of 1979
(D.C. Law 3-171; D.C. Official Code, sec. 1-123).

SEC. 805.

Except as otherwise provided in this section, none of the funds
made available by this Act or by any other Act may be used to pro-
vide any officer or employee of the District of Columbia with an of-
ficial vehicle unless the officer or employee uses the vehicle only in
the performance of the officer’s or employee’s official duties. For
purposes of this section, the term “official duties” does not include
travel between the officer’s or employee’s residence and workplace,
except in the case of—

(1) an officer or employee of the Metropolitan Police De-
partment who resides in the District of Columbia or is other-
wise designated by the Chief of the Department;

(2) at the discretion of the Fire Chief, an officer or em-
ployee of the District of Columbia Fire and Emergency Medical
Services Department who resides in the District of Columbia
and is on call 24 hours a day;

(3) at the discretion of the Director of the Department of
Corrections, an officer or employee of the District of Columbia
Department of Corrections who resides in the District of Co-
lumbia and is on call 24 hours a day;

(4) at the discretion of the Chief Medical Examiner, an of-
ficer or employee of the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner
who resides in the District of Columbia and is on call 24 hours
a day;

(5) at the discretion of the Director of the Homeland Secu-
rity and Emergency Management Agency, an officer or em-
ployee of the Homeland Security and Emergency Management
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Agency who resides in the District of Columbia and is on call
24 hours a day;

(6) the Mayor of the District of Columbia; and

(7) the Chairman of the Council of the District of Colum-
bia.

SEC. 806. (a) None of the Federal funds contained in this Act may be used
by the District of Columbia Attorney General or any other offi-
cer or entity of the District government to provide assistance
for any petition drive or civil action which seeks to require

Congress to provide for voting representation in Congress for
the District of Columbia.

(b) Nothing in this section bars the District of Columbia Attor-
ney General from reviewing or commenting on briefs in private
lawsuits, or from consulting with officials of the District govern-
ment regarding such lawsuits.

SEC. 807.

None of the Federal funds contained in this Act may be used
to distribute any needle or syringe for the purpose of preventing
the spread of blood borne pathogens in any location that has been
determined by the local public health or local law enforcement au-
thorities to be inappropriate for such distribution.

SEC. 808.

Nothing in this Act may be construed to prevent the Council
or Mayor of the District of Columbia from addressing the issue of
the provision of contraceptive coverage by health insurance plans,
but it is the intent of Congress that any legislation enacted on such
issue should include a “conscience clause” which provides excep-
tions for religious beliefs and moral convictions.

SEC. 809. (a) None of the Federal funds contained in this Act may be used
to enact or carry out any law, rule, or regulation to legalize
or otherwise reduce penalties associated with the possession,
use, or distribution of any schedule I substance under the
Controlled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 801 et seq.) or any
tetrahydrocannabinols derivative.

(b) No funds available for obligation or expenditure by the Dis-
trict of Columbia government under any authority may be used to
enact any law, rule, or regulation to legalize or otherwise reduce
penalties associated with the possession, use, or distribution of any
schedule I substance under the Controlled Substances Act (21
U.S.C. 801 et seq.) or any tetrahydrocannabinols derivative for rec-
reational purposes.

SEC. 810.

No funds available for obligation or expenditure by the District
of Columbia government under any authority shall be expended for
any abortion except where the life of the mother would be endan-
gered if the fetus were carried to term or where the pregnancy is
the result of an act of rape or incest.
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SEC. 811. (a) No later than 30 calendar days after the date of the enactment
of this Act, the Chief Financial Officer for the District of Co-
lumbia shall submit to the appropriate committees of Con-
gress, the Mayor, and the Council of the District of Columbia,
a revised appropriated funds operating budget in the format
of the budget that the District of Columbia government sub-
mitted pursuant to section 442 of the District of Columbia
Home Rule Act (D.C. Official Code, sec. 1-204.42), for all agen-
cies of the District of Columbia government for fiscal year
2020 that is in the total amount of the approved appropriation
and that realigns all budgeted data for personal services and
other-than-personal services, respectively, with anticipated ac-
tual expenditures.

(b) This section shall apply only to an agency for which the
Chief Financial Officer for the District of Columbia certifies that a
reallocation is required to address unanticipated changes in pro-
gram requirements.

SEC. 812.

No later than 30 calendar days after the date of the enactment
of this Act, the Chief Financial Officer for the District of Columbia
shall submit to the appropriate committees of Congress, the Mayor,
and the Council for the District of Columbia, a revised appro-
priated funds operating budget for the District of Columbia Public
Schools that aligns schools budgets to actual enrollment. The re-
vised appropriated funds budget shall be in the format of the budg-
et that the District of Columbia government submitted pursuant to
section 442 of the District of Columbia Home Rule Act (D.C. Offi-
cial Code, sec. 1-204.42).

SEC. 813. (a) Amounts appropriated in this Act as operating funds may be
transferred to the District of Columbia’s enterprise and cap-
ital funds and such amounts, once transferred, shall retain ap-
Rr(t)priation authority consistent with the provisions of this

Cct.

(b) The District of Columbia government is authorized to repro-
gram or transfer for operating expenses any local funds transferred
or reprogrammed in this or the four prior fiscal years from oper-
ating funds to capital funds, and such amounts, once transferred
or reprogrammed, shall retain appropriation authority consistent
with the provisions of this Act.

(c) The District of Columbia government may not transfer or
reprogram for operating expenses any funds derived from bonds,
notes, or other obligations issued for capital projects.

SEC. 814.

None of the Federal funds appropriated in this Act shall re-
main available for obligation beyond the current fiscal year, nor
may any be transferred to other appropriations, unless expressly so
provided herein.

SEC. 815.

Except as otherwise specifically provided by law or under this
Act, not to exceed 50 percent of unobligated balances remaining
available at the end of fiscal year 2020 from appropriations of Fed-
eral funds made available for salaries and expenses for fiscal year
2020 in this Act, shall remain available through September 30,
2021, for each such account for the purposes authorized: Provided,
That a request shall be submitted to the Committees on Appropria-
tions of the House of Representatives and the Senate for approval
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prior to the expenditure of such funds: Provided further, That these

requests shall be made in compliance with reprogramming guide-

lines outlined in section 803 of this Act.

SEC. 816. (a)(1) During fiscal year 2021, during a period in which neither
a District of Columbia continuing resolution or a regular Dis-
trict of Columbia appropriation bill is in effect, local funds are
appropriated in the amount provided for any project or activ-
ity for which local funds are provided in the Act referred to
in paragraph (2) (subject to any modifications enacted by the
District of Columbia as of the beginning of the period during

which this subsection is in effect) at the rate set forth by such
Act.

(2) The Act referred to in this paragraph is the Act of the
Council of the District of Columbia pursuant to which a proposed
budget is approved for fiscal year 2021 which (subject to the re-
quirements of the District of Columbia Home Rule Act) will con-
stitute the local portion of the annual budget for the District of Co-
lumbia government for fiscal year 2021 for purposes of section 446
of the District of Columbia Home Rule Act (sec. 1-204.46, D.C. Offi-
cial Code).

(b) Appropriations made by subsection (a) shall cease to be
available—

(1) during any period in which a District of Columbia con-
tinuing resolution for fiscal year 2021 is in effect; or

(2) upon the enactment into law of the regular District of
Columbia appropriation bill for fiscal year 2021.

(c) An appropriation made by subsection (a) is provided under
the authority and conditions as provided under this Act and shall
be available to the extent and in the manner that would be pro-
vided by this Act.

(d) An appropriation made by subsection (a) shall cover all obli-
gations or expenditures incurred for such project or activity during
the portion of fiscal year 2021 for which this section applies to such
project or activity.

(e) This section shall not apply to a project or activity during
any period of fiscal year 2021 if any other provision of law (other
than an authorization of appropriations)—

(1) makes an appropriation, makes funds available, or
grants authority for such project or activity to continue for
such period; or

(2) specifically provides that no appropriation shall be
made, no funds shall be made available, or no authority shall
be granted for such project or activity to continue for such pe-
riod.

(f) Nothing in this section shall be construed to affect obliga-
tions of the government of the District of Columbia mandated by
other law.

SEC. 817.

Except as expressly provided otherwise, any reference to “this
Act” contained in this title or in title IV shall be treated as refer-
ring only to the provisions of this title or of title IV.

This division may be cited as the “Financial Services and Gen-
eral Government Appropriations Act, 2020”.

TITLE I—DEPARTMENTAL MANAGE-
MENT, OPERATIONS, INTELLIGENCE,
AND OVERSIGHT

SEC. OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY AND EXECUTIVE MANAGE-
MENT.OPERATIONS AND SUPPORT
For necessary expenses of the Office of the Secretary and for
executive management for operations and support, $168,808,000; of
which $10,000,000 shall be for an Ombudsman for Immigration De-
tention as established by section 106, of which $5,000,000 shall re-
main available until September 30, 2021; and of which $500,000
shall be withheld from obligation until the Secretary appoints such
Ombudsman for Immigration Detention and complies with the di-
rective related to the Public Complaint and Feedback System
Working Group in the explanatory statement accompanying this
Act: Provided, That not to exceed $30,000 shall be for official recep-
tion and representation expenses.FEDERAL ASSISTANCE
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)For necessary expenses of
the Office of the Secretary and Executive Management for Fed-
eral Assistance through grants, contracts, cooperative agree-
ments, and other activities, $10,000,000, which shall be trans-
ferred to the Federal Emergency Management Agency for tar-
geted violence and terrorism prevention grants.

* * & & * * &

SEC. 101. ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS. (a) The Secretary of Homeland
Security shall submit a report not later than October 15, 2020,
to the Inspector General of the Department of Homeland Secu-
rity listing all grants and contracts awarded by any means
other than full and open competition during fiscal years 2019
or 2020.

(b) The Inspector General shall review the report required by
subsection (a) to assess departmental compliance with applicable
laws and regulations and report the results of that review to the
Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the House of Rep-
resentatives not later than February 15, 2021.

SEC. 102.

Not later than 30 days after the last day of each month, the
Chief Financial Officer of the Department of Homeland Security
shall submit to the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate
and the House of Representatives a monthly budget and staffing
report that includes total obligations of the Department for that
month and for the fiscal year at the appropriation and program,
project, and activity levels, by the source year of the appropriation.

SEC. 103.

The Secretary of Homeland Security shall require that all con-
tracts of the Department of Homeland Security that provide award
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fees link such fees to successful acquisition outcomes, which shall
be specified in terms of cost, schedule, and performance.

SEC. 104.

The Secretary of Homeland Security, in consultation with the
Secretary of the Treasury, shall notify the Committees on Appro-
priations of the Senate and the House of Representatives of any
proposed transfers of funds available under section 9705(g)(4)(B) of
title 31, United States Code, from the Department of the Treasury
Forfeiture Fund to any agency within the Department of Homeland
Security: Provided, That none of the funds identified for such a
transfer may be obligated until the Committees on Appropriations
of the Senate and the House of Representatives are notified of the
proposed transfers.

SEC. 105.

All official costs associated with the use of Government aircraft
by Department of Homeland Security personnel to support official
travel of the Secretary and the Deputy Secretary shall be paid from
amounts made available for the Office of the Secretary.

SEC. 106. ESTABLISHMENT OF AN IMMIGRATION DETENTION OMBUDS-
MAN. (a) IN GENERAL.—Subtitle A of title IV of the Homeland
Security Act of 2002 is amended by adding the following new
section:

“SEC. 405. [6 U.S.C. 205] OMBUDSMAN FOR IMMIGRATION DETENTION

“(a) IN GENERAL.—Within the Department, there shall be a po-
sition of Immigration Detention Ombudsman (in this section re-
ferred to as the ‘Ombudsman’). The Ombudsman shall be inde-
pendent of Department agencies and officers and shall report di-
rectly to the Secretary. The Ombudsman shall be a senior official
with a background in civil rights enforcement, civil detention care
and custody, and immigration law.

“(b) FUNCTIONS.—The functions of the Ombudsman shall be
to—

“(1) Establish and administer an independent, neutral, and
confidential process to receive, investigate, resolve, and provide
redress, including referral for investigation to the Office of the
Inspector General, referral to U.S. Citizenship and Immigra-
tion Services for immigration relief, or any other action deter-
mined appropriate, for cases in which Department officers or
other personnel, or contracted, subcontracted, or cooperating
entity personnel, are found to have engaged in misconduct or
violated the rights of individuals in immigration detention;

“(2) Establish an accessible and standardized process re-
garding complaints against any officer or employee of U.S.
Customs and Border Protection or U.S. Immigration and Cus-
toms Enforcement, or any contracted, subcontracted, or cooper-
ating entity personnel, for violations of law, standards of pro-
fessional conduct, contract terms, or policy related to immigra-
tion detention;

“(3) Conduct unannounced inspections of detention facili-
ties holding individuals in federal immigration custody, includ-
ing those owned or operated by units of State or local govern-
ment and privately-owned or operated facilities;
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“(4) Review, examine, and make recommendations to ad-
dress concerns or violations of contract terms identified in re-
views, audits, investigations, or detainee interviews regarding
immigration detention facilities and services;

“(5) Provide assistance to individuals affected by potential
misconduct, excessive force, or violations of law or detention
standards by Department of Homeland Security officers or
other personnel, or contracted, subcontracted, or cooperating
entity personnel; and

“(6) Ensure that the functions performed by the Ombuds-
man are complementary to existing functions within the De-
partment of Homeland Security.

“(c) AcCCESS TO DETENTION FACILITIES.—The Ombudsman or
designated personnel of the Ombudsman, shall be provided unfet-
tered access to any location within each such detention facility and
shall be permitted confidential access to any detainee at the detain-
ee’s request and any departmental records concerning such de-
tainee.

“(d) COORDINATION WITH DEPARTMENT COMPONENTS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Director of U.S. Immigration and
Customs Enforcement and the Commissioner of U.S. Customs
and Border Protection shall each establish procedures to pro-
vide formal responses to recommendations submitted to such
officials by the Ombudsman within 60 days of receiving such
recommendations.

“(2) Access TO INFORMATION.—The Secretary shall estab-
lish procedures to provide the Ombudsman access to all depart-
mental records necessary to execute the responsibilities of the
Ombudsman under subsection (b) or (c) not later than 60 days
after a request from the Ombudsman for such information.

“(e) ANNUAL REPORT.—The Ombudsman shall prepare a report
to Congress on an annual basis on its activities, findings, and rec-
ommendations.”.

(b) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of contents of the Home-
land Security Act of 2002 is amended by adding the following new
item after “Sec. 404. Surface Transportation Security Advisory
Committee.”:

“Sec. 405. Ombudsman for Immigration Detention.”.

SEC. 107.

Section 107 of the Department of Homeland Security Appro-
priations Act, 2018 (division F of Public Law 115-141), related to
visa overstay data, shall apply in fiscal year 2020, except that the
reference to “this Act” shall be treated as referring to this Act, and
the reference to “2017” shall be treated as referring to “2019”.

TITLE II—SECURITY, ENFORCEMENT,

SEC. U.S. CUSTOMS AND BORDER PROTECTION.OPERATIONS AND SUPPORT

For necessary expenses of U.S. Customs and Border Protection

for operations and support, including the transportation of unac-

companied minor aliens; the provision of air and marine support to
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Federal, State, local, and international agencies in the enforcement
or administration of laws enforced by the Department of Homeland
Security; at the discretion of the Secretary of Homeland Security,
the provision of such support to Federal, State, and local agencies
in other law enforcement and emergency humanitarian efforts; the
purchase and lease of up to 7,500 (6,500 for replacement only) po-
lice-type vehicles; the purchase, maintenance, or operation of ma-
rine vessels, aircraft, and unmanned aerial systems; and con-
tracting with individuals for personal services abroad,
$12,735,399,000; of which $3,274,000 shall be derived from the
Harbor Maintenance Trust Fund for administrative expenses re-
lated to the collection of the Harbor Maintenance Fee pursuant to
section 9505(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (26 U.S.C.
9505(c)(3)) and notwithstanding section 1511(e)(1) of the Homeland
Security Act of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 551(e)(1)); of which $500,000,000
shall be available until September 30, 2021; and of which such
sums as become available in the Customs User Fee Account, except
sums subject to section 13031(f)(3) of the Consolidated Omnibus
Budget Reconciliation Act of 1985 (19 U.S.C. 58c¢(f)(3)), shall be de-
rived from that account; and of which $104,377,000 is for addi-
tional Office of Field Operations staffing: Provided, That not to ex-
ceed $34,425 shall be for official reception and representation ex-
penses: Provided further, That not to exceed $150,000 shall be
available for payment for rental space in connection with
reclearance operations: Provided further, That not to exceed
52,000,000 shall be for awards of compensation to informants, to be
accounted for solely under the certificate of the Secretary of Home-
land Security: Provided further, That not to exceed $5,000,000 may
be transferred to the Bureau of Indian Affairs for the maintenance
and repair of roads on Native American reservations used by the
U.S. Border Patrol: Provided further, That of the funds made avail-
able under this heading for the Executive Leadership and Over-
sight program, project, and activity, $5,000,000 shall be withheld
from obligation until the reports directed by the explanatory state-
ment accompanying this Act concerning Custody and Transfer
Metrics, the Migrant Protection Protocol program, and medical
guidance have been made available on a publicly accessible
WebSite.PROCUREMENT, CONSTRUCTION, AND IMPROVEMENTS
For necessary expenses of U.S. Customs and Border Protection
for procurement, construction, and improvements, including pro-
curement of marine vessels, aircraft, and unmanned aerial sys-
tems, $1,904,468,000, of which $467,104,000 shall remain available
until September 30, 2022, and of which $1,437,364,000 shall re-
main available until September 30, 2024.

SEC. 201. ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS.

Section 201 of the Department of Homeland Security Appro-
priations Act, 2018 (division F of Public Law 115-141), related to
overtime compensation limitations, shall apply with respect to
funds made available in this Act in the same manner as such sec-
tion applied to funds made available in that Act, except that “fiscal
year 2020” shall be substituted for “fiscal year 2018”.
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SEC. 202.

Funding made available under the headings “U.S. Customs
and Border Protection—Operations and Support” and “U.S. Cus-
toms and Border Protection—Procurement, Construction, and Im-
provements” shall be available for customs expenses when nec-
essary to maintain operations and prevent adverse personnel ac-
tions in Puerto Rico in addition to funding provided by section 740
of title 48, United States Code.

SEC. 203.

As authorized by section 601(b) of the United States-Colombia
Trade Promotion Agreement Implementation Act (Public Law 112-
42), fees collected from passengers arriving from Canada, Mexico,
or an adjacent island pursuant to section 13031(a)(5) of the Con-
solidated Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1985 (19 U.S.C.
58c(a)(5)) shall be available until expended.

SEC. 204.

For an additional amount for “U.S. Customs and Border Pro-
tection—Operations and Support”, $31,000,000, to remain available
until expended, to be reduced by amounts collected and credited to
this appropriation in fiscal year 2020 from amounts authorized to
be collected by section 286(i) of the Immigration and Nationality
Act (8 U.S.C. 1356(i)), section 10412 of the Farm Security and
Rural Investment Act of 2002 (7 U.S.C. 8311), and section 817 of
the Trade Facilitation and Trade Enforcement Act of 2015 (Public
Law 114-25), or other such authorizing language: Provided, That to
the extent that amounts realized from such collections exceed
$31,000,000, those amounts in excess of $31,000,000 shall be cred-
ited to this appropriation, to remain available until expended.

SEC. 205.

None of the funds made available in this Act for U.S. Customs
and Border Protection may be used to prevent an individual not in
the business of importing a prescription drug (within the meaning
of section 801(g) of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act) from
importing a prescription drug from Canada that complies with the
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act: Provided, That this section
shall apply only to individuals transporting on their person a per-
sonal-use quantity of the prescription drug, not to exceed a 90-day
supply: Provided further, That the prescription drug may not be—

(1) a controlled substance, as defined in section 102 of the

Controlled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 802); or

(2) a biological product, as defined in section 351 of the
Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 262).

SEC. 206.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, none of the funds
provided in this or any other Act shall be used to approve a waiver
of the navigation and vessel-inspection laws pursuant to section
501(b) of title 46, United States Code, for the transportation of
crude oil distributed from and to the Strategic Petroleum Reserve
until the Secretary of Homeland Security, after consultation with
the Secretaries of the Departments of Energy and Transportation
and representatives from the United States flag maritime industry,
takes adequate measures to ensure the use of United States flag
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vessels: Provided, That the Secretary shall notify the Committees
on Appropriations of the Senate and the House of Representatives,
the Committee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the
Senate, and the Committee on Transportation and Infrastructure of
the House of Representatives within 2 business days of any request
for waivers of navigation and vessel-inspection laws pursuant to
section 501(b) of title 46, United States Code, with respect to such
transportation, and the disposition of such requests.

SEC. 207. (a) Beginning on the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary

of Homeland Security shall not—

(1) establish, collect, or otherwise impose any new border
crossing fee on individuals crossing the Southern border or the
Northern border at a land port of entry; or

(2) conduct any study relating to the imposition of a border
crossing fee.

(b) In this section, the term “border crossing fee” means a fee
that every pedestrian, cyclist, and driver and passenger of a private
motor vehicle is required to pay for the privilege of crossing the
Southern border or the Northern border at a land port of entry.

SEC. 208.

Not later than 90 days after the date of enactment of this Act,
the Secretary of Homeland Security shall submit an expenditure
plan for any amounts made available for “U.S. Customs and Border
Protection—Procurement, Construction, and Improvements” in this
Act and prior Acts to the Committees on Appropriations of the Sen-
ate and the House of Representatives: Provided, That no such
amounts may be obligated prior to the submission of such plan.
SEC. 209. (a) Of the total amount made available under “U.S. Customs and

Border Protection—Procurement, Construction, and Improve-
ments”, $1,904,468,000 shall be available only as follows:

(1) $1,375,000,000 for the construction of barrier system
along the southwest border;

(2) $221,912,000 for the acquisition and deployment of bor-
der security technologies and trade and travel assets and infra-
structure;

(3) $62,364,000 for facility construction and improvements;

(4) $199,519,000 for integrated operations assets and infra-
structure; and

(5) $45,673,000 for mission support and infrastructure.

(b) The amount designated in subsection (a)(1) shall only be
available for barrier systems that—

(1) use—

(A) operationally effective designs deployed as of the
date of enactment of the Consolidated Appropriations Act,
2017 (Public Law 115-31), such as currently deployed steel
bollard designs, that prioritize agent safety; or

(B) operationally effective adaptations of such designs
that help mitigate community or environmental impacts of
barrier system construction, including adaptations based
on consultation with jurisdictions within which barrier sys-
tem will be constructed; and
(2) are constructed in the highest priority locations as

identified in the Border Security Improvement Plan.
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(c) The Chief of the U.S. Border Patrol shall—

(1) provide a plan to the Committees on Appropriations of
the Senate and the House of Representatives for the use of the
amounts provided in subsection (a)(1) within 30 days of the
date of enactment of this Act; and

(2) notify such Committees of any amendment to the high-
est priority locations identified for the use of the amount pro-
vided in subsection (a)(1) within 5 days of such amendment.

(d) Consultation with a jurisdiction under subsection (b)(2)
shall not exceed 90 calendar days after such jurisdiction has been
notified that U.S. Customs and Border Protection is entering into
such consultation, unless an extension of time is agreed to by such
agency and such jurisdiction.

(e) Not later than 180 days after the date of enactment of this
Act, the Secretary of Homeland Security shall submit to the Com-
mittee on Appropriations of the Senate, the Committee on Appro-
priations of the House of Representatives, and the Comptroller
General of the United States an updated risk-based plan for im-
proving security along the borders of the United States that in-
cludes the elements required under subsection (a) of section 231 of
division F of the Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2018 (Public
Law 115-141), which shall be evaluated in accordance with sub-
section (b) of such section.

SEC. 210.
Federal funds may not be made available for the construction
of fencing—
(1) within the Santa Ana Wildlife Refuge;
(2) within the Bentsen-Rio Grande Valley State Park;
(3) within La Lomita Historical park;
(4) within the National Butterfly Center;
(5) within or east of the Vista del Mar Ranch tract of the
Lower Rio Grande Valley National Wildlife Refuge; or
(6) within historic cemeteries.

SEC. 211.

Funds made available in this Act may be used to alter oper-
ations within the National Targeting Center of U.S. Customs and
Border Protection: Provided, That none of the funds provided by
this Act, provided by previous appropriations Acts that remain
available for obligation or expenditure in fiscal year 2020, or pro-
vided from any accounts in the Treasury of the United States de-
rived by the collection of fees available to the components funded
by this Act, may be used to reduce anticipated or planned vetting
operations at existing locations unless specifically authorized by a
statute enacted after the date of enactment of this Act.

SEC. 212. (a) Of the amounts made available by this Act for “U.S. Customs
and Border Protection—Operations and Support”—

(1) $173,000,000 is for humanitarian care;

(2) $30,000,000 is to address health, life, and safety issues at
existing Border Patrol facilities, including construction, and for im-
proved video recording capabilities; Provided, That such amounts
are designated by the Congress as being for an emergency require-
ment pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A)(i) of the Balanced Budget
and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985.
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(b) Of the amounts made available by this Act for “U.S. Cus-
toms and Border Protection—Procurement, Construction, and Im-
provements”, $30,000,000 is for the development of an agency-wide
electronic health records system; Provided, That such amounts are
designated by the Congress as being for an emergency requirement
pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A)(i) of the Balanced Budget and
Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985.

(c) The amounts in subsection (b) may not be obligated until
the Department of Homeland Security Chief Medical Officer pro-
vides written certification of compliance with the requirements de-
scribed in the explanatory statement accompanying this Act con-
cerning electronic health records to the Committees on Appropria-
tions of the Senate and the House of Representatives.

SEC. 213.

Without regard to the limitation as to time and condition of
section 503(d) of this Act, the Secretary may reprogram within and
transfer funds to “U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement—
Operations and Support” as necessary to ensure the detention of
aliens prioritized for removal.

SEC. 214.

None of the funds provided under the heading “U.S. Immigra-
tion and Customs Enforcement—Operations and Support”
may be used to continue a delegation of law enforcement authority
authorized under section 287(g) of the Immigration and Nationality
Act (8 U.S.C. 1357(g)) if the Department of Homeland Security In-
spector General determines that the terms of the agreement gov-
erning the delegation of authority have been materially violated.
SEC. 215. [6 U.S.C. 211 note] (a) None of the funds provided under the

heading “U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement—Oper-
ations and Support” may be used to continue any contract for the
provision of detention services if the two most recent overall perform-
ance evaluations received by the contracted facility are less than “ade-
quate” or the equivalent median score in any subsequent performance
evaluation system.

(b) Beginning not later than January 1, 2021, the performance
evaluations referenced in subsection (a) shall be conducted by the
U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement Office of Professional
Responsibility.

SEC. 216. (a) None of the funds provided by this Act or any other Act, or
provided from any accounts in the Treasury of the United
States derived by the collection of fees available to the compo-
nents funded by this Act, may be used by the Secretary of
Homeland Security to place in detention, remove, refer for a
decision whether to initiate removal proceedings, or initiate
removal proceedings against a sponsor, potential sponsor, or
member of a household of a sponsor or potential sponsor of an
unaccompanied alien child (as defined in section 462(g) of the
Homeland Security Act of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 279(g))) based on in-
formation shared by the Secretary of Health and Human Serv-
1ces.

(b) Subsection (a) shall not apply if a background check of a
sponsor, potential sponsor, or member of a household of a sponsor
or potential sponsor reveals—

(1) a felony conviction or pending felony charge that re-
lates to—
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(A) an aggravated felony (as defined in section
101(a)(43) of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8
U.S.C. 1101(a)(43)));

(B) child abuse;

(C) sexual violence or abuse; or

(D) child pornography;

N (2) an association with any business that employs a minor
who—

(A) is unrelated to the sponsor, potential sponsor, or
member of a household of a sponsor or potential sponsor;

and
(B) is—
(1) not paid a legal wage; or
(i1) unable to attend school due to the employ-
ment; or
(3) an association with the organization or implementation
of prostitution.

SEC. 217.

Not later than 45 days after the date of enactment of this Act,
the Director of U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement shall
submit to the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the
House of Representatives, and make available on a publicly acces-
sible website, a report describing agreements pursuant to section
287(g) of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1357(g))
which shall include —

(1) detailed information relating to the community out-
reach activities of each participating jurisdiction pursuant to
such agreement, including the membership and activities of
any community-based steering committee established by such
jurisdiction;

(2) the number of individuals placed into removal pro-
ceedings pursuant to each such agreement,;

(3) data on the performance of the officers or employees of
a State or political subdivision thereof under each such agree-
ment, including the nationality and level of criminality of the
individuals described in paragraph (2); and

(4) information relating to any future plans to increase the
number of such agreements or expand the scope of such agree-
ments through the introduction of new operations pursuant to
such section.

SEC. 218. [8 U.S.C. 1378al
Not later than 7 days after the date of enactment of this Act
and updated semimonthly thereafter, the Director of U.S. Immigra-
tion and Customs Enforcement shall make available a report, on a
publicly accessible website in a downloadable, searchable, and sort-
able format, with not less than the previous twelve months of semi-
monthly data as of the last date of each such reporting period; on—
(1) aliens detained by such agency, including data
disaggregated by single adults and members of family units
on—
(A) the average fiscal year-to-date daily populations of
aliens detained,;
(B) the daily count of aliens detained,
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(C) the fiscal year-to-date total for book-ins;

(D) the average lengths of stay, including average
post-determination length of stay in the case of detainees
described in subparagraph (F);

(E) the number transferred to the custody of U.S. Im-
migration and Customs Enforcement by U.S. Customs and
Border Protection after being—

(i) deemed inadmissible at a port of entry or after
being apprehended within 14 days of entering the
United States; or

(i1) arrested by U.S. Immigration and Customs
Enforcement;

(F) the number determined to have a credible or rea-
sonable fear of—

(1) persecution, as defined in section
235(b)(1)(B)(v) of the Immigration and Nationality Act;
or

(i) torture, as defined in section 208.30 of title 8,
Code of Federal Regulations (as in effect on January
1, 2018); and
(G) the number who have been issued a Notice to Ap-

pear pursuant to section 239 of the Immigration and Na-

tionality Act, disaggregated by single adults and members
of family units;

(2) the total number of enrollees in the Alternatives to De-
tention program and the average length of participation,
disaggregated by—

(A) single adults and family heads of household;

(B) participants in the family case management pro-
gram,

(C) level of supervision; and

(D) location of supervision, by field office;

(3) for each facility where aliens are detained by U.S. Im-
migration and Customs Enforcement—

(A) the address;

(B) the field offices that assign detainees to the facil-
ity;

(C) the detailed facility type, as defined in the inte-
grated decision support system,;

(D) the gender of aliens detained;

(E) the average daily population of detainees within
each detainee classification level, as defined in the inte-
grated decision support system,;

(F) the average daily population of individuals within
each threat level, as defined in the integrated decision sup-
port system;

(G) the average daily population within each crimi-
nality category, as defined in the integrated decision sup-
port system, disaggregated by gender;

(H) the average length of stay;

(I) the average daily population of individuals whose
detention is classified as mandatory;

(J) the performance standards to which the facility is
held;
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(K) the date of the two most recent inspections, the en-
tity that performed each inspection, and a detailed sum-
mary of the results of such inspections; and

(L) the guaranteed minimum detention capacity, if ap-
plicable; and
(4) the total number of releases from custody, by condition

of release, and total number of removals, disaggregated by
adult facilities and family facilities.

SEC. 219.

Members of the United States House of Representatives and
the United States Senate, including the leadership; the heads of
Federal agencies and commissions, including the Secretary, Deputy
Secretary, Under Secretaries, and Assistant Secretaries of the De-
partment of Homeland Security; the United States Attorney Gen-
eral, Deputy Attorney General, Assistant Attorneys General, and
the United States Attorneys; and senior members of the Executive
Office of the President, including the Director of the Office of Man-
agement and Budget, shall not be exempt from Federal passenger
and baggage screening.

SEC. 220.

Any award by the Transportation Security Administration to
deploy explosives detection systems shall be based on risk, the air-
port’s current reliance on other screening solutions, lobby conges-
tion resulting in increased security concerns, high injury rates, air-
port readiness, and increased cost effectiveness.

SEC. 221.

Notwithstanding section 44923 of title 49, United States Code,
for fiscal year 2020, any funds in the Aviation Security Capital

None of the funds made available by this or any other Act may

airport-financed staffing to monitor exit points from the sterile area
of any airport at which the Transportation Security Administration
provided such monitoring as of December 1, 2013.

SEC. 223.

Not later than 30 days after the submission of the President’s
budget proposal, the Administrator of the Transportation Security
Administration shall submit to the Committees on Appropriations
and Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the Senate and the
Committees on Appropriations and Homeland Security in the
House of Representatives a single report that fulfills the following
requirements:
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(1) a Capital Investment Plan (CIP) that includes a plan
for continuous and sustained capital investment in new, and
the replacement of aged, transportation security equipment;

(2) the 5-year technology investment plan as required by
section 1611 of title XVI of the Homeland Security Act of 2002,

owners of yachts and credited to the appropriation made available
by this Act under the heading “Coast Guard—Operations and Sup-
port”: Provided, That to the extent such fees are insufficient to pay
expenses of recreational vessel documentation under such section
12114, and there is a backlog of recreational vessel applications,
personnel performing non-recreational vessel documentation func-
tions under subchapter II of chapter 121 of title 46, United States
Code, may perform documentation under section 12114.

SEC. 225.

Without regard to the limitation as to time and condition of
section 503(d) of this Act, after June 30, up to $10,000,000 may be
reprogrammed to or from the Military Pay and Allowances funding
category within “Coast Guard—Operations and Support” in accord-
ance with subsection (a) of section 503 of this Act.

SEC. 226.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Commandant
of the Coast Guard shall submit to the Committees on Appropria-
tions of the Senate and the House of Representatives a future-
years capital investment plan as described in the second proviso
under the heading “Coast Guard—Acquisition, Construction,
and Improvements” in the Department of Homeland Security Ap-
propriations Act, 2015 (Public Law 114-4), which shall be subject
to the requirements in the third and fourth provisos under such
heading.

Funds made available for Overseas Contingency Operations/

None of the funds in this Act shall be used to reduce the Coast
Guard’s Operations Systems Center mission or its government-em-
ployed or contract staff levels.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used to con-
duct, or to implement the results of, a competition under Office of
Management and Budget Circular A-76 for activities performed
with respect to the Coast Guard National Vessel Documentation
Center.

Funds made available in this Act may be used to alter oper-
ations within the Civil Engineering Program of the Coast Guard

Notwithstanding section 2008(a)(12) of the Homeland Security
Act of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 609(a)(12)) or any other provision of law, not
more than 5 percent of the amount of a grant made available in
paragraphs (1) through (4) under “Federal Emergency Management
Agency—Federal Assistance”, may be used by the grantee for ex-
penses directly related to administration of the grant.

SEC. 401. ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, funds otherwise
made available to U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services may
be used to acquire, operate, equip, and dispose of up to 5 vehicles,
for replacement only, for areas where the Administrator of General
Services does not provide vehicles for lease: Provided, That the Di-
rector of U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services may authorize
employees who are assigned to those areas to use such vehicles to
travel between the employees’ residences and places of employ-
ment.

SEC. 402.

None of the funds appropriated by this Act may be used to
process or approve a competition under Office of Management and
Budget Circular A-76 for services provided by employees (including
employees serving on a temporary or term basis) of U.S. Citizen-
ship and Immigration Services of the Department of Homeland Se-
curity who are known as Immigration Information Officers, Immi-
gration Service Analysts, Contact Representatives, Investigative
Assistants, or Immigration Services Officers.

SEC. 403. [8 U.S.C. 1377a] (a) Not later than 30 days after the date of enact-
ment of this Act and updated semimonthly thereafter, the Di-
rector of U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services shall
make available, on a publicly accessible website in a
downloadable, searchable, and sortable format, a report con-
taining not less than the previous twelve months of semi-
monthly data on—

(1) the number of aliens determined to have a credible or
reasonable fear of—

(A) persecution, as defined in section 235(b)(1)(B)(v) of
the Immigration and Nationality Act; or
(B) torture, as defined in section 208.30 of title 8, Code

of Federal Regulations (as in effect on January 1, 2018);

(2) the total number of cases received by U.S. Citizenship
and Immigration Services to adjudicate credible or reasonable
fear claims, as described in paragraph (1), and the total num-
ber of cases closed.

(b) Such report shall also disaggregate the data described in
subsection (a) with respect to the following subsets—

(1) claims submitted by aliens detained at a U.S. Immigra-
tion and Customs Enforcement family residential center;
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(2) claims submitted by aliens organized by each subdivi-
sion of legal or administrative authority under which claims
are reviewed; and

(3) the job series of the personnel reviewing the claims.

SEC. 404.

The Director of the Federal Law Enforcement Training Centers
is authorized to distribute funds to Federal law enforcement agen-
cies for expenses incurred participating in training accreditation.

SEC. 405.

The Federal Law Enforcement Training Accreditation Board,
including representatives from the Federal law enforcement com-
munity and non-Federal accreditation experts involved in law en-
forcement training, shall lead the Federal law enforcement training
accreditation process to continue the implementation of measuring
and assessing the quality and effectiveness of Federal law enforce-
ment training programs, facilities, and instructors.

SEC. 406.

The Director of the Federal Law Enforcement Training Centers
may accept transfers to the account established by section 407(a)
of division F of the Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2018 (Public
Law 115-141) from Government agencies requesting the construc-
tion of special use facilities, as authorized by the Economy Act (31
U.S.C. 1535(b)): Provided, That the Federal Law Enforcement
Training Centers maintain administrative control and ownership
upon completion of such facilities.

TITLE V—GENERAL PROVI-
SIONS(including rescissions of funds)

SEC. 501.

No part of any appropriation contained in this Act shall remain
available for obligation beyond the current fiscal year unless ex-
pressly so provided herein.

SEC. 502.

Subject to the requirements of section 503 of this Act, the un-
expended balances of prior appropriations provided for activities in
this Act may be transferred to appropriation accounts for such ac-
tivities established pursuant to this Act, may be merged with funds
in the applicable established accounts, and thereafter may be ac-
counted for as one fund for the same time period as originally en-
acted.
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SEC. 503. (a) None of the funds provided by this Act, provided by previous
appropriations Acts to the components in or transferred to the
Department of Homeland Security that remain available for
obligation or expenditure in fiscal year 2020, or provided from
any accounts in the Treasury of the United States derived by
the collection of fees available to the components funded by
this Act, shall be available for obligation or expenditure
through a reprogramming of funds that—

(1) creates or eliminates a program, project, or activity, or
increases funds for any program, project, or activity for which
funds have been denied or restricted by the Congress;

(2) contracts out any function or activity presently per-
formed by Federal employees or any new function or activity
proposed to be performed by Federal employees in the Presi-
dent’s budget proposal for fiscal year 2020 for the Department
of Homeland Security;

(3) augments funding for existing programs, projects, or ac-
tivities in excess of $5,000,000 or 10 percent, whichever is less;

(4) reduces funding for any program, project, or activity, or
numbers of personnel, by 10 percent or more; or

(5) results from any general savings from a reduction in
personnel that would result in a change in funding levels for
programs, projects, or activities as approved by the Congress.
(b) Subsection (a) shall not apply if the Committees on Appro-

priations of the Senate and the House of Representatives are noti-
fied at least 15 days in advance of such reprogramming.

(c) Up to 5 percent of any appropriation made available for the
current fiscal year for the Department of Homeland Security by
this Act or provided by previous appropriations Acts may be trans-
ferred between such appropriations if the Committees on Appro-
priations of the Senate and the House of Representatives are noti-
fied at least 30 days in advance of such transfer, but no such ap-
propriation, except as otherwise specifically provided, shall be in-
creased by more than 10 percent by such transfer.

(d) Notwithstanding subsections (a), (b), and (c), no funds shall
be reprogrammed within or transferred between appropriations
based upon an initial notification provided after June 30, except in
extraordinary circumstances that imminently threaten the safety of
human life or the protection of property.

(e) The notification thresholds and procedures set forth in sub-
sections (a), (b), (c), and (d) shall apply to any use of deobligated
balances of funds provided in previous Department of Homeland
Security Appropriations Acts that remain available for obligation in
the current year.

(f) Notwithstanding subsection (c), the Secretary of Homeland
Security may transfer to the fund established by 8 U.S.C. 1101
note, up to $20,000,000 from appropriations available to the De-
partment of Homeland Security: Provided, That the Secretary shall
notify the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the
fP‘Iouse of Representatives at least 5 days in advance of such trans-
er.

SEC. 504. [31 U.S.C. 501 notel
Section 504 of the Department of Homeland Security Appro-
priations Act, 2017 (division F of Public Law 115-31), related to the
operations of a working capital fund, shall apply with respect to
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funds made available in this Act in the same manner as such sec-
tion applied to funds made available in that Act: Provided, That
funds from such working capital fund may be obligated and ex-
pended in anticipation of reimbursements from components of the
Department of Homeland Security.

SEC. 505.

Except as otherwise specifically provided by law, not to exceed
50 percent of unobligated balances remaining available at the end
of fiscal year 2020, as recorded in the financial records at the time
of a reprogramming notification, but not later than June 30, 2021,
from appropriations for “Operations and Support” for fiscal year
2020 in this Act shall remain available through September 30,
2021, in the account and for the purposes for which the appropria-
tions were provided: Provided, That prior to the obligation of such
funds, a notification shall be submitted to the Committees on Ap-
propriations of the Senate and the House of Representatives in ac-
cordance with section 503 of this Act.

SEC. 506.

Funds made available by this Act for intelligence activities are
deemed to be specifically authorized by the Congress for purposes
of section 504 of the National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 414)
during fiscal year 2020 until the enactment of an Act authorizing
intelligence activities for fiscal year 2020.

SEC. 507. (a) The Secretary of Homeland Security, or the designee of the
Secretary, shall notify the Committees on Appropriations of
the Senate and the House of Representatives at least 3 full
business days in advance of—

(1) making or awarding a grant allocation, grant, contract,
other transaction agreement, or task or delivery order on a De-
partment of Homeland Security multiple award contract, or to
issue a letter of intent totaling in excess of $1,000,000;

(2) awarding a task or delivery order requiring an obliga-
tion of funds in an amount greater than $10,000,000 from
multi-year Department of Homeland Security funds;

(3) making a sole-source grant award; or

(4) announcing publicly the intention to make or award
items under paragraph (1), (2), or (3), including a contract cov-
ered by the Federal Acquisition Regulation.

(b) If the Secretary of Homeland Security determines that com-
pliance with this section would pose a substantial risk to human
life, health, or safety, an award may be made without notification,
and the Secretary shall notify the Committees on Appropriations of
the Senate and the House of Representatives not later than 5 full
business days after such an award is made or letter issued.

(c¢) A notification under this section—

(1) may not involve funds that are not available for obliga-
tion; and

(2) shall include the amount of the award; the fiscal year
for which the funds for the award were appropriated; the type
of contract; and the account from which the funds are being
drawn.
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SEC. 508.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no agency shall
purchase, construct, or lease any additional facilities, except within
or contiguous to existing locations, to be used for the purpose of
conducting Federal law enforcement training without advance noti-
fication to the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the
House of Representatives, except that the Federal Law Enforce-
ment Training Centers is authorized to obtain the temporary use
of additional facilities by lease, contract, or other agreement for
training that cannot be accommodated in existing Centers’ facili-
ties.

SEC. 509.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by
this Act may be used for expenses for any construction, repair, al-
teration, or acquisition project for which a prospectus otherwise re-
quired under chapter 33 of title 40, United States Code, has not
been approved, except that necessary funds may be expended for
each project for required expenses for the development of a pro-
posed prospectus.

SEC. 510.

Sections 520, 522, and 530 of the Department of Homeland Se-
curity Appropriations Act, 2008 (division E of Public Law 110-161;
121 Stat. 2073 and 2074) shall apply with respect to funds made
available in this Act in the same manner as such sections applied
to funds made available in that Act.

SEC. 511.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used in
contravention of the applicable provisions of the Buy American Act:
Provided, That for purposes of the preceding sentence, the term
“Buy American Act” means chapter 83 of title 41, United States
Code.

SEC. 512.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
amend the oath of allegiance required by section 337 of the Immi-
gration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1448).

SEC. 513.

None of the funds provided or otherwise made available in this
Act shall be available to carry out section 872 of the Homeland Se-
curity Act of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 452) unless explicitly authorized by the
Congress.

SEC. 514.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used for
planning, testing, piloting, or developing a national identification
card.

SEC. 515.

Any official that is required by this Act to report or to certify
to the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the House
of Representatives may not delegate such authority to perform that
act unless specifically authorized herein.
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SEC. 516.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available in
this or any other Act may be used to transfer, release, or assist in
the transfer or release to or within the United States, its terri-
tories, or possessions Khalid Sheikh Mohammed or any other de-
tainee who—

(1) is not a United States citizen or a member of the

Armed Forces of the United States; and

(2) is or was held on or after June 24, 2009, at the United

States Naval Station, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, by the Depart-

ment of Defense.

SEC. 517.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used for
first-class travel by the employees of agencies funded by this Act
in contravention of sections 301-10.122 through 301-10.124 of title
41, Code of Federal Regulations.

SEC. 518.
None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to

employ workers described in section 274A(h)(3) of the Immigration
and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1324a(h)(3)).

SEC. 519.

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act, none of the
funds appropriated or otherwise made available by this Act may be
used to pay award or incentive fees for contractor performance that
has been judged to be below satisfactory performance or perform-
ance that does not meet the basic requirements of a contract.

SEC. 520.

None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available by
this Act may be used by the Department of Homeland Security to
enter into any Federal contract unless such contract is entered into
in accordance with the requirements of subtitle I of title 41, United
States Code, or chapter 137 of title 10, United States Code, and the
Federal Acquisition Regulation, unless such contract is otherwise
authorized by statute to be entered into without regard to the
above referenced statutes.

SEC. 521. (a) None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to

maintain or establish a computer network unless such net-
work blocks the viewing, downloading, and exchanging of por-

nography.

(b) Nothing in subsection (a) shall limit the use of funds nec-
essary for any Federal, State, tribal, or local law enforcement agen-
cy or any other entity carrying out criminal investigations, prosecu-
tion, or adjudication activities.

SEC. 522.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used by
a Federal law enforcement officer to facilitate the transfer of an op-
erable firearm to an individual if the Federal law enforcement offi-
cer knows or suspects that the individual is an agent of a drug car-
tel unless law enforcement personnel of the United States continu-
ously monitor or control the firearm at all times.
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SEC. 523.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
pay for the travel to or attendance of more than 50 employees of
a single component of the Department of Homeland Security, who
are stationed in the United States, at a single international con-
ference unless the Secretary of Homeland Security, or a designee,
determines that such attendance is in the national interest and no-
tifies the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the
House of Representatives within at least 10 days of that deter-
mination and the basis for that determination: Provided, That for
purposes of this section the term “international conference” shall
mean a conference occurring outside of the United States attended
by representatives of the United States Government and of foreign
governments, international organizations, or nongovernmental or-
ganizations: Provided further, That the total cost to the Depart-
ment of Homeland Security of any such conference shall not exceed
$500,000.

SEC. 524.

None of the funds made available in this Act may be used to
reimburse any Federal department or agency for its participation
in a National Special Security Event.

SEC. 525.

None of the funds made available to the Department of Home-
land Security by this or any other Act may be obligated for any
structural pay reform that affects more than 100 full-time positions
or costs more than $5,000,000 in a single year before the end of the
30-day period beginning on the date on which the Secretary of
Homeland Security submits to Congress a notification that in-
cludes—

(1) the number of full-time positions affected by such
change;

(2) funding required for such change for the current year
and through the Future Years Homeland Security Program,;

(3) justification for such change; and

(4) an analysis of compensation alternatives to such
change that were considered by the Department.

SEC. 526. (a) Any agency receiving funds made available in this Act shall,
subject to subsections (b) and (c), post on the public website
of that agency any report required to be submitted by the
Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the House of
Representatives in this Act, upon the determination by the
head of the agency that it shall serve the national interest.

(b) Subsection (a) shall not apply to a report if—

(1) the public posting of the report compromises homeland
or national security; or
(2) the report contains proprietary information.

(c) The head of the agency posting such report shall do so only
after such report has been made available to the Committees on
Appropriations of the Senate and the House of Representatives for
not less than 45 days except as otherwise specified in law.
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SEC. 527. (a) Funding provided in this Act for “Operations and Support”
may be used for minor procurement, construction, and im-
provements.

(b) For purposes of subsection (a), “minor” refers to end items
with a unit cost of $250,000 or less for personal property, and
$2,000,000 or less for real property.

SEC. 528.

None of the funds made available by this Act may be obligated
or expended to implement the Arms Trade Treaty until the Senate
approves a resolution of ratification for the Treaty.

SEC. 529.

The authority provided by section 532 of the Department of
Homeland Security Appropriations Act, 2018 (Public Law 115-141)
regarding primary and secondary schooling of dependents shall
continue in effect during fiscal year 2020.

SEC. 530. (a) For an additional amount for “Federal Emergency Manage-
ment Agency—Federal Assistance”, $41,000,000, to remain
available until September 30, 2021, exclusively for providing
reimbursement of extraordinary law enforcement personnel
costs for protection activities directly and demonstrably asso-
ciated with any residence of the President that is designated
or identified to be secured by the United States Secret Serv-
1ce.

(b) Subsections (b) through (f) of section 534 of the Department
of Homeland Security Appropriations Act, 2018 (Public Law 115-
141), shall be applied with respect to amounts made available by
subsection (a) of this section by substituting “October 1, 2020” for
“October 1, 2018” and “October 1, 2019” for “October 1, 2017”.

SEC. 531. [6 U.S.C. 391 note] (a) Section 831 of the Homeland Security Act
of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 391) shall be applied—

(1) In subsection (a), by substituting “September 30, 2020,”
for “September 30, 2017,”; and
(2) In subsection (c)(1), by substituting “September 30,

2020,” for “September 30, 2017”.

(b) The Secretary of Homeland Security, under the authority of
section 831 of the Homeland Security Act of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 391(a)),
may carry out prototype projects under section 2371b of title 10,
United States Code, and the Secretary shall perform the functions
of the Secretary of Defense as prescribed.

(¢) The Secretary of Homeland Security under section 831 of
the Homeland Security Act of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 391(d)) may use the
definition of nontraditional government contractor as defined in
section 2371b(e) of title 10, United States Code.

SEC. 532. (a) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise made available
to the Department of Homeland Security by this Act may be
used to prevent any of the following persons from entering,
for the purpose of conducting oversight, any facility operated
by or for the Department of Homeland Security used to detain
or otherwise house aliens, or to make any temporary modifica-
tion at any such facility that in any way alters what is ob-
served by a visiting member of Congress or such designated
employee, compared to what would be observed in the absence
of such modification:

(1) A Member of Congress.
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(2) An employee of the United States House of Representatives
or the United States Senate designated by such a Member for the
purposes of this section.

(b) Nothing in this section may be construed to require a Mem-
ber of Congress to provide prior notice of the intent to enter a facil-
ity described in subsection (a) for the purpose of conducting over-
sight.

(¢) With respect to individuals described in subsection (a)(2),
the Department of Homeland Security may require that a request
be made at least 24 hours in advance of an intent to enter a facility
described in subsection (a).

SEC. 533. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), none of the funds made
available in this Act may be used to place restraints on a
woman in the custody of the Department of Homeland Secu-
rity (including during transport, in a detention facility, or at
an outside medical facility) who is pregnant or in post-deliv-
ery recuperation.

(b) Subsection (a) shall not apply with respect to a pregnant
woman if—

(1) an appropriate official of the Department of Homeland
Security makes an individualized determination that the
woman—

(A) is a serious flight risk, and such risk cannot be
prevented by other means; or

(B) poses an immediate and serious threat to harm
herself or others that cannot be prevented by other means;
or

(2) a medical professional responsible for the care of the
pregnant woman determines that the use of therapeutic re-
straints is appropriate for the medical safety of the woman.

(c) If a pregnant woman is restrained pursuant to subsection
(b), only the safest and least restrictive restraints, as determined
by the appropriate medical professional treating the woman, may
be used. In no case may restraints be used on a woman who is in
active labor or delivery, and in no case may a pregnant woman be
restrained in a face-down position with four-point restraints, on her
back, or in a restraint belt that constricts the area of the preg-
nancy. A pregnant woman who is immobilized by restraints shall
be positioned, to the maximum extent feasible, on her left side.

SEC. 534.

None of the funds made available by this Act to the Depart-
ment of Homeland Security may be used to destroy any document,
recording, or other record pertaining to any potential sexual as-
sault or abuse perpetrated against any individual held in the cus-
tody of the Department of Homeland Security.

SEC. 535.

Section 519 of division F of Public Law 114-113, regarding a
prohibition on funding for any position designated as a Principal
Federal Official, shall apply with respect to funds made available
in this Act in the same manner as such section applied to funds
made available in that Act.
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SEC. 536.

Within 60 days of any budget submission for the Department
of Homeland Security for fiscal year 2021 that assumes revenues
or proposes a reduction from the previous year based on user fees
proposals that have not been enacted into law prior to the submis-
sion of the budget, the Secretary of Homeland Security shall pro-
vide the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the
House of Representatives specific reductions in proposed discre-
tionary budget authority commensurate with the revenues assumed
in such proposals in the event that they are not enacted prior to
October 1, 2020.

SEC. 537. (RESCISSIONS). (a) Of the unobligated balances of funds made
available under the heading “U.S. Customs and Border Protec-
tion—Operations and Support” in Title III of the Emergency Sup-
plemental Appropriations for Humanitarian Assistance and Security
at the Southern Border Act, 2019 (Public Law 116-26), $233,000,000
are hereby rescinded.

(b) The amounts rescinded pursuant to subsection (a) that were
previously designated by the Congress as an emergency require-
ment pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A)(i) of the Balanced Budget
and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985 are designated by the
Cﬁ)ngj&ess as an emergency requirement pursuant to that section of
that Act.

SEC. 538.

Of the funds appropriated to the Department of Homeland Se-
curity, the following funds are hereby rescinded from the following
accounts and programs in the specified amounts: Provided, That no
amounts may be rescinded from amounts that were designated by
the Congress as an emergency requirement pursuant to a concur-
rent resolution on the budget or the Balanced Budget and Emer-
gency Deficit Control Act of 1985 (Public Law 99-177):

(1) $91,000,000 from Public Law 116-6 under the heading
“Customs and Border Protection—Operations and Sup-
port”.

(2) $38,000,000 from Public Law 116-6 under the heading
“ ‘Customs and Border Protection—Procurement, Con-
struction and Improvements”.

(3) $20,000,000 from Public Law 115-141 under the head-
ing “Customs and Border Protection—Procurement, Con-
struction, and Improvements”.

(4) $5,000,000 from Public Law 115-141 under the heading
“Coast Guard—Research, Development, Test, and Eval-
uation”.

(5) $42,379,000 from Public Law 116-6 under the heading
“Transportation Security Administration—Operations
and Support”.

(6) $5,764,000 from Public Law 116-6 under the heading
“Transportation Security Administration—Procurement,
Construction and Improvements”.

SEC. 539.

The following unobligated balances made available to the De-
partment of Homeland Security pursuant to Section 505 of the De-
partment of Homeland Security Appropriations Act, 2019 (Public
Law 116-6) are rescinded:
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(1) $153,000 from “Office of the Secretary and Executive
Management—Operations and Support”

(2) $304,000 from “Management Directorate—Operations
and Support”;

3) 5130,000 from “Intelligence, Analysis, and Operations
Coordination—Operations and Support”;

(4) $3,600 from “Office of Inspector General—Operations
and Support”;

(12) $273,000 from “Science and Technology Directorate—
Operations and Support”;

(13) $1,596,000 from “Countering Weapons of Mass De-
struction Office—Operations and Support”.

SEC. 540.

Of the unobligated balances made available to “Federal Emer-
gency Management Agency—Disaster Relief Fund”, $300,000,000
shall be rescinded: Provided, That no amounts may be rescinded
from amounts that were designated by the Congress as an emer-
gency requirement pursuant to a concurrent resolution on the
budget or the Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act
of 1985, as amended: Provided further, That no amounts may be
rescinded from the amounts that were designated by the Congress
as being for disaster relief pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(D) of the
Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985.

This division may be cited as the “Department of Homeland
Security Appropriations Act, 2020”.
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
